CHAPTER VIII. — CITY DOCUMENTS. 

Section 5. All City Documents (except the rules and regulations 
for the government of the police and fire departments) shall be 
printed in pamphlet form of the size of the Annual Report of the 
School Committee. 

Sect. 6. All City Documents shall annually be bound together in 
one volume, under the direction of the City Clerk ; and three or more 
copies shall be deposited in the City Library, and one copy in the 
library of the Middlesex Mechanics’ Association. One copy shall be 
sent to each city of the Commonwealth, to the library of Harvard 
College, the Public Library of Boston, the State Library, and the 
Smithsonian Institution at Washington, and the Old Residents’ His- 
torical Association of Lowell.

ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

We assemble this morning, in obedience to 
the requirements of law and the wishes of our 
fellow citizens, to assume our respective duties in 
the management of the affairs of a large and 
important municipal corporation. Lowell contains 
to-day within its limits about seventy thousand 
inhabitants, is the second in population among the 
cities of the Commonwealth, and the assessed val- 
uation of its property is more than fifty-one mil- 
lion dollars. No evidence is needed to convince 
you that there is at present a well-founded and 
wide-spread discontent with the condition of our 
municipal affairs, nor do you need to be reminded 
that the taxpayers are looking to us for relief. 
The verdict at the last election was for economy 
and reform, and .it is incumbent upon us to see 
to it that our fellow citizens are not disappointed 
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in those to whom they have assigned the duty of 
accomplishing results which they have the right to 
demand. They expect us to place at the heads 
of the several departments competent men, com- 
manding their respect and confidence, men who 
will devote their time and energies, not to private 
gain or political advancement, but to the public 
service. The tax rate the past year was $17.50 
on a thousand, the gross amount levied being 
$951,465.67, a greater tax than the citizens of 
Lowell have ever before been called upon to pay, 
and such as to become a grievous burden upon 
property holders, and a serious cause of alarm to 
the proprietors of industrial enterprises, whose suc- 
cess among us depends largely upon low taxation. 
The alarming tendency to enter upon unnecessar}^ 
schemes with borrowed capital, and the consequent 
creation of great interest-bearing debts, is one of 
the worst features of modern city governments, 
and one for the indulgence of which we are now 
suffering. We hear suggestions of sinking funds, 
instalment and other plans, whereby one might 
suppose that our obligations could be cancelled 
without inconvenience, but the public has already 
begun to realize that debts, whether contracted by 
wastefulness and extravagance or otherwise, must 
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sooner or later be paid, dollar for dollar, principal 
and interest, with money taken from the pockets 
of the taxpayers. 

The provision of the public statutes which pro- 
hibits any city from contracting debts amounting to 
more than three per cent, of its assessed valua- 
tion, was formerly believed to be a safeguard that 
afforded some protection, but experience has shown 
us that by the simple process of raising the valu- 
ation the debt-contracting power can be extended 
to limits where debts can be created large enough 
to check our progress and destroy our prosperity. 
There appears to be need of further legislation on 
this subject. 

FINANCIAL.. 

One of the most important matters to which 
I shall call your attention on this occasion is the 
present financial condition of our city, which the 
auditor reports to be as follows:

It appears from the foregoing financial state- 
ment that there was a balance in the treasury at 
the beginning of last year of $119,231.65 and at 
its close $21,481.29. There was due to W. H. 
Ward, the contractor, on the completion of Taylor 
Street Bridge, $15,887.11, which should have been 
paid by the last city government, but which the 
present will be required to settle. Deducting this 
sum from the apparent balance and there remains 
in the treasury $5,594.18. 

Section Eleven of the first Chapter of the Ordi- 
nances requires that “ all sums of money received 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on ac- 
count of corporation tax, or national bank tax, or 
from the credits standing to the account of abate- 
ment of taxes, shall until January xst, 1896, be 
placed to the credit of the fund for the reduction 
of the ordinary city debt, ” and yet, in palpable 
violation of this law, thirty-seven thousand five 
hundred and ninety-five dollars and forty-three 
cents received from the Commonwealth on account 
of the corporation tax was, during the last month, 
used to swell the amount in the treasury available 
for the current running expenses of the city, and 
we shall be required to borrow that sum in 
order to make good the deficiency, so that we 
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cannot congratulate ourselves that we enter upon 
our municipal duties with even a few thousand 
dollars on hand, but, on the contrary, there is a 
balance against us of more than thirty-two thou- 
sand dollars. 


That you may have a correct understanding 


of our present financial condition, and the pay- 


ments which we shall be obliged to make during 
the present year in addition to our current running 
expenses, I have prepared the following statement:

CIVIL SERVICE. 

The Legislature at its last session passed 
an act “ to improve the civil service of the 
Commonwealth and the cities thereof, ” under 
which commissioners have been appointed who 
have prepared rules adapted to carrying out 
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the purposes of the law. A local board of 
three examiners is to be selected to ascertain the 
qualifications of all applicants for such positions, 
and it is enacted that no recommendation of anj^ 
applicant for place, which may be given by 
any alderman or councilman, except as to the 
character or residence of the applicant, shall be 
received or considered by any person making 
any appointment under this act. I congratulate 
you, gentlemen, on the relief which is thus 
given you from the importunate solicitation of 
office-seekers. 

Elective officers and officers whose appointment 
is subject to confirmation by the City Council, 

heads of the principal departments and teachers 
of the Public Schools are not affected by this 
law. 

SCHOOLS. 

More than a hundred years ago the framers 
of the constitution of our Commonwealth declared 
“ that wisdom and knowledge diffused generally 

among the body of the people were necessary 
for the preservation of their rights and liberties, 
and that as these depended on spreading the 

opportunities and advantages of education in the 
various parts of the country, ” it was declared 
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u to be the duty of Legislatures in all future 
times to cherish the interests of literature, the 
sciences, and especially the Public Schools of the 
Commonwealth. ” 

The enlightened public sentiment of to-day 
recognizes and applauds the wisdom of our 
fathers, and we are not likely to forget or 
disregard the injunction thus solemnly imposed 
upon us. While the general care and management 
of our Public Schools are by law given to another 
and an independent branch of the government, 
we shall be called upon at the proper time to 
make due appropriation for their support, and 
the general subject is, therefore, one which cannot 
with propriety be omitted on this occasion. We 
have at present ninety-three day schools, with 
six thousand nine hundred and eighteen pupils 
belonging to them, the average daily attendance 
being six thousand three hundred and eighteen. 
Additional accommodations are required for primary 
schools in Centralville and in Wards Three and 
Four, as the schools in those localities are at 
present crowded, and in some cases located in 
quarters that are rendered unsuitable for school 
purposes by a lack of sanitary and other proper 
arrangements. 
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The Mann, Race Street and, so called, Little 
Canada Schools have been closed, and two new 
school houses have been taken possession of, and 
schools have been opened in them during the 
past year. 

There are nine evening schools now in 
successful operation, consisting ot one High and 
eight elementary schools. The average attendance 
is about eighteen hundred. Great interest is 
manifested in them by the School Board, and 
they are a credit to all connected with their 
management. 

The. total amount expended for schools during 
the past year was $175,612.84. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

During the past year two new school buildings 
have been completed, one on Powell street costing 
$11,166.91, and the other on the Mammoth Road 
in Pawtucketville, which was begun in 1883, the 
cost of which was $53,602.03, $28,331.72 of which 
was paid in 1883, and $25,270.31 last year. 

I believe that it is the duty of the City 
Government to furnish the best possible accom- 
modations for all our schools, but in the present 
condition of our financial affairs we have no 
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right to expend money in erecting costly and 
ornamental structures, especialfy in localities where 
they will not be needed for many years to come. 

The net expenditures during the past year 
were $59,312.34. 

CITY LIBRARY. 

There has been expended on account of the 
City Library and Reading Room during the last 
year $16,173.87. The great advantages which 
these institutions are capable of affording are 
apparent to all, and no effort should be spared 
to bring them up to the highest standard of 
excellence. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The importance of maintaining an efficient fire 
department cannot be over-estimated, and while we 
ought not to make expenditures for needless display, 
we should deny this department of the public service 
nothing that is needed to make its work effective. 
When we hear the alarm at night, rs we lie 
quietly in our comfortable beds, it is worth much 
more than it costs to know that even while the 
alarm, is striking scores of hardy, well equipped 
firemen are dashing through the streets, regardless 
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of cold or storm, ready and anxious to do all 
that can be done to save life and property. The 
equipment and accommodations of the department 
appear, with one or two exceptions, to be all 
that are needed for present service, and I see 
no necessity for extraordinary expenditures during 
the present year. The sleeping apartments in 
some of the houses are inconveniently located 

and should be changed, so that in ever} 7 case 
they will be over the carriages, then the poles 

on which the firemen descend at night can be 
arranged to lead from their beds to the immediate 
vicinity of the machines below. 

A light hook and ladder truck is needed at 
the Branch Street House, as the run from Middle 
street to the western part of the city is too long. 
There are at present in the department 136 men, 
26 horses, 4 steam fire engines, 9 hose carriages, 
2 hook and ladder trucks, and one protective 

wagon. 

The net cost of this department last year 

was $70,129.89. 

POLICE. 

A thorough reorganization of the police force 
will, I believe, prove the most satisfactory method 
of dealing with this department. It is a branch 
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of the public service that ought, under all 
circumstances, to be kept entirely free from all 

political interference or influence, and in making 
appointments the party ties and the religious 

belief of the applicant should be disregarded, 
and the importunities of interested friends should 

have no weight. Personal worth and fitness and 
ability to perform the duties of an officer should 
be the only test of qualification. No man can 

safely be entrusted with the grave and responsible 
duties of a police officer, who does not possess 
good judgment, good character, temperate habits 
and a cool head. 

Under the new civil service law some 
salutary rules have been adopted in relation to 
the appointment of these officers which will prove 
of great advantage and assistance to the appointing 
power, as no interference with those whose duty 
it is to examine into the qualifications of candidates 
for positions is permitted. With good men in the 
ranks and a competent chief, who will maintain 
thorough organization and discipline, the department 
will soon become a source of pride and satisfaction, 
and bring a sense of security to every law-abiding 
citizen. The net cost of this department for the 
past year was $56,358.30, an increase of $11,586.58 
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over the cost for the preceding year, as shown 
by the auditor’s accounts. 

Within the past few days there has been 
established a “ police telegraph,” so called, with 
one hundred and ten boxes in different parts of 
the city, connected by wires with the station 
house. Up to this time I am informed that this 
new system has not worked with success, and 
if it can ever be made to operate as contemplated 
by its originators, you will all agree with me 
in the opinion that any plan which requires a 
patrolman to be at any specified place on his 
beat at any particular, designated time of the 
night, would facilitate rather than prevent the 
commission of crime. 

The annual cost incident to this system has 
been estimated at about ten thousand dollars. I 
deem the whole scheme impracticable, and, in 
my judgment, it will seriously interfere with the 
prevention and detection of crime. I understand 
that the last City Council never specially authorized 
the execution of the contract under which the 
poles, wires, boxes, etc., have been erected. 

In view of these facts I shall instruct the 
city marshal to discontinue the use of the “ police 
telegraph ” and decline to sign a draft for payments 
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contemplated for the same until you have had an 
opportunity to examine the subject for yourselves, 
and advise what course the best interests of the 
city require. 

STREETS. 

One hundred and eight thousand three hundred 
and seventy-nine dollars and ninety-one cents were 
expended on streets during the last year. While 
all the cities and towns in the Commonwealth 
are required “ to keep their highways safe and 
convenient for travellers at all seasons of the 
year, ” it seems to me that we can comply 
with the law in this respect for a much less 
sum than has been expended in late years. I am 
aware that the annexation of new territory to 
the city has considerably increased the number 
of miles of highway that it is obliged to care 
for, but we must consider that as the towns 
from which this new territory was taken did not 
find it necessary to expend an}’ considerable 
amount annually to maintain the ways running 
through it, we may well imitate their economy. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

The city expended last year in lighting the 
streets $43,870.62, a sum more than double the 
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cost of this department prior to the introduction 
of electric lights. That the latter are exceedingly 
convenient no one will deny, but whether or not 
their number can be lessened and a saving made 
without detriment to the public is a question to 
which I ask your early attention. 

SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

The introduction of water, which has proved 
so great a blessing to our citizens, has rendered 
necessary the construction of a large number of 
sewers and drains. Additional ones will from time 
to time be required to meet the public wants. 

During the past year 9198 feet of brick sewers 
and 6453 feet of pipe sewers have been built. 
There are now 47 60-100 miles of such works. 

In the year 1884, $68,503.44 were paid out 
on account of ordinary sewers and drains, 
and there were received from various sources, 
principally assessments, $13,967.44, leaving the net 
expenditure $54,536. 50. During the same period, 
in addition to this large sum, $58,593.06 were 
expended on account of the intercepting sewer, 
$6,301.02 received and placed to its credit, leaving 
the net $52,292.04. I doubt not that our fellow 
citizens will approve whatever new works of this 
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department we shall deem necessary, but they 
have the right to demand, and expect that' the 
city shall receive a full equivalent for every 
dollar that is expended. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

The amount expended and charged to the 

health department has largely increased during 
the past few years. The auditor’s report shows 
that in the year 1882, $8,255.49 were expended, 
in the year 1883, $13,51544, and in the year 
1884, $16,030.16. While it is our manifest duty 

to aid in every way possible to preserve the 

health of our citizens,, it seems to me that you 
will upon examination be satisfied that considerable 
saving can be made in this department without 
in any way impairing its efficiency. 

LICENSES FOR THE SALE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS. 

The law provides that the powers and duties 
of the Mayor and Aldermen of cities in respect 
to the granting of licenses for the sale of 

intoxicating liquors may be exercised by a board 
consisting of three license commissioners, if the 
city council so determines. There are many 
advantages apparent to anyone who gives the 
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subject careful consideration, to be gained by 
placing the licensing power in the hands of 
permanent officers. The only objection to such a 
course that has occurred to me, is the fact that 
such commissioners are to be paid a salarj 7 , the 
amount of which the City Council is to fix. It 
is for 3'ou to determine whether or not it will 
be for the best interests of the city to provide 

for the appointment of such a board. There were 
granted during the past year 442 licenses, and 
fees amounting to $36,759 were received for 
them, one-fourth of which has to be paid to the 
treasurer of the Commonwealth. 

I recommend a higher fee for licenses, great 
care in granting them, that licenses be refused to 
all persons known to be dealers in adulterated 
and inferior liquors, and to those who have been 
violators of the statutes relating to its sale, and 

that the law be strictly enforced. 

PAUPERS. 

I find by the report of the Superintendent of 
the institutions at the City Farm for the year 1882, 
that there were 163 inmates of the alms-house 
on the thirty-first day of December of that year. 
There are now three hundred and sixteen inmates. 
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And in addition to this number twenty-four paupers 
are, at the expense of the city, at the present 
time in the St. John’s Hospital, to which institu- 
tion $3,556 50 have been paid during the past } 7 ear, 
the price for board per week being $3.50 for each 
pauper. I am unable to account for this astonish- 
ing increase within the short space of two years. 
Besides the paupers taken care of at the City 

farm there are a large number of poor persons, 
some of whom have a settlement in Lowell, and 
some who do not have such settlement here, who 
stand in need of and receive from time to time 
temporary relief. I have not been able to ascer- 
tain from the secretary of the board of overseers 
the number of such, nor the amount expended 
on their account, but learned that there has been 

a large increase in this class and consequent 

additional expense within the past two years. 

The amount expended last year on account 
of this department was $71,846.01. While it is 
clearly our moral as well as our legal duty to 
care for these unfortunates, who from a variety 

of causes are unable to support themselves, it 
seems to me that a different system in regard to 
the purchase of supplies for the poor, from that 
which has been heretofore in vogue, should be 
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inaugurated. The superintendent can give an 
approximate statement of the supplies needed at 
the almshouse to carry on the institution for two 
or three months, and proposals can then be 
invited from citizens of Lowell for furnishing the 
same. If this course should be adopted, I am 
satisfied that a considerable saving can be made. 

STATE AID. 

In continuation of the liberal policy always 
pursued by the State of Massachusetts toward the 
unfortunate veterans of the late war, the limitation 
of time for the payment of State aid to invalid 
pensioners and their dependent relatives was 
extended by the last Legislature to the first day 
of January, 1890. There were paid during the 
last year to citizens of Lowell, under the different 
provisons of law relating to this subject, $11,011.50. 
And under the law providing aid for indigent soldiers 
and sailors, $9,035, the net cost to the city being 
$4,344.25, the remainder being paid from the 
treasury of the Commonwealth. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The cost of the department of public buildings 
in 1884 was $15,897.67. I can see no reason why 
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the expenses of this department cannot be materially 
lessened for the current year. 

COMMONS. 

Twent3^-six hundred and eight dollars and 
sixty cents have been expended upon the commons 
during the past year, and for the health, comfort, 
and pleasure they afford the people the annual 
cost of their maintenance seems inconsiderable. 

RE DISTRICTING. 

The laws of a Commonwealth provide that 
“a city may, during the year 1885 and in every 
tenth year thereafter, by vote of its City Council, 
make a new division of its wards, not exceeding 
the number allowed by its charter.” I commend 
this subject to your consideration, as it rests with 
you to determine what action shall be taken. 

In this connection I call your attention to 
the recent and much needed legislation “concerning 
elections and voting therein, ” and in relation to 
“ascertaining by proper proofs the citizens who 
are entitled to the right of suffrage. ” Since in 
a form of government like ours, the lives, liberties 
and property of the people depend upon preserving 
the purity of the elective franchise, no safeguard 
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should be omitted which will in any way tend 
to protect the ballot, and no punishment can 

be too severe for any attempted fraud thereon. 

The reports of the heads of the various 
departments giving in detail their transactions 
during the past year will soon be laid before 
you. When the time arrives for making appro- 
priations, I have no doubt that, appreciating the 

necessity for retrenchment, you will make the 
burden of taxation as light as a due regard to 

the public interests will permit. And when, after 
careful consideration, you have determined the 
amount of money that will be required during 

the current fiscal year, I trust that the limits you 
may fix will not be exceeded. 

Gentlemen, with no experience in the con- 
duction of municipal affairs, called somewhat 
unexpectedly to fill the office whose duties I have 
this day assumed, I should feel at the outset, 
great embarrassment were I not assured that I 
can, with entire and perfect confidence, rely at 
all times upon your hearty and earnest co-opera 
tion in all well directed efforts to give to the 
city of whose record in the past we are justly 
proud, an efficient and economical government. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


1. In the month of January joint standing committees shall 
be appointed as follows : — 

A Committee on Accounts. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinances and Legislation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

A Committee on Commons. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three mem- 
bers of the Common Council, except the Committee on Streets, 
which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members of the 
Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, se- 
lect its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman ; of the Committee on Finance, the member first named 
in the Common Council shall be chairman ; and in all joint 
special committees, the member first named in the board where 
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the business originates, shall be chairman, and shall call the com- 
mittee together. 

4. The reports of all committees* signed by a majority of the 
members, shall be made to the board in which the business 
referred originated. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask 
for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed Ordinances ; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — u Be it ordained by the 
City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows.” 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall be 
considered in three several stages. It shall first be read for 
information, and the question shall then be on ordering it to a 
second reading, but if it has not previously been in the hands 
of some joint committee it shall first be so referred. When 
reported back, the recommendations of the committee shall first 
be acted on.- If it shall then be ordered to a second reading, 
it shall next be examined by a standing committee of that 
board, who shall see that it is drawn in proper form. When 
returned by such committee, the question shall be on ordering it 
to be enrolled. If so ordered, it shall then be sent to the other 
board, where the same order of proceeding shall be observed. 
When it has been ordered by both branches to be enrolled,, it 
shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and 
shall be by him submitted to the proper committee of that board, 
to ascertain if it has been correctly enrolled. If so reported, 
the question shall be on passing it to be ordained. If it shall 
so pass, it shall be signed by the President of the Common 
Council and be sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall 
take a like course. If passed to be ordained in that board, it 
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shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, 
and be sent to the Mayor for his approval. 

9. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in which 
it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it to 
a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then be 
upon its passage. If passed it shall be sent to the other 
board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. When 
passed by both boards, the resolution shall be presented to the 
Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall be in force, 
shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and 
when found correctly enrolled as provided in the case of an 
ordinance, it shall be signed by the President of the Common 
Council and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and be 
presented to the Mayor for his signature, if he approved the 
original. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 
adopted shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except 
when they relate to a question of a convention of the two 
branches, or the election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars, 
shall be by resolution. 

13. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers on 
which any ordinance, joint resolution, or order, shall be founded ; 
and all papers on their passage between the two boards shall 
be under the signature of their respective clerks, except ordi- 
nances and joint resolutions in their last stage, which shall be 
signed by the presiding officers. If papers come before either 
board which have been duly acted upon in either board, the 
presiding officer shall so state without reading the endorsements 
of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 

14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
legible hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 
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15. When either board does not concur with the other in 
any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such 
non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may appoint 
a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall consist, in 
each case, of three members who support the vote of their own 
board. These two committees may meet jointly or separately, 
and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

17. No committee shall enter into any contract with any of 
its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, any arti- 
cle therefrom. 

18. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve 
any bill or account against the city, for any supplies or ser- 
vices which shall not have been ordered or authorized by the 
committee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City Coun- 
cil shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, except 
in case of the introduction of an order or resolution. In such 
case the member introducing an order or resolution shall sub- 
scribe his name at the bottom of the back of the same. All 
other endorsements upon the back of papers shall be made by 
the clerks; and the clerks of the boards respectively shall, on 
seasonable notice, make copies of any papers to be reported by 
committees, at the request of the respective chairmen thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, 
unless by unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, 
unless provision for the same shall be made by a specific 
transfer from some of the appropriations contained in the an- 
nual resolution, or by expressly creating therefor a city debt; 
but no such debt shall be created unless the resolution author- 
izing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two-thirds of

the whole number of each branch of the City Council, said 
votes to be taken by yeas and nays, excepting in cases of 
appropriations for the providing of armories for the use of mil- 
itary companies, for the celebration of holidays, and for other 
purposes of a public nature, when a vote of two-thirds of the 
members of each branch of the City Council present and voting 
shall be sufficient, but the amount of such appropriations named 
in this clause shall not exceed one-fiftieth part of one per 
cent, of the valuation of the city for the same year. 

22. In ballotings in joint convention, blanks shall not be 
counted. 

23. Either board may propose to the other a time to which 
both will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn without giving 
notice to the other of its intention. 

* 24. Reports of city officers, after being presented, shall 
remain in the office of the City Clerk two weeks before being 
printed. 

25. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint convention 
of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order 
to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six members of 
the Board of Aldermen and sixteen members of the Common 
Council. 

26. All papers, of whatever description, relating to business 
requiring concurrent action of both boards of the City Council 
must be presented to the City Clerk or the Clerk of the Com- 
mon Council not later than noon on the day the meeting is 
to be held. Petitions, reports, or other papers, presented after 
that hour will not be taken up for action thereon until the 
next meeting. 



RULES AND ORDERS OP THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the 
chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows : — 

First — At all regular meetings, the journal of the last regular 
meeting, and all intervening meetings of the board, shall 
be approved without reading, unless the reading be called 
for by some member of the board. 

Second — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth — New business, which unless otherwise ordered will take 
its place at the foot of the Orders of the Day. 

Fifth — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business 
of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common 
Council, and such matters as have been introduced as new 
business. By a vote of six members, any matters in the 
Orders of the Day may at any time be taken up for im- 
mediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, sub- 
ject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise to 
put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until the 
vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a vote ; 
and on the demand of two members shall take every vote by 
yeas and nays. 
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4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special 
assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, 
to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These several 
motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, and debate 
upon any of them shall be confined to the actual motion, and 
shall not go into the merits of the main question, except on 
amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. 
Any member voting with the minority may move a reconsider- 
ation to be acted upon at the next meeting, which latter motion 
shall have priority if made before the motion first mentioned 
shall have been decided. No motion shall be twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by 
a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake; nor shall 
there be any conversation among the members while a paper is 
being read or a question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. 

8. In the month of January, the following committees shall 
be appointed : — 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Police. 

A Committee on Repairs of Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

A Committee on State Aid. 
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The Committees on Licenses, on Police, and on Sewers shall 
consist of three members each ; the other committees shall be 
composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on 
all questions, and not to leave without permission if his presence 
is necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare for the use of the board a copy 
of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of 
matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee, the question shall first be upon a standing committee of 
the Board, then a special committee, then a joint standing com- 
mittee, and last a joint special committee, 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever two- 
thirds of the members present may so vote, but a motion to 
amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same 
meeting. 

13. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers and watchmen, shall, before any action thereon is taken 
by the Board, be referred to the Committee on Police. 

14. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers 
and watchmen, shall, before action thereon by the Board, be 
referred to the Committee on Police, who shall report upon 
such nominations at or before the next regular meeting after 
such reference. 

15. All papers of whatever description, which may require 
action by this board, shall be presented to the City Clerk not 
later than the hour of noon on the day of each regular meet- 
ing. Petitions, reports, and other papers presented after that 
hour on such day, will not be considered until the next 
meeting. 





RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and within 
ten minutes (or sooner if a quorum be present) he shall cause 
the roll to be called and the names of the absentees recorded. 
The first business after the roll call, shall be the approval of 
the records of the previous meeting, which shall be approved 
without reading, unless their reading be called for by some 
member. In the absence of the President, the oldest member 
present shall call the Council to order, and preside until a 
President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat 
for that purpose ; and shall decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, but 
may put questions, or read, sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes; but if a vote be doubted, the 
President shall, without further debate, require the members 
voting in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand until 
they are counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substi- 
tution shall not extend beyond an adjournment; and when out 
of the chair the President may express his opinion on any sub- 
ject under debate, and he shall not resume the chair while the 
same question is pending. 
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6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 
they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in 
its nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover with- 
draw it before a decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall alw r ays be in order; that and 
the motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without 
debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the 
main question be now put ?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present ; and, until it 
is decided, shall preclude all amendment and further debate of 
the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any questions upon 
the request of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who shall speak 
first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or de- 
liver any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place, and 
respectfully address the presiding officer, confining himself to 
the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, 
but may be described by the place he sits in, or such other 
designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any member, 
in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of the Council, 
the President shall, or any member may, call him to order ; 
in which case the member so called to order shall immediately 
be seated until the question of order is decided. If the decision 
be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty 
to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not proceed without the leave 
of the Council. 
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15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question, without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speak- 
ing. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 
question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are arranged ; and no 
motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the 
same day, in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. 
Any member voting with the minority may move a reconsider- 

i 

ation to be acted upon at the next meeting; which latter mo- 
tion shall have priority, if made before the motion first men- 
tioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be twice re- 
considered, 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from 
that under consideration shall be admitted under color of an 
amendment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommitted, at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

28. The division of a question may be called for when the 
sense will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected 
to, it shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 
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25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, 
unless three-fourths of the members present consent thereto ; 
nor shall any rule or order be repealed or amended, without 
one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor unless 
a majority of the whole Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine 
to select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 
than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Coun- 
cil, shall be presented by the President, or by a member in 
his place, who shall explain the subject thereof, and they shall 
be taken up in the order in which they were presented, unless 
the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : — 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

80. No committee shall sit during the sittings of the Coun- 
cil without special leave, except the Committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances, and the Committee on En- 
rollment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, 
except the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the per- 
son first named shall be chairman. In election of committees by 
ballot, when a chairman is not specially chosen, the person 
having the highest number of votes- shall act as chairman, and 
in case of an equality in votes between two or more members 
of a committee, the members thereof shall choose a chairman. 
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33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All ordinances before being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said committee, 
shall be again read, after which second reading, the question 
shall be on passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. ISTo ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or author- 
izing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one read- 
ing the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered, and 
determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but 
by permission of the President. 

37. All committees of the Council shall consist of three 
members, unless a different number be specially ordered. And 
no report shall be received from any committee, unless agreed 
to in committee actually assembled ; and all reports shall be in 
writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Council, 
to whom any subject may be specially referred, to report there- 
on within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted resolu- 
tions ; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers 
submitted to the board, only by their titles, or a brief descrip- 
tion of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written or printed 
ballots, and in the election of any officers by ballot, blanks shall 
not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of 
its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record 
of committees who may require that service; and on the ap- 
pointment of every standing committee, a book for records

shall have the custody of all minutes by him kept ; and the 
records of the several committees shall be open to the inspection 
of the members of the City Council. 

43. Any member offering a resolution, shall write his name 
on the bottom of the back of such resolution.

ORDINANCE PASSED IN 1884, 


CITY OF LOWELL. 

In the Year Eighteen Hundred and Eighty-four. 

An Ordinance Regulating the Erection and Maintenance 
of Wires in Streets and Ways. 

Be it ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows: 

Section 1 . The Mayor and Aldermen may give to telegraph, 
telephone, electric light, and other companies desirous of erecting 
and maintaining wires in the streets and ways of the city, instru- 
ments in writing specifying where in said streets and ways the posts 
of said companies may be located, the kind of posts, and the height 
to which and the places where the wires of said companies shall 
run. Provided that no such company shall be permitted to erect 
or maintain their said wires in such positions as to cross from above 
any wire of the Lowell fire-alarm telegraph. And provided further 
that any and all of said companies shall erect and maintain the top- 
most cross-bar on their said posts for the exclusive use of the wires 
of the said Lowell fire-alarm telegraph, and such other wires as the 
city may at any time attach thereto for its own use.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTER 


In following the usual custom and the require- 
ments of the general statutes, we respectfully pre- 
sent this annual report of the School Committee of 
Lowell. Much has been written and little has been 
read and profited by, as, apparently, our public 
schools are as far from the goal of perfection as 
they were years ago. Those who received the 
benefits of a free education twenty or thirty years 
ago, were, to all intents and purposes, as successful 
and perhaps more so, in pursuing a successful busi- 
ness career than the more recent graduates from the 
preparatory process, which is intended to fit them for 
a life of usefulness. Great efforts have been, and 
are being made to instruct the pupils in our pub- 
lic schools, and no expense is spared. The lead- 
ing theory seems to be, that the largest amount of 
knowledge obtained from books, is just the thing 
needful to ensure success in' any career that may 
be open. This may be true in so far as the dis- 
cipline acquired from close attention to studies, and 
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the efforts to remember as much as possible of that 
which is taught, is concerned ; but the knowledge 
is of little avail, when not united with practical 
ideas and good judgment; a combination which is 
not obtained by the present mode of teaching. Mr. 
F. W. Devoe, Commissioner of the Board of Edu- 
cation of New York says: 

“A serious defect in the public school system 
of New York is its failure to meet the require- 
ments of a great number of our poorest people. 
A higher education is an excellent thing for those 
who can avail themselves of it, but it is only the 
few who can receive the advantages of the City 
College or the Normal College. And then, the 
Normal College training, I fear, in too many 

instances leads the girl to anticipate what she 

never can realize. She is often "educated above 
her position in life. She may be unfitted to 
return to her first position and she sometimes 
goes to worse. Our school authorities, I do not 
doubt, have the best intent, but what a great part 

of our own city population require, those who grow 

up in tenement houses, is the simpler form of ' 
education ; an education of the most practical kind, 
which will graduate them, not filled with vague 
theories of what they may never need, but with 
a knowledge that will be of use to them in 
ordinary employments.” 

What is true in New York, is equally impor- 
tant to us. One fault lies, perhaps, in the begin- 
ning or foundation, as we may term our Primary 
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and Grammar schools. From the time the child 
enters school, until he or she steps over the thresh- 
old of the High school there is one continuous 
offort to incite the pupils to hard study ; not so 
much with the desire to make what they acquire 
beneficial, as to be successful in pressing them for- 
ward to the next grade. Here, perhaps, we may 

find the grading system as now in vogue at fault. 

We might say there being so much difference of 
opinion as to modes of teaching, that the manner 

of teaching is but an experiment ; and the natural 
question would arise is it detrimental or beneficial 
to the scholar ? This is certainly a difficult ques- 
tion to answer. Comparisons can only be made by 
showing the success of the different modes of teach- 
ing, from the results. A good way to make these 
comparisons would be to introduce a few teachers 
into our schools, who have not been brought up 
here, and have not received their education accord- 
ing to our methods. It may be said that the 
Normal school remedies all this. It does so only 

to a limited extent. The first knowledge of the 
teacher was acquired here, and the old saying “As 
a twig is bent, the tree’s inclined,” would prove true 
in this, as in every thing else. We ought to ap- 
ply this same principle to this, as to any business. 
No manufacturer would hesitate an instant on a 
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trial of skilled labor from outside, if he thought 
there was an opportunity by so doing, of getting 
better results. The steps taken the past year in 
the admission of scholars to the High school, and 
extending the Grammar school course a year, are 
perhaps in the right direction ; but it is not so 
beneficial as if it were not that the last year in 
the Grammar school is spent in reviewing. Let 
the scholars be taught carefully and thoroughly, 
what they take up, and make a practical applica- 
tion of everything learned as far as possible and 
no necessity then arises for using a whole year in 
review of what they have been over. 

The intention of the schools is without doubt 
to give “every one equal advantages.” The High 
school is only a part of this system and when a 
scholar enters he should not be confined to any 
rigid course but should be given the advantage of 
the studies to which he is best adapted and of the 
most benefit to him. There can be no doubt of 
the beneficial effects of the military drill as an ex- 
ercise. As has ■ been recommended in former . re- 
ports some form of gymnastic exercises should be 
introduced into the Hisdi school for the girls. Cal- 
isthenics, to which no one can object as being vi- 
olent or injurious, but a healthful exercise, could be 
introduced in connection with elocution, both of 
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which are as important as some other studies re- 
quiring special teachers. A trial could but be 

beneficial. As regards elocution, every public 
speaker knows that very much depends upon the 

manner of delivery, and very many avail themselves 
of the benefit derived from teachers of elocution. 
This is a branch of study which has been much 
neglected in our schools, and any one who has 

been a member of this Board for any length of 
time, can see that its introduction is not only feas- 
ible but necessary. 

The condition of some of the school houses 
is open to criticism. The new Grammar school 
houses are of course in a good condition and the 

older ones are kept so by yearly repairs. Many 
of the primaries are in an exceedingly bad state, 
unfit, in fact, for use. Attention has been called to 
this state of affairs repeatedly, but no remedy has 
as yet been found. This is undoubtedly a result 
of the fact that the School Committee elected par- 
ticularly with the object in view that they shall 
look especially after the interests of the schools, 
and all matters pertaining to them, while knowing 
their needs have no power in the disbursement of 
the school appropriation, the largest in the city for 
any one object. The Committee may perhaps rec- 
ommend the erection of a two or four story pri- 
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mary school house ; through some invisible means 
which would do .credit to the genii of the Arabs, 
an eight room grammar school house may arise in 
a night. This is not as it should be, the School 
Board should have full power to expend the appro- 
priation for school purposes and in that way only 
can it be disbursed for the best interests for what 
it is appropriated. 

Since the last annual report of the School 
Board, the educational interests of the city have 
met with a great loss in the death of Charles 
Morrill, Superintendent of Schools. More widely 
known than any one in the city, from his long 
connection with the schools, his absence has left a 
great void in the community. Too much praise 
cannot be awarded in considering the self-sacrific- 
ing efforts with which he filled the position, held 
by him so many years with so little criticism, and 
the sad regrets whenever his name is mentioned, 
show with what esteem he was held by every one. 
At the next meeting of the School Board after his 
death a committee, consisting of Messrs. Stevens, 
Johnson and Harrington reported the following re- 
solutions which were unanimously adopted by a ris- 
ing vote : 


IN MEMORIAM. 


CHARLES MORRILL, 

BORN, NOV. 22, 1818. DIED, APRIL 2, 1884. 


“Let earth close o’er its sacred trust, 
But goodness dies not in the dust.” 


Mr. Charles Morrill was born in Waltham, Mass. He was 
the second son of the Rev. Jonathan C. Morrill, a Baptist 
clergyman who was at one time settled in Lowell, and who, 
during his residence here, became in 1823 the first postmaster 
of this city, which office he held until 1829. Shortly afterward 
the family removed to Bangor, Me., and Charles was placed in 
Waterville college, now Colby university, in 1833, from which in- 
stitution he graduated in 1837. According to the recently pub- 
lished testimony of a classmate, Mr. Morrill while in college 

stood high both in character and in scholarship. Immediately 
after graduation he came to Lowell bringing a letter of intro- 
duction to the late Rev. Dr. Theodore Edson. After remain- 
ing here a short time he left to commence the duties of his 

chosen profession as teacher in a country school. He return- 
ed to Lowell in 1845, an d after serving a few months as as- 

sistant teacher in the Moody school, under the principalship of 
Mr. Seth Pooler, he was elected principal of the Green school, 
then located on Middle street. In 1866 he was elected to the 
office of superintendent of public schools in this city, thus fill- 
ing the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. Abner J. 
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Phipps, which office he continuously held until the time of his 

death. 

As a teacher he was conscientious, patient, sympathetic and 
considerate. He well knew with what different degrees of 

comprehension the mental natures of children are endowed, how 
quickly the perceptive faculties will work in some, and how 
slowly in others, and he always insisted that the foundation of 
success in the teacher’s art, depended largely upon a clear un- 

derstanding of the peculiar mental attributes of the pupils. 

As a public official in the department of education, he was 
conservative, believing that education is a gradual development, 
growth, and discipline, of the reasoning powers, rather than a 
cramming process of undigested facts, while at the same time 
he was quick to see, and anxious to inaugurate, such new 

methods as the experience of wisdom and educators have in 
recent times shown to be superior and well nigh indispensable. 
He was a close student of everything that appertained to the 
duties of his position, ever striving earnestly to make our 
schools equal to the best in point of character and scholarship. 
He had a keen sense of the responsibilities of his office, and 
in all his financial deahngs he was scrupulously honest and ex- 
act. He was firm in his convictions, yet tolerant of differences of 
opinion in others. If in his intercourse with others he sometimes 
seemed reserved and unapproachable, it was soon seen that this 
was merely an incidental mannerism loosely attached to an ar- 
dent and affectionate nature. He was quick to appreciate a 
kindness, unwilling to inflict pain upon others, truthful, reliable, 
honest, and always a gentleman. He lived to benefit his fel- 
lowmen, he died the death of a Christian, and he has left the 
record of an upright man. He was stricken down while bear- 
ing the full burden of his responsibilities, and he fell at his 
post of duty in the consciousness of his power of service. 
The memory of his life is fragrant with benedictions. The 
manner of his death, so grevious and sudden, was fortunate in 
that he was spared the pains of lingering disease, and the un- 
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rest of protracted illness, which often accompany the “pale 
gradations of decay.” 

The silver cord has been loosed, the golden bowl has been 
broken, the dust has returned to the earth as it was, and the 
spirit has returned to its creator, God. Our hearts will often 
turn from the scenes of his labor and usefulness, from this 

room yet haunted by his presence, to that quiet spot where, 

life’s labor done, he sleeps in his dreamless bed. In the grand 
progression of existence whose limit is beyond our finite com- 
prehension, on higher planes of activity, his spirit has become, 

we trust, the recipient of the fruits of his faith, his work, and 
his love. And from these radiant heights there seems to be 

heard a message for us who are left behind : 

“Say not, Good night, 

But in some happier clime bid me, Good morning.” 

Be it therefore — 

Resolved, that the members of the School Board of Lowell 
receive the intelligence of the death of Mr. Charles Morrill, 

late superintendent of public schools, and secretary of this 

Board with emotions of profound and abiding grief. 

Resolved, that by this sudden calamity the city has lost an 
inestimable public servant, and a citizen of rare integrity of 
character. 

Resolved, that by this affliction both the teachers and the 
scholars in our public schools have lost a firm and devoted 

friend, whose life and energy were zealously given for the pro- 
motion of the cause in which they are engaged. 

Resolved , that this memorial tribute be spread at length on 
the records of this Board, and that a copy of the same be 
transmitted to the relatives and friends of the deceased, to 
whom we hereby tender our expressions of sympathy and re- 
spect.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVENING 
SCHOOES. 


To the School Committee : — 

Gentlemen, the Committee on Evening Schools here- 
with present their report as to the condition of the schools 
under their charge. Upon assuming supervision in Jan- 
uary, we found the schools located in ward rooms, base- 
ments and some in regular school rooms. The attendance 
was very satisfactory and continued so until the close of 
the term. In compliance with a vote of the School Board 
of 1883, authorizing the placing of Evening Schools in day 
school rooms, your committee had the work of fitting up 
the following places for Evening Schools completed during 
the summer vacation : Four additional rooms in the High 
school, eight rooms in the Bartlett, six rooms in the Col- 
burn, eight rooms in the Moody, and eight rooms in the 
Varnum school buildings. 

The work was done by contract, bids for doing the 
same were received from the following named firms, and 
the amounts asked were as follows : T. R. Garity & Co., 
$489.75; H. R. Barker, $495.00; F. W. Proctor, $59900; 
Farrell & Conaton, $665.00. The contract was awarded to 
T. R. Garity & Co., they being the lowest bidders. Up- 
on the opening of the schools for the term 1884-85, it 
was found that additional rooms were needed in order to 
accommodate those who wished to attend the Butler, Col- 
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burn and High schools. The work of fitting up was done 
as speedily as possible at a cost of $219.00, making the 
total cost of piping the different school houses for gas, 
$708.75, the work was done throughout in a satisfactory 
manner. A school for females has been opened the pres- 
ent term in the Moocly school building with an attendance 
of about 100 pupils. At present there are eight Elemen- 
tary schools and one High school in successful operation. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

Prior to the opening* of the school the present term, the 
methods employed elsewhere throughout the Commonwealth 
in the management of Evening Schools were carefully consid- 
ered. The Boston Evening High School system seemed 
to promise the most satisfactory results and it was decided 
to model the Lowell Evening High School as nearly as 
practicable on the same plan. Six rooms in the High 
School building and a corps of seven teachers were placed 
at the disposal of the school. A course of study was laid 
out, and, with the exception that elementary arithmetic was 
substituted for historical and geographical readings, has been 
adhered to during the term. Registration and classification 
were begun October 27, and continued through October 
28, 30 and 31. In these four evenings one hundred and 
fifty cards of admission were granted. The requirements 
for admission were a knowledge of the four fundamental 
rules of arithmetic. The registration of applicants con- 
tinued until December, and about two hundred pupils pre- 
sented themselves for admission, not all of these remaining 
long enough to entitle them to enrollment as members. 
The school was formally opened on Thursday evening, 
November 6. The following plan of studies is now in use. 
The teachers named are employed to instruct in the differ- 
ent branches as shown 
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*For such as are willing to remain until 9.30. Pupils will exercise especial care in the treatment of the building 

Pupils desiring to change their studies must first notify the Principal. furniture. 

No applicant will be admitted unless a regular attendance of at Pupils will not interfere with any contents of the desks. 

least four hours a week is pledged. t Changed in third week of the term to El. Arith. 

The course of lectures will be open to all classes of the school. 
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It was the aim in preparing the above course of studies 
to afford a most thorough knowledge in one or two sub- 
jects rather than a mere smattering in many. This plan 
gives sixty-five hours in each study, and amply sufficient time 
to cover thoroughly the work laid out for each class. The 
scholars have manifested generally an unusual degree of 
interest in their studies, and appreciation of the privileges 
extended to them. When it is considered that they are 
compelled to do their studying and reciting in the same 
hours, and that those hours come right after a hard day's 
work, ten or more hours in length, the amount of intellect- 
ual work that has been accomplished by them is truly 
surprising. The energy and ambition of such students are 
worthy in the extreme and cannot be too highly com- 
mended. The key to success in the management of 

Evening Schools, is live and efficient teachers. An en- 
thusiastic and energetic instructor will almost invariably in- 
spire his pupils with these same qualities and their suc- 
cess is assured. Evening Schools need the very best talent 

in the line of instructors that can be secured and the 

sooner School Boards awaken to this fact, the sooner 
will the Evening branch of our school system become as 
successful as the day schools. As an illustration of this 
fact we can point to the present Principal of the High 
school, Mr. James D. Horne, a graduate of Dartmouth, class 
of 1884, to whose prompt and energetic manner much of 
the success which has attended the school the present 
term is due. During the months of November and De- 
cember, 1884, the average membership has been:

or 84 per cent, of the total membership. The number 
enrolled during the same months of 1883 was 74 and an 
average attendance of 40. By comparing the above figures 
it will be seen that good results have attended the placing 
of this school on an equal footing with the day school. 

With one or two exceptions the same good results 

have attended the placing of the Elementary Schools in 
the rooms occupied by day school pupils. Although a 
great deal has been done towards raising the standard of 
these schools yet more remains to be done, and we rec- 
ommend them to the incoming Board that it may con- 

tinue the work already begun by the committee of 1884, 
looking to the placing of our Evening Schools upon a 
broader and firmer basis. In conclusion we desire to thank 
the Board for favors received, also Supt. Conley, and Mr. 
E. C. Carrigan of Boston, for valuable aid and suggestions 
given during the year. The following summary gives the 
attendance during the term of 1883-84, and the amount 

expended for these schools during the same time:

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MUSIC. 


There is but little to report relative to the study of 
Music in the schools during the past year beside the 
statement of the fact that the work of instruction has been 
usually systematic and thorough. The special instructor in 
this department has been faithful to his duties, and for his 
zeal and industry deserves much praise. In most cases 

the directions given by Mr. Willey have been quite care- 
fully followed by the regular teachers, and where this has 
been done, good results are apparent. There is, however, 
considerable difference of habit among the teachers in regard 
to carrying out strictly the suggestions of the chief in- 
structor, owing not to a spirit of unwillingness or indiffer- 
ence perhaps on their part, but to their different degrees of 
natural aptitude and skill. It should be observed that more 
attention has been paid to the necessity of avoiding harsh- 
ness and an unnatural straining of the voice | in singing, 
and also to the habit of accentuation, than during some 

previous years. We think there is a more general and 
hearty participation in the singing exercise, on the part of 
the scholars, for the instances are very rare now-a-days 
when the plea is heard of physical inability to sing. 

It is proper to again repeat the statement of the fact 

that it is a great misfortune that we have now no suitable 

accommodations for a public exhibition of the attainments 
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of the school children in music in some large convenient 
hall where people might see under favorable circumstances 
how much the scholars really do know of the theory of 
music and its practice in the healthful and inspiring exer- 
cise of singing. The nearest approach to this now prac- 
ticable, is to mass the pupils of neighboring schools in 
some one room in the group, and there show what might 
be done with much more satisfaction on a larger plan un- 
der advantageous conditions. Several such exhibitions have 
been given during the past year. There was one in the 
Edson school, one in the Colburn school, one in the Pri- 
maries on West Sixth street and one in the Primary on 
Agawam street, and they were attended by the Committee 
on Music together with other members of the Board beside 
a large number of visitors. The exercises in theory, the 
part-singing and the chorus-singing were of such a char- 
acter as to reflect credit upon pupils and instructors, and to 
afford a high degree of pleasurable interest to the listeners. 
Such occasions are profitable to teachers, scholars and vis- 
itors. They afford a stimulus for laudable effort, and 
serve materially to strengthen the tie which ought never 
to be loosened between the schools and the general public ; 
for unless there is mutual recognition of interests, unless 
there is familiar acquaintance on the part of parents and 
friends with the workings of the school room, criticism is 
meaningless and ineffectual, culpable methods go unrebuked, 
and praiseworthy efforts fail of appreciation. 

Music is now a recognized study in the public schools 
and rests on a good foundation. Its importance relatively 
in connection with other studies is understood and dis- 
criminatingly observed. In the great struggle of practical 
life it is by no means to be regarded as the most im- 
portant study, but it has its place. A certain amount of 
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discipline in Arithmetic and Grammar and those studies 
which develop the reasoning powers, is absolutely indispen- 
sable, and must be obtained, otherwise the legitimate work 
of the school room would become a failure and would de- 
generate too often into pleasurable idleness. On the other 
hand, in order that the education of a child may not be- 
come one-sided, narrow, and in some sense provincial, those 
studies like music for example, which in their fulfilment 
quicken the imagination, awaken the emotions and call 
the spiritual faculties into action, have a valid and unde- 
niable claim to a fair share of careful attention in the 
allotted labors of those who are entrusted with the educa- 
tion of youth, the neglect of which has an invariable ten- 
dency to exclude from the limit of scholarly attainment 
much of that refinement of feeling, urbanity of demeanor, 
and power of appreciation which it is both the perogative 
and the duty of a cultivated “person to possess.

REPORT ON PENMANSHIP AND DRAWING. 


To the School Committee : — 

The undersigned respectfully present the Annual Re 
port of the Committee on Penmanship and Drawing for 
the year 1884. 

The full and able presentation of these branches of 
popular education contained in recent annular reports, makes 
it unnecessary for this committee to enter upon a discus- 
sion of the subject. The committee are happy to con- 
gratulate the Board and the people upon the satisfactory 
condition of this department of study, under the direction of 
Mr. Thomas M. Graves, in our public schools. During the 
early part of the present school year the use of pen and 
ink, as suggested by the committee on Penmanship and 
Drawing of the School Committee of 1883, was intro- 
duced as an experiment, in several primary schools of the 
upper grade. Your committee are so well satisfied with 
the good results of this experiment that they have no hes- 
itation in recommending the introduction of pen and ink 
in all the primary schools of the upper grade. The Free 
Evening Drawing Schools when assigned to your commit- 
tee in January 1884, were * in excellent condition. Teach- 
ers and scholars' were interested in their work and con- 
tinued so to the end of the term in April. The large 
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number of specimens of drawing from these schools, at the 
Annual Exhibition of Drawings held in Huntington hall, 
last spring, must have satisfied the many thousands of our 
citizens who visited the exhibition, that good work of a 
practical character is being done in this department of our 
public school system. Believing that the Free Evening 
Drawing Schools are now established as a fixed institution of 
our school system, increasing yearly in the number of at- 
tendants, your committee recommend that either the Mann 
school or Worthen street school building be devoted entirely 
to the use of these schools. The present term of 1884-85 
commenced on the second Monday of November with a 
marked increase in the attendance of the Modeling depart- 
ment, a slight increase in the Free Hand classes and quite 
a decrease in the Machine and Architectural classes from 
the number belonging to these classes during the term 
1883-84. Your committee are of the opinion that the 
cause of the marked falling off in the attendance of the 

Machine and Architectural classes, is that mechanics are 

unable, owing to the low wages they receive, to purchase 
the instruments necessary to pursue the course of studies 
in these classes. The classes in Free Hand and Practical 
Design are under the direction of Miss Helen Wright as- 
sisted by Misses Ella C. Green, H. J. Leavitt, I. Co- 
burn and Mrs. M. E. Cushing. Miss H. J. Leavitt also 
has charge of the class in Advanced Crayon. The classes 
in Modeling are under the direction of Mrs. E. D. Car- 
ney assisted by Mr. Thomas E. Moran. Messrs. Fred W. 
Stickney and Samuel G. Stevens are in charge of the 

Architectural and Machine classes, respectively, assisted by 
Messrs. Fred W. Farnham, Willard M. Foster and J. Nel- 
son Denis and are doing some excellent work. The school 
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is now settled down to earnest work and promises well 
for the season 1884-85.

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SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The past year, two new school buildings were taken posses- 
sion of, and two old buildings abandoned. The new buildings 
are on Powell street and Mammoth avenue, respectively. The 
former is intended for primary purposes and is a wooden struct- 
ure of two rooms, well lighted and well ventilated. This build- 
ing was completed at a cost of about $11,000, and was ready 
for occupancy in September. 

The Pawtucket school, on Mammoth avenue, was fully de- 
scribed in last year’s report. It is designed for an eight room 
Grammar school, and is elegant and complete in its appoint- 
ments. The total cost was, $59,428.21. In September also, 
this building was placed at the disposition of the School Com- 
mittee. 

The school buildings abandoned were the old primary num- 
bered 58 on Mammoth avenue, scholars and teacher being re- 
moved to the new Pawtucket school near by, and the Race 
street school house, concerning which for many years there had 
been much complaint. As far back as 1879, e ff° rts were made 
by the City Council to provide suitable accommodations, at the 
request of the School Board, for the schools occupying this 
building, but a desirable location for the erection of the build- 
ing proposed could not be secured in the vicinity. This year 
the same complaints continuing, and others added, the Committee 
found it practicable, by reason of the decrease in numbers in 
the schools of the neighborhood, upon the opening of the Paro- 
chial schools, “to discontinue the occupancy of this building for 
school purposes.” Accordingly in September, the premises were 
vacated, and a donation made of the property to the Fire De- 
partment. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The. most important repairs and improvements that have 
been made this year have been in the High school, and in the 
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Bartlett, Colburn, Edson and Green schools. In the High 
school, the boiler, which was not of sufficient capacity to heat 
the building, has been replaced by one fully warranted to en- 
sure comfort. 

Ventilators, similar to those in use in the Butler and Paw- 
tucket schools have been placed in all the rooms, and, in the 
laboratory in addition, hoods are provided over each table, with 
openings, through pipes heated with gas, to the roof, thus ensur- 
ing as perfect ventilation as possible. New water closets have 
been placed in the basement and thorough ventilation secured 

through application of the same principle, large openings being 

made in the chimneys and a circulation of air effected by means 

of burning gas jets placed therein. 

At the Bartlett school, the old out-buildings have been 
razed, and the basement utilized for sanitaries. The principal 
has been provided with an office on the upper floor, and, as every 

room of this building is used by the Evening Schools, it is 

found of great convenience. 

In the Colburn school, also, an office was petitioned off 
from the upper entry for the use of the master. A new boiler 
was reported by the inspectors as necessary for the safety of 
the school, and during the summer vacation was provided. 
Merited attention was also given to the unpleasant sanitaries ad- 
joining. 

At the Edson and Green schools, the steam service was 
rearranged, and in the latter larger mains were furnished the 

coils, which afford heat to the different apartments by indirect 
radiation. 

That these improvements were more extensive and elaborate 
than for the past few years was from the fact that they were 
more necessary, and in most cases could not be postponed 

longer without grave detriment to the schools. A great portion 
of the expense incurred was charged to the school appropria- 

tion. The question why this should be when there is a special 
appropriation for the care and provision of School Houses meets 
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with the reply that it has been the custom to charge Schools 
for everything connected with school houses, save -permanent 
alterations and improvements. And when ventilators, boilers- 
etc., are regarded as temporary fixtures it is not easily deter- 
mined what are the permanent ones. This difficulty of discrim- 
ination has been an annoyance of long standing, and ought to 
be at an end. The Auditor states that no steps were ever 
taken toward an agreement between Committees as to what 
should be charged to the School Appropriation or to the Lands 
and Buildings fund for school houses, and suggests that a set- 
tlement be effected early in the year in this manner. If this 
suggestion is acted upon, much that is unpleasant to all con- 
cerned and particularly unprofitable to the School Board will be 
remedied. 

The long standing controversy, over the appointment and 
payment of janitors of schools, was terminated in June by the 
refusal of the Board to longer continue to honor the drafts 
presented by the Committee on Lands and Buildings for renum- 
eration for their employees’ services in the schools. The Board 
was prompted to this course by the following opinion of the 
City Solicitor. 


Office of CITY SOLICITOR, 

Lowell, May 15, 18S4. 

To the School Committee: 

Gentlemen : — Your request forwarded me by your Secretary under date 
of May 1, current, viz: — “Can the Committee on Lands and Buildings of 
the City Council charge to the appropriation for schools the amounts due 
for work not ordered nor authorized to be done by the School Board ? — ” 
was duly received and in obedience thereto submit the following : The 
real point of enquiry I assume to be this, viz : — Whether or not the Com- 
mittee on Lands and Buildings or any other committee of the City Council 
have the right and power to so charge the appropriation for schools with 
the liability for contracts not made by the School Board, as to enforce 
payments for those contracts from that appropriation, regardless of the will 
of the School Committee ? and in that view of the question it seems to 
me there can be but one answer and that answer must be in the nega^ 
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tive. The ordinances provide (see sec. 5,. chap. 1) that before any bills 
shall be allowed by the Committee on Accounts (and allowance by the 
Committee on Accounts is a prerequisite to payment) they must be approved 
“by some officer, agent or Committee authorized on behalf of the City to 
make the contract.” 

Now, whatever powers the School Committee may have, and they are 
extensive, it seems clear that they possess the power and right to expend 
all money voted to their use by the City Council, and that their appropria- 
tion cannot be interfered with- in any way by any body other than them- 
selves, unless indeed it be by transfers regularly made by the City Coun- 
cil or by Joint Resolution of the City Council which is practically equiv- 
alent to a transfer. Their appropriation can then, except as aforesaid, be 
affected only by their own acts, directly, as a committee, evidenced by 
their vote, or by the acts of some agent of theirs, duly authorized to act 
beforehand, or whose acts may be, by them, subsequently ratified, confirmed 
and adopted. The ordinance before quoted provides, and as I am in- 
formed by the Auditor, the actual practice is to charge no bill to any 
appropriation until the committee having the same in charge duly approve 
it. The School Committee have it entirely in their own control by merely 
refusing to approve bills not contracted by their authority, to guard their 
appropriations from inroads attempted by other committees, and it would 
seem to be not merely their rights and privileges to withhold such ap- 
proval, but no less than their duty, they not being in a position to know 
whether the bills are correct and in accordance with the contract price 
or otherwise.

If the result is to be regarded in the way of a pecuniary 
transaction there was nothing gained the present year, as forth- 
with a transfer from the school fund was made of more than 
sufficient to pay the janitors for the remaining six months ; but, 
by its action, the School Board asserted its right and its de- 
termination to control and direct its own expenditures for the 
future. 

The following questions were" submitted to the City So- 
licitor August 4, 1884, and the opinion appended received: 
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1. What power has the School Committee in the way of 
providing school rooms or school houses for the accommodation 
of scholars ? 

2. Is it necessary for the School Committee to await the 
action of the City Council in procuring suitable accommodation 
for scholars ?

Gentlemen: — Your communication of the 4th inst, containing a re- 
quest for an opinion as to the power of the School Committee relative to 
providing rooms or houses for the accommodation of scholars, was duly 
received, and in reply thereto I have the honor to submit the following : 
It may be regarded at the outset I think, as settled, that as to all mat- 
ters by statute specifically enumerated as falling within the powers of the 
Committee and as to subjects, not specifically mentioned but necessarily 
incidental to those that are named, the School Committee possesses sole 
power to act, and in so acting may, and frequently must, be wholly inde- 
pendent of other branches of the town or city government. 

The powers so enumerated include the matter of employment of teachers ; 
fixing the standard of their qualifications ; prescribing the various courses of 
study to be pursued; contracting for school books and other apparatus 
necessary for school use, and generally the discipline and management of 
the Schools themselves. The School Committee of a town are further 
authorized by sec. 46, chap. 44, P. S. “unless the town otherwise directs,” to 
“procure a suitable place for the schools when there is no school house.” 

Aside from the provisions above quoted, I find nothing to indicate any 
power in the Committee to in any way contract for houses for the use of 
the schools. Certainly the matter of providing such houses, involving as 
it necessarily must large pecuniary expenditures, is of sufficient importance 
to justify express mention, and is not in any case to be implied, or ex- 
tended beyond the plain language of the statute. From an examination of 
the various statute provisions relating to the subject of Schools, the power 
of School Committees, etc., I am inclined to take the view that the part 
of sec. 46, chap. 44, P. S., above quoted, contemplates the providing of 
temporary quarters only, and would not authorize a committee to either 
build, or buy a house, for use of the schools. This view seems to be sup - 
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ported by the fact, that while the statutes require the maintenance of pub- 
lic schools, and affix a penalty for the failure of a city or town so to do, 
or to raise the requisite funds therefor, yet, the penalty is against the 
town, in its corporate capacity and not against any Board or Committee. 
And again, while ample provision is made by statute for the taking of land for 
school purposes, without the consent of the land-owner, yet, this power is 
vested not in the School Committee, but in other branches of the municipal 
government ; so that to this extent, at least, the powers of the School Com- 
mittee in the matter of providing school houses are necessarily dependent 
upon, and must await the action of other bodies. Upon the whole, there- 
fore, I am of the opinion that the powers of the School Committee in this 

respect must be regarded as being limited strictly to ' the making of merely 

temporary provision, in the nature of make-shifts, and as not warranting the 
purchase of a house for school purposes, or the taking, or the purchasing 

of land and the erection thereon of a house. And, more directly in answer 

to your second question, I would say in conclusion that, to the extent at 
least of the purchase of land, the erection of a school house, or anything, 
in short, beyond, perhaps, a mere temporary renting of buildings already 
erected, it is necessary for the School Committee to await the action of the 
City Council, and that, as against, or in the absence of, the expressed will 
of the Council,' the School Committee possesses no power in such matters 
to bind the city.

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SCHOOLS. 

ATTENDANCE. 

While the number belonging to all the schools at the close 
of the year is greater than at the corresponding time of 1883, 
and the average attendance is slightly larger, the average number 
belonging falls below that of the year previous. 

There has been an increase in the numbers in at- 
tendance in both the High and Grammar schools, but the pre- 
valence of scarlet fever and diphtheria in the spring and fall 
caused a diminished attendance upon the primaries, which more 
than offset the gain in the other schools. 

During the year, all cases of contagious diseases, coming to 
the knowledge of the Board of Health, have been reported to 
the Superintendent, or the Truant Commissioners, in compliance 
with a legislative enactment -of the past year. All such cases 
reported, or known otherwise, have received prompt attention, and 
many scholars were temporarily excluded from the schools in 
consequence, the attendance upon the primaries being the most 
materially affected. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The following statistics in regard to the High School have 
been taken from the yearly records : — 

Number of pupils present Sept. 1, 1884, 425; number of pupils present 
Dec. 20, 1884, 412; showing a falling off of but 13 during the term. Num- 
ber present at close of corresponding term last year, 362. Whole number of 
names oh time book during the year, 551. Number in the last class grad- 
uated, 59. Per cent, of attendance for the year, 96. Number admitted from 
the Grammar Schools in September, 1SS4, 99 males, 85 females ; total, 184. 
Number admitted in September, 1883, total, 142. Number admitted from, 
other schools, 18S3, 6. 

In order to accommodate this large class admitted from tfie 
Grammar Schools, it was found necessary to remove a portion 
of the settees from the hall and replace them with permanent 
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desks and chairs, thus establishing a new room. This arrange- 
ment interfered with holding devotional exercises as formally, 
and these exercises are now held in the separate rooms. 
The need of a room in which the whole school can as- 
semble is very much felt. Although the school by this 
arrangement is comfortably seated, yet many of the classes 
are so crowded that it is impossible, in the time allotted for 
each recitation, to obtain the results desired; as for instance, more 
than one class contains 27 scholars, and the time given to a 
recitation is only 30 minutes.. 

The subject of repairing and renewing the physical apparatus 
was considered by the High School Committee, and it was re- 
commended that the desired work be done and the necessary 
material purchased, the object being to provide the pupil with 
simple apparatus with which he could experiment for himself, and 
thus gain a more practical knowledge of the subject studied, and 
also to incite a desire for more extended investigation. 

Mr. Coburn, principal of the school, suggests that all depart- 
ments of the school could be greatly benefited by increased 
library facilities. From the use of supplementary reading in con- 
nection with the studies of English Literature, History, and Eng- 
lish Composition, many advantages would be derived. While the 
High School libraries of Worcester, Providence, Hartford and 
other places, contain from 2000 to 5000 volumes for this purpose, 
our library is very poorly supplied with such books. Mr. Coburn 
writes : “ The use made of these books might be considered 
threefold, to cultivate a taste for good reading : to obtain addi- 
tional information in connection with the studies of English Lit- 
erature and History : and to obtain additional material for class 
work in English Composition. The last subject needs special 
attention, as the scholars admitted from the Grammar schools are 
deficient in this branch. The plan would be, to obtain a few 
suitable books in sets of twenty-five : assign a set to a class for 
home-reading, and at a given period require essays upon the 
characters or scenes in the work : , these essays to be criticized 
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both by the teacher and the scholar. A large part of this work 
would be done out of school hours, in the time now spent in 
reading inferior works ; and with the co-operation of parents, the 
growing evil of promiscuous reading would be perceptibly checked, 
if not overcome.” 

The subject of Military Instruction has received considerable 
attention during the year and a marked degree of interest has 
been taken in the work. The new plan of appointing the officers 
of the Battalion by the Committee on Military Instruction has 
given general satisfaction and is an improvement over the one in 
force last year. The Battalion now numbers 200 members, divided 
into four companies. The per cent, of attendance for the year 
has been very good. 

At the Exhibition Drill held in Huntington Hall, June 19, the 
following rewards were made : — 

The “Colors” to Company D, Capt. Thos. H. Harrington. 
The first prize, a gold medal to Arthur Cumnock of Company 
A; the second prize, a silver medal to E. F. Simpson of Com- 
pany D. The prizes were presented by John J. Pickman, Esq., 
of the School Board. 

In April, Miss Rose A. Jordan resigned and Miss Bertha A. 
Baron was appointed to the vacancy thus occasioned. 

Miss Susie L. D. Watson in September, took the place of Miss 
Keese who was granted leave of absence for a year to prosecute 
her studies abroad. 

The new room established in the hall in September was as- 
signed to Miss Mary G. Stevens, a graduate of the Lowell 
schools and of Vassar College, and the classes of Miss Melvin, 
who at the close of the year obtained leave of absence for the 
purposes of study and travel in Europe, are in charge of Miss 
Adelaide Baker. 

So many changes within a year, it would be natural to sup- 
pose, could not but effect the school, as a whole, most seriously; 
but with a single exception its discipline was unimpaired and its 
harmony undisturbed. Despite the many untoward circumstances 
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of the year, it is but just to state that the high standing of the 
school has been maintained through the excellent management of 
the principal, to whom was afforded an opportunity to again dis- 
play the power of government which he possesses in an eminent 
degree, as was evinced during his connection with the old Frank- 
lin School, and which gained for him promotion to his present 
responsible trust.

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

At the opening of the Butler school in September 1883, that 
portion of the city southerly of Whipple, Central, and Congress 
streets, between the Concord River and River Meadow Brook, 
was set apart as the Butler school district, and all grammar 
school scholars residing within these limits were required to attend 
the new school. 

Shortly after, a committee was appointed to define the bound- 
aries of the Mann and Green schools, but on account of their 
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close proximity, considerable difficulty was experienced in draw- 
ing the lines, and the committee decided to report inexpediency 
in the establishment of boundary lines for these schools. 

As it was more than probable last spring that the Mann school 
would be closed in September, and as the advantages to the 
Grammar schools in general, from a general districting of the 
city, were apparent, it was urged that the boundary lines for the 
different schools be drawn and districts established. A committee, 
consisting of the sub-committees of the several Grammar schools, 
was entrusted with the matter, which was considered to be some- 
what of a delicate, if not difficult undertaking. The masters of 
the schools were consulted, and in accordance with special instruc- 
tions from the Board, the Superintendent had prepared for the 
members of the Committee, maps of the city showing the pro- 
posed districts. The only difficulty in determining the establish- 
ment of the boundaries* was with regard to the line between the 
Green and Moody schools, and that was slight and readily ad- 
justed. 

At the regular meeting in August, boundaries for the several 
Grammar schools were reported to the full Board and adopted. 
At the' same time it was voted that the Superintendent be re- 
quired to enforce hereafter attendance of all scholars changing 
from the Primary to the Grammar schools upon those Grammar 
schools situated within the districts in which they resided. Scholars 
attending the different Grammar schools, and living outside their 
respective districts, were allowed to continue their attendance at 
these schools for the reason that it was the wish of the Board 
to minimize the opposition to be expected from this change, 
and that the end in view would be gradually attained without 
unnecessary violence to the feelings of parents or pupils who 
might entertain strong attachments for favorite schools. 

Thus the opposition, which was manifested at the opening of 
the September term, was slight in comparison with the general 
expectation, and entirely disappeared upon the determined stand 
taken by the Board that the boundaries should be observed as 
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directed. The responsibility of all transfers was assumed by the 
full Board, and all petitions referred thereto. The result was 
that the number of exceptions to the rule was but two in all. 

By • this plan of districting the City, the chief advantages se- 
cured, briefly stated, are: ist, a more equal distribution of schol- 
ars; 2nd, a much better general attendance; 3rd, economy in 
outlay for extra school accommodation. If the plan were ex- 
tended to apply to the primaries, this last advantage would be 
very materially felt, particularly in Ward Five. 

BOUNDARY LINES OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

ESTABLISHED AUGUST 27, 1884. 

Bartlett School District. — Beginning at a point opposite 
the terminus of Cabot street on the Merrimack river, thence 
along the centre of Cabot street to Market street, along Mar- 
ket to Suffolk street, southerly along Suffolk to Fletcher street, 
southerly along Fletcher street to the Pawtucket canal 1 , thence 
westerly along the Pawtucket canal to the Boston and Lowell 
and Nashua railroad track, following the railroad track to the 
Merrimack river at Pawtucket street, thence along the Merrimack 
river to the point of beginning. 

Butler School District. — Beginning on the Concord river 
at the boundary line between Lowell and Chelmsford, thence 
along the Concord river to River Meadow Brook, following this 
stream to Whipple street, thence along the centre of Whipple 
street to Central street, southerly along Central to Thorndike 
street, northerly along Thorndike to Congress street, to River 
Meadow Brook and thence along River Meadow Brook to city 
boundary line. 

Colburn School District. — Beginning at a point on the 
Concord river opposite the mouth of River Meadow Brook, 
thence following northerly the course of the river to the Paw- 
tucket canal, thence along the canal to Central street, southerly 
along Central to Gorham street, along Gorham to Charles street, 
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along Charles to Chapel street, thence southerly along Chapel 
to Elm street, easterly along Elm to Central street, southerly 
along Central to Whipple street, along Whipple street to River 
Meadow Brook, and thence to point of beginning. 

Edson School District. — Beginning at Pawtucket canal 
on Central street, thence southerly along the centre of Central 
street to Gorham street, along Gorham to Charles street, along 
Charles to Chapel street, southerly along Chapel to Elm street, 
easterly along Elm to Central street, southerly along Central 
to Thorndike street, along Thorndike to Congress street to 
River Meadow Brook, westerly along the Brook to Lincoln street, 
northerly along Lincoln to Chelmsford street, northerly along 
Chelmsford to Grand street, northerly along Grand street to 
Pawtucket canal, and thence to point of beginning. 

Green School District. — Beginning at a point on Merri- 
mack river opposite the terminus of Cabot street, thence along 
the centre of Cabot street to Market street, along Market to 
Suffolk street, southerly along Suffolk to Fletcher street, south- 
erly along Fletcher to Pawtucket canal, thence easterly along 
the Pawtucket canal to the Concord river to Merrimack street, 
westerly along Merrimack to John street, along John street to 
Merrimack river, and thence to point of beginning. 

Highland School District. — Beginning at the boundary 
line between Lowell and Chelmsford on the Merrimack river, 
thence along the river course to the Boston, Lowell and Nashua 
railroad at Pawtucket street, along the railroad to the Pawtucket 
canal, easterly along the canal to Grand street, thence along the 
centre of Grand street to Chelmsford street, southerly along 
Chelmsford to Lincoln street, along Lincoln street to River 
Meadow Brook and thence along River Meadow Brook to 
boundary line. 

Moody School District. — Beginning on the Concord river 
on the boundary line between Lowell and Tewksbury, thence 
along the Concord river to Merrimack street, westerly along the 
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centre of Merrimack to John street, along the centre of John 
street to Merrimack river and thence easterly along the Merri- 
mack river to the boundary line. 

Pawtucket School District. — Including that part of the 
city known as Pawtucketville, that is, all the territory within 

the city limits north of the Merrimack river and west of Beaver 

Brook. 

Varnum School District. — Embracing that part of the 
city known as Centralville, that is, all the territory within the 

city limits easterly of Beaver Brook and Merrimack river. 

It may be found necessary to make slight changes in some 
of these boundaries yearly, and the most immediate change 
would seem to be that between the Green and Moody schools, 
and concerning which, alone, there was any dispute in the for- 
mation of the districts. Bridge street, or the Concord river, 
seems to be more naturally the line of division, and such it 
will be in time, by reason of increase in population in Bel vide rfe 
by the opening of the Rogers Farm to settlement, and the 
decrease in population in the Green school district, consequent 
upon the encroachment of the Corporations for the extension 
of their mill yards. The desire, on the part of some, for the 
addition of a portion of the Bartlett school district to the Paw- 
tucket school in order to fill the rooms, not now used, of 
this expensive building, meets with serious objection. Whether 

the advantage to be derived from attendance at an elegant 
school building with all the modern improvements in regard to 
light, ventilation, and sanataries, will offset the inconvenience 
and discomfort of approach to it, is a question for the Com- 
mittee to decide. Some of the residents in the vicinity of the 
Pawtucket bridge would willingly have their children attend the 
new school, but there are others who strenously object to 
their children being obliged to traverse the distance from the 
bridge to the school in the mud and slush of spring and fall, 
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not to mention the more serious objections they entertain to 
the lengthy span of bridge exposed to the discomforts of these 
seasons and to the severity of the winter. 

THE COURSE OF STUDY. 

The alternative suggested by the late superintendent in his 
last report, namely : — -The necessity of either giving more time 
to the scholars in the Grammar schools to complete the work 
assigned them, or of changing the Course of Study, so that 
less would be required of the scholars in these schools, promp- 
ted the early and diliberate consideration of the Committee to 
whom it was entrusted. 

It was deemed upon investigation, hardly practicable to 
lessen the grammar school work by adding a year to the 
primary course, on account of existing lack of primary school 
accommodations, and it was decided to add the year to the 
grammar school time. The Course of Study was changed 
so as to accord with the time added, and the classes made to 
conform thereto, as far as was practicable, at once in all the 
schools. 

That all the classes in all the schools would adjust them- 
selves at once to the new schedule of studies was not to be 
expected. A gradual and easy adjustment to the new arrange- 
ment was but a matter of a year or two at the most, but 
most of the grammar classes found no difficulty in immediate- 
ly entering upon the new schedule. With the addition of a 
year to the course there were no additional studies. 

The old Course of Study has been merely lengthened, so 
that more time is given to the same amount of work, in 
order that what is done may be done more thoroughly. Time 
for frequent and regular reviews is thus afforded, and a system 
of reviews established, so that each teacher is held responsible, 
not alone for the work of the class while under her tutelage, 
but for the work of preceding years as well. This change 
secures to English composition, the consideration which its im- 
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portance demands. Sentence-making, beginning in the primaries, 
is continued and expanded, and written compositions made a 
prominent feature in every class throughout the entire course. 

The accompanying table shows the present condition of 
the Grammar schools compared with the year preceding :

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The opening of the Butler school in September of last 
year, and of the Pawtucket school in September of this year, 
accounts for the decrease of attendance in the Edson, Bartlett, 
and Green schools. 

The Colburn and Moody schools return nearly the same 
figures as a year ago, though from the Colburn school more 
than fifty scholars were taken last year when the Butler school 
was organized. The primaries, located in the Colburn school 

building, should be accommodated elsewhere, as the classes in 
the lower grades are very large and the rooms overcrowded. 

In the Highland and Varnum schools the numbers have 

increased greatly, so that additional rooms have been opened 
in each of these schools. With a similar increase next year, 

which there is every reason to expect, an increase of room 

will be a necessity. At present, one class of the Highland 
school . is located in the Franklin school building, and the pri- 
mary, which was crowded out of the Varnum school building, 
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is quartered in the Ward room on Fourth street. The 
additional room required in these two districts could be best 
obtained by enlarging both grammar school buildings. If the 
upper story of the Highland school were finished, as was in- 
tended originally, for a hall for general use, it would be a 

very desirable convenience. 

In February, owing to the crowded condition of the lower 
rooms in the Butler school, one of the two primaries located 
in this building was removed to Carter street, and another 
grammar room opened. Mr. C. F. Callahan, a graduate of the 
College of the Holy Cross, class of ’65, was elect- 
ed to the principalship of the school in April, and in the 

performance of the duties of the position is giving excellent 
satisfaction. 

With the establishment of the Pawtucket school came the 
disbandment of the old Mann school. In August, the Board 
voted to discontinue the Mann school and transfer its teachers 
to the new school in Pawtucketville — the scholars to be dis- 

tributed between the Green and Bartlett schools. The closing 
of this old and honored institution had long been foreshadowed. 
The establishment of parochial schools had diminished the 

attendance of all the schools in the neighborhood, and had 
continued to affect so seriously the Mann school, that no other 
course remained. In the history of our city this is the first 
instance of the complete disruption of a Grammar school, and 
the necessity came with regret to many who had the foundation 
of their success in life laid within its walls. Just forty years 
ago the Fifth Grammar school, as it was then called, was- re- 
moved from Liberty hall to the new building provided for it, 
on Lewis street. The report of that year states : “This build- 
ing is constructed upon the most judicious, convenient and 
liberal plan, at a cost of $9,650.00, and reflects great credit 
upon the City, and upon the good judgment and fidelity of 
its building committee. The school already gives most gratify- 
ing evidence of improvement. Indeed the same spirit, which 
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sustained it under its many previous discouragements, will ere 
long elevate it to a high position.” This high position was 
soon reached and always sustained till the close of its career. 

The number annually examined for admission to the High 
School was small in comparison with other Grammar schools. 
This was due to the fact that most of the scholars were forced 
for means of a livelihood to enter the mills and workshops be- 
fore graduating, and but few even of those who completed the 
course were able to avail themselves of the advantages of the 
higher school 

During the year 1857, and subsequently, large numbers of 
young men and women returned to the school from the shops 
and mills, and during the war many youths went directly from 
its shelter to the battlefield. 

The principal of the school, at the time of its removal to 
Lewis street, was Mr. M. Flynn, who was succeeded the follow- 
ing year by Mr. George W. Shattuclc. While Mr. Shattuck 
was in charge of the school it was given (1849) name it 

has borne for so long a period, in honor of Horace Mann, the 
great educator and publicist. In 1853, Mr. Shattuck was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Samuel A. Chase, who remained its popular 
principal for twenty years. Miss N. M. Gallagher, who had 
been Mr. Chase’s first assistant, was then elected principal, and 
upon her resignation in 1876, Mr. G. H. Conley assumed the 
management of the school, and was succeeded in 1883 by Mr. 
O. C. Semple. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

As may be gleaned from the summary of statistics, (see 
appendix) several of these schools are overcrowded. Partic- 
ularly is this the case in Wards Three and Six, where overflow 
schools have been established. The want of suitable accom- 
modation in these localities was made known in last year’s 
report, and the School Board endeavored to obtain the required 
room, but without success. This year the demand is impera- 
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tive, and early and persistent effort should be made to secure 
the necessary accommodation. Likewise in the report of 1883, 
the attention of the Board was called to the great gain that 
would result “by placing the eight schools on Elliott, Charles, 
and Church streets in one building under one experienced, 
skilful teacher.” The primaries in the Colburn school might be 
added to this number, and render the gain still greater. 

In the same report the Superintendent says : “As long as 
the system of building two-story primary school houses, in lo- 
calities to accommodate parents prevails, so long will this ine- 
quality exist, and practically all the evils attending this system 
will continue without remedy. One of the great advantages 
the public schools of Quincy possess over other places is the 
grouping of their schools in a few buildings.” 

The practice of allowing children to enter the primaries of 
the lowest grades at any and all times during each term, should 
be discontinued. In fact all scholars should begin with the 
commencement of the term, and unless they present themselves 
during the first week of each school term, should not be per- 
mitted to become members of the school until the ensuing term, 
unless sufficient cause be shown to the Board for the delay. 
Such a rule would be of advantage, particularly in the quality 
of the work done in all the schools, and would prevent the 
too frequent overcrowding of the initial primaries. 

SUPERVISION. 

Early in the year the importance of more active and effi- 
cient supervision of the primaries was urged upon the com- 
mittee. 

With the number of schools increasing yearly, and widely 
scattered as they are in small groups — mostly in twos — and 
with the many changes that have been introduced of late years 
in methods of. teaching, etc., it was unavoidable with such 
limited supervision, that want of uniformity should exist in schools 
of the same grades. 
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As the Grammar school districts were outlined, it was sug- 
gested that the Grammar masters be required to devote some 
portion of their time to the primary school work. When it 
was explained that it was not the intention to interfere in any 
way with the established prerogatives of the sub-committee over 
their schools, or to deprive the Grammar schools of any con- 
siderable portion of the Masters’ time, the proposition was at 
length favorably entertained. 

With regard to interference with sub-committees there was 
slight probability, as the plan provided that the masters would 
be required to advise with the teachers in matters of study 
and methods of teaching only, and, under the direction of the 
Superintendent, render such assistance as would secure a great- 
er uniformity of system. Again, it was not to be expected 
that the masters would visit the primaries as often as is the 

custom where there are sub-masters or male assistants. 

At most, a monthly visit was all that was looked for, and 

this superadded to the visits of the sub-committee, and the 

Superintendent would aid materially in effecting the end 
in view. 

It was finally decided to give the plan proposed a trial 
for the remainder of the year, and in October it was put 
in operation. 

The masters willingly accepted the extra labor imposed, and 
the teachers, who might naturally be expected to offer objection 
to the extra supervision, if I may call it such, very gratefully 
availed themselves of the assistance proffered. 

During the brief time, and from the visits the masters 
have been able to make, excellent results are apparent. In 
nearly all the schools there is a plan of work for each day 
with the same proportionate amount of time for the same 

studies in like grades. It is as rare now as it was frequent 
heretofore, to find excessive time given to one study to the 
neglect of another equally important, and in all these schools, 
w r ith no exception, the Course of Study is observed. Such are 
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some of the results from the workings of this plan for the 
past three months, and they can fairly be ascribed in great 
measure to the more frequent, actual, or anticipated visits of 
friendly and wisely discriminating critics, conversant with prac- 
tical school work. The expression of opinion among the 
masters is that the system should be continued, for what tends 
to the elevation and improvement of the primaries must neces- 
sarily elevate and improve the standard of our whole school 
system.

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RESOLUTIONS. 

The resolutions of the School Board on the death of Mr. 
Morrill are given in full on page 19 of the School Committee’s 
Report. 

Similar resolutions were passed by the different branches 
of the City Government, and his memory honored by every 
mark of respect. 

At the teacher’s convention in Waltham, Mr. C. W. Bur- 
bank, for the teachers of Lowell presented the following : — 

Resolved, That by the recent sudden death of Charles Mor- 
rill, superintendent of public schools of Lowell, the teachers 
and friends of education of Middlesex county have sustained 
the loss of an intelligent and enthusiastic educator — one whose 
memory should ever be cherished for the valuable services 
which, as teacher and superintendent, he rendered for so many 
years ; for the warm sympathy and ready assistance which were 
ever evoked and kindly bestowed to lessen the cares and 
anxieties of instructors and pupils ; and for the continued and 
fervid interest with which he lent his support to this and 
kindred associations for the advancement of the cause of 
education. 
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In presenting the foregoing, our Annual Report, we 

hereby tender our sincere thanks to the Superintendent, Schoo- 
Committee and Teachers of Lowell, also to the Agents, Over 

seers, and all others in authority in the several manufacturing 

establishments for their kindness and assistance to us in the 

performance of our duties during the year just closed. 

The number (33) reported as working without certificates, 
had proper certificates from their teachers, but remained at 
work a few days longer than allowed by the same. 

We gave thirteen hundred and forty seven certificates to 

children between fourteen and sixteen years of age for employ- 
ment in the corporations. Of that number two hundred and 
forty-one were unable to read or write, a per cent, of about 
eighteen. The per cent, unable to read or write in 1882 was 
thirty, and in 1883 it was twenty-three, which shows that a 

steady improvement is being made by the class of children 
who are obliged to work in our factories. 

The number arrested and sentenced is smaller than it was 
last year, the majority of those sentenced being at the request 
of parents or guardians, the remainder being found wandering 
about the streets, no home, not at work, and growing up in 
ignorance. 

We have had nearly double the amount of books, etc., to 
handle this year than on any previous year since the free text 
books were introduced in our schools, caused mainly by the 
books in the lower rooms being worn out, and having to be 

replaced by new ones, and the changing of the evening schools 
from basements and ward rooms to the regular school rooms, 
which required a set of books for each scholar. This change 
which we think, will be of a double benefit to the city, the 

first, a better chance to instruct the pupils, the second., better 
care will be taken of the books, etc., supplied, as each scholar 
is now held responsible for all books lent to him. 

The rules of the School Committee and Board of Health 
in relation to contagious diseases, have been enforced during 
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the year. The Board of Health reported all cases that came 
to their knowledge, and we have kept a record of the same.

If the plan suggested last year, namely, the establishment 
of a training school, were adopted, it would go far to remedy 
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this evil most injurious to our schools. It would not be neces- 
sary, nor for the best, as we are at present situated, to devote 
an entire school of several rooms to the training of teachers. 

Separate rooms and the several grades from the different schools 
might be selected with reference to the excellence of the 

teachers, and the novices assigned to them to learn practically 

how to teach and to manage a school. Such a plan is 
feasible, and it is to be hoped that the suggestion offered 
may receive your early and considerate attention. 

With gratitude to the members of the Board for their 

unvarying courtesy, forbearance, and co-operation, and thanking 
the teachers for their sympathy, and ever ready assistance, this 
report is respectfully submitted.

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LAWS 


Relating to the Employment of Children, and Resolutions Respecting Them. 


No child under the age of ten years shall be employed in any manu- 
facturing, mechanical, or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth ; 
“ and no child under twelve years of age shall be so employed during the 
hours in which the public schools are in session in the city or town in 
which he resides,” and any parent or guardian who permits such employ- 
ment shall for such offence forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more 
than fifty dollars, for the use of the public schools of the city or town. 

No child under the age of fourteen years shall be so employed, 
except during the vacations of the public schools, unless during the year 
next preceding such employment he has attended some public or private 
day school, under teachers approved by the school committee of the place 
where such school is kept, at least twenty weeks, which may be divided 
into two terms, each of ten consecutive weeks, so far as the arrangement 
of school terms will allow ; nor shall such employment continue unless such 
child shall attend school as herein provided, in each and every year; and 
no child shall be so employed who does not present a certificate made 
by or under the direction of the school committee of his compliance with 
the requirements of this act; provided , however , that a regular attendance 
during the continuance of such employment in any school known as a half- 
time day school, or an attendance in any public or private day school, 
twenty weeks as above stated, may be accepted by said school committee 
as a substitute for the attendance herein required. 

Every owner, superintendent, or overseer in any establishment above 
named, who employs, or permits to be employed, any child in violation of 
the second section of this act, and every parent or guardian who permits 
Such employment, shall for the first offence forfeit a sum not less than 
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twenty nor more than fifty dollars for the use of the public schools of 
such city or town. 

The truant officers shall, at least once in every term, and as often as 
the school committee require, visit the establishments described by this act 
in their several cities and towns, and inquire into the situation of the 

children employed therein, ascertain whether the provisions of this act are 

duly observed, and report all violations to the school committee. 

Every owner, superintendent, or overseer of any manufacturing, me- 
chanical, or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth shall require 
and keep on file a certificate of the age and place of birth of every minor 
child under the age of sixteen years employed in said establishment, so 
long as such minor shall be so employed, which certificate shall also state, 
in the case of a minor under the age of fourteen years, the amount of 
his or her school attendance during the year next preceding such employ- 
ment ; said certificate shall be signed by a member of the school committee 
of the place where such attendance has been had, or some one author- 
ized by them ; amd the form of said certificate shall be furnished by the 

Secretary of the State Board of Education, and shall be approved by the 

Attorney-General. 

In case no such certificate shall have been required by such owner, 
superintendent, or overseer, then such employment shall be deemed to have 
been a violation of the second section of chapter fifty-two of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six. 

The truant officers may demand the names of the minor children under 
the age of sixteen years employed in the establishments above named in 
their several cities and towns, and may require that the certificates of age 
and school attendance prescribed in this act shall be produced for their 
inspection; and if the* name and certificate as aforesaid be not produced in 
any case, it shall be prima facie evidence that the employment of such 
child is illegal. 

On and after the first day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty, no 
child under fourteen years of age shall be employed in any manufacturing, 
mechanical, or mercantile establishment, while the public schools in the city 
or town where such child lives are in session, unless such child can read 
and write. Every owner, superintendent, or overseer in any establishment 
above named, who employs, or permits to be employed, any child in 
violation of this section, and every parent or guardian who permits such 
employment, shall for every such offence forfeit a sum of not less than 
twenty nor more than fifty dollars for the use of the public schools of 
such city or town.

The truant officers shall, at least once in every term, and as often as 
the school committee require, visit the establishments described by this act 
in their several cities and towns, and inquire into the situation of the 

children employed therein, ascertain whether the provisions of this act are 

duly observed, and report all violations to the school committee. 

Every owner, superintendent, or overseer of any manufacturing, me- 
chanical, or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth shall require 
and keep on file a certificate of the age and place of birth of every minor 
child under the age of sixteen years employed in said establishment, so 
long as such minor shall be so employed, which certificate shall also state, 
in the case of a minor under the age of fourteen years, the amount of 
his or her school attendance during the year next preceding such employ- 
ment ; said certificate shall be signed by a member of the school committee 
of the place where such attendance has been had, or some one author- 
ized by them ; amd the form of said certificate shall be furnished by the 

Secretary of the State Board of Education, and shall be approved by the 

Attorney-General. 

In case no such certificate shall have been required by such owner, 
superintendent, or overseer, then such employment shall be deemed to have 
been a violation of the second section of chapter fifty-two of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six. 

The truant officers may demand the names of the minor children under 
the age of sixteen years employed in the establishments above named in 
their several cities and towns, and may require that the certificates of age 
and school attendance prescribed in this act shall be produced for their 
inspection; and if the ‘name and certificate as aforesaid be not produced in 
any case, it shall be firima facie evidence that the employment of such 
child is illegal. 

On and after the first day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty, no 
child under fourteen years of age shall be employed in any manufacturing, 
mechanical, or mercantile establishment, while the public schools in the city 
or town where such child lives are in session, unless such child can read 
and write. Every owner, superintendent, or overseer in any establishment 
above named, who employs, or permits to be employed, any child in 
violation of this section, and every parent or guardian who permits such 
employment, shall for every such offence forfeit a sum of not less than 
twenty nor more than fifty dollars for the use of the public schools of 
such city or town.

COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 
FIRST YEAR. 

First Half — Monroe’s Charts, and Franklin First Reader. Begin with 
words written upon the blackboard, using the names of familiar objects, 
and words expressing familiar acts. 

Combine words into groups and sentences. 

Pay particular attention to tones and inflection. 
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Spell the words . in columns, by sounds. 

Develop the idea of number to ten, by the use of objects. Count to 
one hundred on the numeral frame. 

Teach the construction of letters and figures, and the simplest form of 
script letters, using slate and blackboard. 

Second Half — Monroe’s Charts, and First Reader. Spell by sounds. 

Write words, groups of words, and sentences upon the blackboard, and 
require pupils to copy upon the slate. Give special attention to the forms 
of the letters. 

Add and subtract small numbers, using the numeral frame and objects. 

Teach Roman numerals to L. 

Follow the Grube Method in numbers as far as to 4. 

Practice object teaching, using such objects as are familiar to the child. 

SECOND YEAR. 

First Half — Second Reader. Practice “Enunciation Exercises” daily. 

Spell, by letters and by sounds, words in columns and in reading 
lessons. 

Teach the simplest form of script letters. 

Teach Arithmetic orally. Grube Method as high as 8. 

Teach Roman numerals to M. 

Second Half — Second and Third Readers. Practice “Enunciation- 
Exercises ” daily. 

Continue to teach the simplest form of script letters, and write sen- 
tences from dictation upon the slate. 

Teach Arithmetic, using the Franklin Primary, and see that the pupils 
read the questions fluently and correctly before solving them. Teach 
multiplication table to 8 X 8. 

THIRD YEAR. 

First Half — Third Reader. Daily practice of exercise in enunciation. 
Spell words in columns and in reading lessons, by letters and by sounds. 
Teach the meaning of the words found in the reading lessons, and require 
scholars to use their own language in defining. Correct all faults in 
expression. 

Teach all script letters, and require words and sentences to be written 
from dictation, upon paper. 

Review the Arithmetic, taught during the second year, by oral 
questions similar to those in the text-book, and advance as far as practi- 
cable. Teach multiplication table to 10 X 10. 
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Second Half — Third Reader. Continue exercises in enunciation, 

spelling, definitions, etc. 

Use Miss Stickney’s Child’s Book of Language No. i. 

Review and complete the Arithmetic. Teach multiplication table to 

12 X 12, 

Drawing should be taught in all the classes except first half of 
first year. In drawing and singing, follow the directions of the special 
teachers.

REPORT OF THE ACCOUNTANT. 


Lowell, Jan. 29, 1885. 

To the Joint Standing Committee on Accounts for the 
City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen , — Acting under the authority vested in you, I have 
made an examination of the books and doings of the City Treasurer 
for the year ending Dec. 81, 1884, and beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report : — 

I have carefully examined the cash book, and verified the footings 
thereof, and have also examined the vouchers for all disbursements, 
with the exception of the monthly drafts for payment of bills con- 
tracted which were examined by members of your committee. I 
have to report that every payment is supported by a voucher duly 
approved, and all of them appear to be legitimate and genuine. 
The vouchers for pay-rolls, more particularly on account of Streets 
and Sewers, are not all signed by the payees, but that is not neces- 
sarily requisite. I would, however, suggest that as a further protec- 
tion, both to the City and the Treasurer, that when payments are 
made on rolls where it is either impossible or impracticable to obtain 
personal signatures, that the payments be attested by a reliable clerk 
in the department where the men are employed, as well as by the 
clerk from the Treasurer’s office who pays out the money. By this 
means the Treasurer is guarded against fraudulent claims, and the 
City is protected better also. 

I have examined the tax receipts and water rates, and find the 
amounts as stated in detail to agree ’tfith the amounts entered in the 
cash book; also, that the receipts on account of water works agree 
with the amount called for by the Water Board. 

On Saturday, January 24, at 3 p. m., I balanced the cash of the 
Treasurer, and found it correct to a cent. His books that day called 
for a balance in his hands amounting to $29,109 66 
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There was on deposit to the credit of the City of Low- 


ell at that time, in the First National Bank of 
Lowell, as certified by W. M. Sawyer, cashier.. . $29,292 37

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REPORT. 


To the City Council of the City of Lowell: 

The Board of Directors of the City Library shall, 
as provided by ordinance, lay before said Council a 
detailed report of the affairs and condition of the 
Library. 

In accordance with said ordinance, the Directors 
beg leave to submit their Annual Report for the 
year 1884. 

The whole number of volumes in the Library is 
31,659. There has been an increase during the year 
by purchase, 1575; by gift, 54; and by binding 
newspapers and magazines, 31 volumes. 

The number of volumes delivered for home use 
was 123,801, of which Fiction comprised 118,878, 
and History and Biography, 4,924. Full details 
as to circulation of books and condition of Library 
can be seen in the Report of the Librarian, which 
is appended to this report. 

The Directors recognize the fact that we are a 
manufacturing people. It has been their purpose to 
obtain literature bearing upon such form of industry, 
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and also publications pertaining to the sciences and 
mechanics ; such works are constantly needed and 
appreciated to an extent satisfactory to the Direc- 
tors. The further fact, also, that the Library in its 
usefulness is on the increase, as attested by larger 
circulation of books and number of subscribers. 

In the matter of cataloguing and classifying the 
books, rapid and accurate progress has been made, 
covering nearly the larger portion of books now in 
the Library ; and, in fact, it may be said the Library 
is now wholly open for circulation in its various 
departments. 

As we have not a library fund, as some cities 
have, to draw from, the Directors, in determining 
the amount they require for an appropriation, do so 
after rigid investigation as to needs and demands 
for yearly expenses. Let no narrow economy lessen 
the value of the Library as a public educator; let 
the same liberality of appropriation characterize the 
City Council as heretofore, for as an adjunct to our 
public school system it stands incomparable. Noth- 
ing should be done to cramp its far-reaching bene- 
fits, or lessen the advantages which it now offers 
to her citizens, for the City of Lowell, through her 
citizens, takes a just and true pride in her Library. 

The Reading-room which has been established the 
past year, has substantially proved the wisdom and 
foresight of its projectors, in the large and constant 
attendance. It is a very important and prominent 
department, and one that has a growing apprecia- 
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tion. The needs of a department especially devoted 
to a Woman’s Reading-room are imperative, and in 
furtherance of which idea the Directors take pleasure 
in commending to your honorable body. It is need- 
less to say that all classes frequent the Reading-room, 
and show their appreciation by their extensive pe- 
rusal of the papers, magazines, and periodicals con- 
tained therein. 

The Board are well pleased with the success 
attendant upon the opening of the Reading-room on 
Sundays. It is a need that is appreciated, and well 
warrants a continuance. 

The Board have fitted up for the use of the lady 
assistants, a cloak-room and closet, and also have had 
a proper regard to affairs affecting the health of the 
employes of the Library. 

The Board would commend the suggestions of the 
Librarian, that means be taken to procure facilities for 
the prompt extinguishment of fire in the Library and 
Reading-room ; also his suggestions as to insurance. 

The Board again repeat the requests of former 
Boards, that the election of Librarian and assistants be 
part of the powers of the Directors. The reasons are 
manifold and obvious. During the year a conflict of 
authority arose between the Committee on Education 
of the City Council and the Board of Directors, as to 
which should employ help. The matter was submitted 
to the Corporation Counsel, and that official substan- 
tially reported that when assistants were to be em- 
ployed to do clerical work only, the power was vested 
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in the Committee on Education ; otherwise, with the 
Board of Directors. That opinion was accepted by 
your honorable body, and a copy furnished the Board. 
The Board would now ask, deeming it for the best 
and truest interests of the Library, that the same 
authority exercised by those in charge of similar in- 
stitutions in other cities, be granted the Directors. 

The Board would ask that the suggestions of the 
Librarian as to a new library building, be well consid- 
ered. It is received with favor by the Directors. The 
facts and reasons set forth are apparent and real, and 
the conclusions warranted by the rapid growth of the 
Library. In a pecuniary sense, the city would be ben- 
efited, and in the extra advantages to her citizens 
must be amply compensated for the outlay. Such as 
it is we commend it to your thoughtful consideration. 

The report of your Librarian is replete with matter, 
general and specific, connected with the Library. As 
set forth, it is exhaustive and analytical, bright and 
original in manner of treatment, terse and concise in 
statement, and well adapted to a complete understand- 
ing of the work and the future necessities of the 
Library, it is well worthy of perusal, and bears the 
impress of thorough knowledge. 

The operations of the Library in detail, with a list 
of receipts and expenditures, will be found in the 
Librarian’s Report. 

It is gratifying to know that the Library is satis- 
factory, the new system of cataloguing is readily 
understood, and in the classifying and arranging of 
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books for distribution, the subscribers are well satisfied. 
Suffice it to say, a more than satisfactory progress 
has been obtained the current year. The Library is 
rapidly advancing toward completion ; and as a factor 
in education and supplementary thereto, a well conducted 
and wisely administered library is of inestimable ad- 
vantage to a community, and as in our case in 
Lowell, one the Board feels proud of. 

The Board of Directors are pleased to offer their 
thanks and make acknowledgment to Mr. Court- 
ney, for his services, and to his subordinates for 
their aid.

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REPORT. 


To the Board of Directors of the City Library: 

Gentlemen , — I herewith present to you my Annual 
Report for the year ending Dec. 20, 1884. 

CONDITION OF THE LIBRARY. 

On the eighth day of January last I assumed 
charge of the Library, and found it in the follow- 
ing condition : — 

The department of Fiction was shelved, cata- 
logued, and ready for public use ; that of Biography 
was shelved and about two-thirds catalogued. All 
the books of the other departments were piled in 
disorder upon the floor and galleries, and wholly 
inaccessible to the public. 

On page six of last year’s report I find the fol- 
lowing, — “The department of Biography was ready 
for use December 13.” Such, however, was not the 
fact. It was nearly a month later when I assumed 
charge of the Library, and found the department 
of Biography in the condition above stated. 
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I also found the Library lacking in many arti- 
cles of furniture, etc., such as should be in any 
well-regulated institution of the kind, and to which 
I will refer later on. 

STATISTICS OF THE LIBRARY. 

At the close of this report will be found tables 
showing in detail the receipts and expenditures of 
the Library for the past year ; the circulation, by 
the month and year ; a list of the newspapers, 
magazines, etc., in use in the Reading-room ; a list 
of donors ; also figures showing the number of vol- 
umes added, the total number of subscribers, and 
other facts of interest pertaining to the Library 
and Reading-room. 

CATALOGUING. 

. During the year satisfactory progress has been 
made in cataloguing and arranging the books. 
Beginning with the department of Biography where 
it had been left off, and completing it, we then 
began the work of shelving and cataloguing the 
department of History. We then arranged, cata- 
logued, and completed the department of Literature. 

The departments now completely catalogued, and 
opened to the public, are those of Fiction, Biogra- 
phy, History, and all the varied departments of 
Literature. These embrace the greater portion of 
the books in the Library, and are the classes most 
sought for by the public. 
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In the early part of the year my predecessor in 
office sent a communication to your honorable body, 
informing you that owing to the manner in which 
I was then shelving the department of History, 
the histories of various countries would be com- 
mingled and mixed together, and that the public 
would, therefore, lose the benefits of the divisions 
made in classifying the books. This information 
was, however, based upon erroneous conclusions. 

Owing to the crowded condition of the Library, 
I saw that it would be utterly impossible to shelve 
them according to the divisions made on the cata- 
logue-chart, as at the end of each division there 
ought to be space left for additions. I then pro- 
ceeded in the following manner: Taking all the 
histories of Europe, I shelved them and gave them 
the class number 940, but in arranging the card- 
catalogue I had all the histories of each country 
put under their own distinctive heading. This gave 
the public the same result that would have been 
secured by carrying out the various divisions and 
sub-divisions on the shelves. The historical works 
relative to Asia, Africa, North America, South 
America, and Oceanica were catalogued in the same 
manner. At the present time all the other depart- 
ments are shelved, and while they are not cata- 
logued, my assistants and myself have always been 
willing to supply subscribers with any book which 
they may call for. Before the end of the coming 
year the entire Library can, with ease, be cata- 
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logued, and every department made fully accessible 
to the public. 

THE READING-ROOM. 

I desire to call especial attention to the marked 
success which has attended the opening of this 
popular auxiliary to the Library. During the past 
year the average attendance has been over three 
hundred people daily. This attendance comprises 
all classes of our people. Among those who pat- 
ronize the room during the day may be seen clerks, 
professional and business men, while in the 
evening it is crowded with people who have been 
working during the day in our corporations and 
machine-shops. 

Several additions have been made here, which 
are of great benefit to the patrons. A list of all 
the papers and magazines has been posted in the 
room, so that if a patron wants a particular peri- 
odical he can, by consulting the list, tell at once 
whether we have it or not. The more valuable 
magazines and periodicals are kept at the desk, 
and can be had by asking the attendant for them. 
This step was necessary in order to keep them in 
good condition for binding purposes. A public 
writing-desk, supplied with writing-materials, has 
been added, and it is well patronized by people 
who work in the mills, as they find the Reading- 
room a convenient place for occasional writing — 
well lighted and heated, and free from noise or

disturbance. There have also been added a clock, 
time-tables of the various railroads, a cyclopaedia, a 
dictionary, an atlas, and other like conveniences, all 
of which are greatly appreciated by the patrons of 
the room. 

Another new feature in this department is the 
saving of all the leading newspapers and magazines 
for binding purposes, so that a few years hence 
we will have a large number of volumes, which 

will be valuable for reference and worth many 

times their original cost. 

The list of papers and magazines includes all 
our local papers, and nearly all the leading Amer- 
ican papers and magazines, besides several of the 
most prominent foreign publications. 

As a popular educator, this department cannot 
be too highly appreciated, as the best class of 
periodicals are those that are largely read, it being 
generally conceded that the well-conducted news- 
papers and magazines of the present day are im- 
portant factors in the education of the masses. 

Last October the Reading-room was opened to 
the public on Sundays, and the manner in which 

it has been patronized proves beyond all doubt 

that a long felt want in the community was met 
by the “ new departure.” 

The Reading-room has been in charge of Messrs. 
Edward F. Slattery and Thomas F. Gilligan, both 
of whom have been untiring in their efforts to 
accommodate the public. 
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THE LIBRARY AS AN AUXILIARY TO PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

This is a subject to which I wish to call your 
earnest attention. In Worcester, Providence, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, and other cities, a working connection 
has been established between the public library and 
the public school system, which has achieved the 
most beneficent results. In Worcester, especially, 
has this measure been successful, owing perhaps to 
the fact that it was originated and first carried 
into effect there by the eminent librarian of that 
city, Samuel S. Green, Esq., who has written an 
able and exhaustive treatise on the subject for the 
American Library Association. Individual teachers 
in this city have tried the experiment, and have 
expressed themselves highly pleased with its results. 
The importance of the work cannot be too highly 
estimated, and it is to be hoped that before the 
end of the coming year the Public Library and 
the Public Schools of Lowell will be working 
together with the same unison and success that 
have been achieved by the same institutions in other 
cities. 


A NEW LIBRARY BUILDING. 

I feel that my report would not be complete if 
I did not refer to the urgent necessity that exists 
for increased accommodations for the Library and 
Reading-room. 

There is no other city in the country with the 
population of Lowell, that has such poor quarters 
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for its library as we have. It is almost universally 
remarked by people visiting our Library, that we 
have not sufficient room for the number of our 
books. In all other cities where they have a library 
approaching ours in size, they have a reference room, 
containing the most valuable works in the Library, 
which may be consulted by subscribers without being 
taken from the building ; such accommodation is of 
great benefit to students and others, who often wish 
to get extracts from books without taking them 
home for that purpose. Facility of reference is a 
function of the library that would be greatly appre- 
ciated in this city, as it is elsewhere, but, owing to 
our crowded condition, it is an impossibility for us 
to have a reference room. The total number of 
people who used the reference room in the free 
public library at Worcester, last year, was fifty-four 
thousand three hundred and thirteen (54,313). 

The objection hitherto urged against a new library 
building, is the expense of construction. The force 
of this objection will, I think, upon investigation, 
be found to be more apparent than real. Having 
got the opinions of several gentlemen who are well 
acquainted with the cost of constructing such build- 
insrs, I find that' the most liberal estimates do not 
place the amount at over one hundred thousand 
dollars. If that amount be taken as a fair esti- 
mate, it will be seen that very little is saved by 
retaining the present incomplete quarters. The in- 
terest on $100,000 would be about $3,750 annually. 
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By reference to our table of expenditures, it will 
be seen that during the last year we have paid for 
rent and heating, $2,517.33. Next year the amount 
to be paid for those purposes will be nearly $2,700. 
With a new library building, we could get along 
with less help than at the present time, and with 
the saving that could be effected in rent and sal- 
aries with a proper building, the annual expense for 
the library and reading-room would not be more 
than a fair interest on the cost of a new building. 
Instead of being an increased expense, it would cost 
the city no more than at the present time. 

WAR-RELICS, CASE, ETC. 

I have alluded to the fact that the Library lacked 
several articles of furniture, etc., which should long 
since have been supplied. 

Among these is a case for the custody and pres- 
ervation of war-relics. Early in the year my atten- 
tion was directed to this matter by a newspaper- 
article, and I found on examination that we had 
in our possession several articles of great historical 
value. Among the most prominent of these is a 
piece of the first iron-clad Monitor , with the fol- 
lowing inscription engraved upon its face : “ Piece 
of the first Monitor , removed after her battle with 
the rebel steamer Merrimac , in Hampton Roads, 
March 9, 1862. Presented to the City of Lowell 
by G. V. Fox, Ass’t Secy of the Navy, 1866.” 
Also, the cartridge-boxes worn by Ladd and Whit-

ney at the time they were killed in Baltimore. 
Taken altogether, they were well worth preserving, 
and on my calling your attention to the matter, 
you generously furnished an elegant and appropriate 
case for them. They were tastefully arranged in 
this case by John Welch, Esq., and I need hardly 
say that they improve the appearance of the Library 
very much. The other articles supplied through the 
liberality of your honorable body, are comprised in 
the following list : Desk and chair, clock, some 
chairs, signs, water-tanks, etc. The total cost of 
these various articles was $ 578 . 22 . 

PATENT OFFICE REPORTS. 

In the early part of the year, I had the Patent 
Office Reports removed to the Reading-room, and placed 
in a neat case built expressly for that purpose. 
Before this change they were kept in a dark, dusty 
alcove, and as they are used for reference purposes 
only, their situation made it quite inconvenient for 
patrons to use them. These reports are largely used 
by mechanics and other people of an inventive turn 
of mind, and all those are greatly pleased with the 
change made in the location of the reports. Besides 
accommodating the patrons of the Patent Office Re- 
ports, the change afforded us an extra alcove for 
shelving other library books. 

PRECAUTION AGAINST FIRE. 

At one of the meetings of your honorable body, 
I recommended that some measures be taken to 
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prevent the spreading of a fire, should one start in 
the Library. A committee was appointed for that 
purpose, and they consulted the Chief Engineer of 
the Fire Department in relation to it, but as yet 
has made no report. This is a serious matter, and 
one that demands prompt attention. 

INSURANCE RECOMMENDED. 

I would recommend the insuring of the Library 
against fire. We have in our Library large num- 
bers of books which could not be replaced if once 
destroyed. For a small sum of money annually, we 
could secure ourselves from loss on those, should we 
be so unfortunate as to have them consumed by fire. 
All other cities insure their libraries, and there is 
no plausible reason why Lowell should be an ex- 
ception to the rule. 

ladies’ reading-room. 

As soon as suitable quarters can be obtained, I 
would recommend the opening of a Ladies’ Reading- 
room. A large number of ladies have spoken to 
me in relation to this matter, and they seem very 
anxious to have one established. Such a room would 
supply a long-felt want, and would be well patron- 
ized. 

FINANCIAL SHOWING. 

By reference to our table of receipts and expen- 
ditures, it will be seen that we have a balance of 
$1,380.75 to our credit at the end of the year. The 
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greater part of this would have been expended in 
new books had we had the time to buy and place 
them in the Library. All our bills are paid up to 
the end of the fiscal year, and we leave no legacy 
of unpaid bills to the incoming administration. Last 
year’s report showed a balance of $316.60 to the 
credit of the department, but, if the bills then out- 
standing had been as closely paid up as we have 
ours, that balance would have been almost wiped 
out. 

BOOKS. 

During the year there have been added 1,659 vol- 
umes. Of these 1,575 were by purchase, 54 by 
donors, and 31 by having our magazines and news- 
papers bound. Among these was the Trouvelot 
Astronomical Drawings, published by Chas. Scribner 
& Son, N. Y. It is a valuable scientific work, and 
is much sought for by students and others who are 
interested in this department of science. The cost 
of this work was $75. The total amount paid out 
for books this year was $2,400.97. 

DONATIONS. 

Our list of donors the past year has not been 
equal to that of the previous year. The largest 
contributor was the Hon. William A. Russell, the 
congressman from this district, who has presented 
us with thirty-eight volumes of valuable Government 
documents. Ex-representative John O’Donnell pre- 
sented us with an elegant souvenir, containing his- 
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torical, descriptive, and biographical sketches of the 
government of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
in the year 1880. It is in two volumes, bound in 
morocco, with gilt trimming. It was a very valua- 
ble acquisition to our Massachusetts alcove. From 
Dr. Charles Slocum we received a costly copy of 
the genealogy of the Slocum family. The total 
number of volumes we received was 54 ; pamphlets, 
68 . 

CONCLUSION. 

My assistants in the library have performed the 
duties assigned to them in a satisfactory manner, 
and, with one or two exceptions, have zealously 
labored to make my administration a successful one. 
I return to the directors my most sincere thanks 
for the many courtesies they have extended to me, 
and I will ever hold in grateful remembrance the 
pleasant feelings which have existed between us 
during the past year.

Gentlemen : The Board of Health respectfully 
submit the following report for the year ending Jan. 


i, i88S : 


SEWERS. 


During the year which has just drawn to a close our 
Board has endeavored to improve the condition of 
tenement property in our city, knowing full well that 
by compelling owners of this class of property to live 
up to the law adopted by the Board, the rate of 
mortality would be kept low and the spread of con- 
tagious diseases prevented. Our wishes were in every 
case complied with except in localities deficient in 
sewerage facilities. We requested the Committee on 
Sewers to furnish such means as would tend to improve 
the drainage on their places. Sewers were built or 
re-laid in many streets ; among the places were Bart- 
lett and Fulton streets, as well as Pawtucketville and 
Market street. In Pollard Avenue we found a great 
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nuisance existing, and numerous shop keepers in the 
neighborhood were continually complaining of the 
offensive odors that filled the air, as well as the flowing 
of sewerage matter into their cellars. After many 
failures we were at length fortunate enough to find the 
cause of the evil, which was an old disconnected sewer 
made of wood which had rotted almost entirely away 
and allowed the sewer matter to flow into the base- 
ments of their stores. This nuisance was soon over- 
come, a new sewer built, and everything arranged to 
prevent a repetition of the trouble. Richardson Brook, 
which has caused so much trouble in past years, has 
ceased to exist, and when proper sewer facilities are 
afforded the people on River street, we will hear no 
more complaints from that locality. In concluding this 
subject it may be well for us to state that Lowell can 
well afford to furnish good sewerage to the inhabitants, 
for in so doing they will improve the health of our city 
and render life happy to the people, which should be 
the prime object of every government. 

GLANDERS. 

The terrible disease known as glanders, was found 
to exist in our city during the past year. Early in 
August Mr. Philbrick, agent of the humane society, 
reported to the Board a suspected case. Veterinary 
surgeons were employed to visit the horse suspected, 
which they upon examination declared to be affected, 
and we immediately ordered the animal killed and 
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published in all our local papers the laws of our state 
relating to glanders. Another result of this investiga 
tion was the placing of thirteen (13) horses in the 
same stable in quarantine for some weeks, at the end of 
which time, all signs of disease having passed away, 
the animals were discharged. During the year we 
ordered four (4) horses to be killed that were suspected 
of being tainted with glanders. It may appear strange 
to many that we did not prosecute the violators of this 
law in regard to farcy and glanders. Our reason for 
our action in not so doing is simply this : We found 
that a great many people, through ignorance of the law, 
had failed to notify us of suspected cases, as the law 
requires, and being assured that there was no desire on 
their part to evade the law we discharged the guilty 
ones, with a knowledge that a repetition of the offense 
would bring upon them the full force of the statutes. 

SICKNESS. 

Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria have prevailed at times 
in our city during 1884, and it appears from the spread 
of these diseases that ordinary precautions were not 
used, either by parents or physicians, and we believe 
that many physicians have evaded the law by giving 
those affections other names. We also believe that a 
few teachers are not sufficiently careful in the matter of 
inquiring into the kind of sickness that detains children 
from school. We would recommend, as far as possible, 
the isolation of persons afflicted with these troubles, 
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placing them on a par with Small Pox and treating 
them accordingly, either in a hospital built for that 
purpose or have the city assume charge, through the 
proper authorities, of the homes of the patients, and 
see that the laws of health were lived up to, and assume 
all expense in the cases, and prevent children from 
homes afflicted from intermingling with others. Various 
causes have been given for the spread of these affections. 
Among them we find bad sewerage, decomposition of 
vegetable matter, drinking water, and the carrying 
of germs about in clothes. In regard to the 
mortality list in our city full particulars can be found in 
the city physician’s report. Diphtheria and scarlet 
fever cases examined, 114. 

SWILL. 

This .subject has been written upon at great length 
during the year, and it will be sufficient for us to say 
here that while it did not pay dollar for dollar from a 
financial standpoint, the extra care taken by house- 
keepers to keep their yards in a cleanly condition, and 
the placing of their swill in proper receptacles, have 
done an incalculable amount of good from a sanitary 
standpoint. The statement made that we sold our swill 
to be fed to cows is on a level with certain other 
statements made by individuals who without proof of 
their stories go about in their idle moments, of which 
they have man) 7 , reciting the fruitful imaginations of 
diseased brains. We do know that certain farmers 
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purchase swill from the city of Lawrence, and that 
they keep more cows than hogs, and it would be well, 
perhaps, for a certain department to investigate their 
places and report the result of their labors. We have 
reason to know from the results of our work the past 
year that were our wishes complied with during the 
year in the matter of licensing, that the department 
could be made self-sustaining, and even now it could 
be transferred to the Overseers of the Poor department 
and run at less expense than at present. The history 
of the inception of the collecting of swill can be found 
in our daily papers published in the month of June, 
1883, and especially in the Mail printed Jan. 10, 1885. 
Our receipts and expenses can be found on another 
page, which will show the standing of the Department. 
We hope, should it be deemed expedient by the in- 
coming board to do away with this work, that they 
will devote at least as much time to the task of 
compelling farmers to collect swill twice a week as to 
the pet hobby of odorless apparatus. 

ASHES AND GARBAGE. 

Within a few years the disposal of Ashes and Gar- 
bage will become a prominent subject and one that 
will have to be met with in a different manner than at 
present. Almost all the dumping places are either 
filled up or the neighbors complain of the disagreeable 
odors arising from the accumulations. Sooner or 
later a furnace will have to be purchased, in order to 
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burn the refuse, and the ashes sold or given to farmers 
for the trouble of collecting them. We have been in 
the habit, during the year, of depositing the ashes 
collected in the various wards on land in the ward 
where collected, but hereafter it will be necessary, in 
some localities, to find new places or else adopt the 
suggestions of this Board. During the year 14,114 
loads of ashes were collected in our city, a good 
showing for three (3) horses and six (6) men. In 
connection with the work it might be well tor us to say 
that we purchased from the street department the 
horses and trucks used in this work and placed them in 
our own barn, and as a result the department has now 
its own property, purchased at a less sum than it would 
have amounted to if we had continued to hire as in the 
past. 


BACK ALLEYS. 

This subject furnishes us with a fruitful theme. For 
the first time in its history the Board of Health assumed 
entire control of these places, and take pride in sajfing 
that they believe that never before have these places 
been kept in such a cleanly condition. Each alley and 
court was visited twice a week by men and teams, so 
that no accumulation of dirt or filth could exist, and 
we know that to this work the credit can be given of 
keeping the families in the localities unusually free 
from disease. The number of loads of garbage and 
filth removed this year from the alleys amounted to 390. 
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NUISANCES. 

The Board has done an unusual amount of work this 
year in the matter of abating nuisances, and give on 
another page a tabulated statement of their work. It 
was deemed worthy of our notice at one time the 
purchasing of an odorless apparatus, so that the work 
might be done better and cheaper, but our appropria- 
tion would not allow of the expenditure, so we allowed 
the matter to drop for the present. Our ideas in regard 
to the methods of vault cleaning are best set forth in a 
document written by us some time ago, which we here 
append, and also our views in regard to the removal of 
muck. 

I desire also to call attention to the removal of muck 
from the cesspools. The method now in use should no 
longer be tolerated. It is outrageous that in a city as 
large as Lowell, this mass of filth should be allowed to 
remain, hour after hour, upon the street, and the liquid 
matter allowed to flow along through open drains, as 
though no disease were hidden in it; and it is patent to 
everybody, that this filth must be impregnated with suf- 
ficient germs to cause the city to become filled with 
the most contagious diseases. To remove this muck, 
the proper way would be to follow out the plan adopted 
n other cities, which is somewhat as follows: — A good, 
solid air-tight team is first built. An apparatus is at- 
tached to the rear of the wagon, consisting of pulleys, 
ropes, and bucket, so arranged that the bucket can be 
let down to the cesspool and drawn up, and immediate- 
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ly emptied into the wagon without coming in contact 
with the ground. The benefits accruing from this 
method are so great, that I believe it is only necessary 
to mention the necessity for this work, and the appro- 
priation will be granted. Moreover, I believe that this 
plan would be self-sustaining, in a short time, by dis- 
posing of the muck for farm purposes. 

A subject which also requires our attention in this 
city, with its seventy thousand inhabitants, is that in 
regard to the cleaning of vaults. Now, while in many 
parts of the city it is not deemed expedient by the 
owners of property to introduce water-closets into their 
buildings, it is certainly necessary for them to adopt 
some means which may obviate the objections to the 
old vaults, and at the same time render the expense 
less for keeping them in a condition compliable with 
the laws of the Board of Health, than it would be were 
the odorless apparatus used, or if a heavy water bill 
had to be paid. I have taken the liberty of using, in 
connection with this subject, the ideas embodied in a 
work on sanitary drainage of cities, by Col. Waring, 
hoping, thereby, that some property-holders may be 
benefited. The systems which he mentions are three 
in number, namely : first, Moule’s earth-closet sys- 
tem ; second, Goux earth-tub system ; third, the 
ash-closet, which is largely used in certain manufac- 
turing districts in England. The first two methods 
have but little use in Lowell, so I call your attention 
to the latter, the ash-closet system, which I believe 
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fills the bill in regard to our vaults. The ash-closet 
arrangement is placed under three heads : first, the 
pail system ; second, the tight vault to be emptied as 
occasion requires, with moveable pneumatic apparatus, 
commonly styled in Lowell the odorless process ; 
third, the ash-pit system, with frequent removal. For 
the pail system, take half an oil-barrel to receive the 
dejecta unmixed with any absorbent, remove it fre- 
quently, place a tight cover over the pail, place the pail 
with others in a covered wagon and carry them to a 
fixed station, where, mingled with ashes, it can be sold 
as manure. Let not the pails be too large and cum- 
bersome for one man to carry. Let the Board of 
Health see to it that they are not allowed to overflow, 
and make stringent laws regarding it. If the pails are 
rounded they answer the purpose better than square 
boxes, and should be cleansed thoroughly before 
returning to the house. Thus this method would prove 
a success, while through negligent precautions it has 
frequently failed. 

As to the second method, the tight vault, with the 
pneumatic plan of emptying, or odorless process, 
while an improvement on the old hand method, is still 
open to grave objections. First, the vaults are scarcely 
ever tight ; consequently we meet the same objections 
of the old method. Second, the solid matter would 
remain in a state of putrefaction, thus endangering 
health, unless removed by the hand method, or earth 
system. These objections are strong enough to con- 
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clemn this plan, and it simply answers the purpose of a 
make-shift until water-closets, or the ash-closet sys- 
tem, are introduced. 

The Ash-Closet, which has come largely into use in 
several places abroad, has proven very successful in 
Hull, Eng., where they are emptied frequently. A full 
description of this plan can be found in Col. Waring’s 
work, therefore I will only give a brief sketch of it 
here, referring the reader to that work for further 
information. First we have the regular seat, under this 
the space which forms the entire receptacle for all the 
ashes, refuse and excrement of the house. It is built 
of brick in cement, with a bottom of brick or flag, 
sloping from the level of the paved floor in front to a 
little below the ground level at the back, and forming 
only a very shallow pit. Into this space, through the 
hole in the privy seat, all dry refuse is thrown. The 
front of the midden space is formed by the front board 
of the closet * which is moveable, to give the scaven- 
ger access to the pit. There is no drain to it, as rain is 
excluded, and slops are in practice thrown down the 
drains. The ashes are usually sufficient in quantity to 
soak up all moisture passing into the pit, and the 
contents are almost invariably dry, and are removed 
by a spade without difficulty. 

To adopt this method in Lowell, care would have to 
be taken, so as to avoid the danger of having it crack 
open, and also see to its rapid removal. This being 
done, I feel confident that under proper rules it would 
be a decided improvement on the plan now in use. 
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REMARKS. 

In connection with our report, we deem it not out of 
place to write a few sentences in connection with the 
Mayor’s inaugural. While the address was replete with 
many valuable suggestions, it found that a few lines 
would cover the Board of Health, and also contained 
an insinuation that the department could be carried on 
with as great a degree of efficiency at less cost than at 
present. Believing that this part of the message was 
written without an intentional desire to mislead, and 
knowing that the powers that be were not thoroughly 
cognizant of the workings of the department when it 
compared the expenses of the years ’82, ’83 and ’84, we 
feel it our duty to compare the work of this department, 
under our partial control, for the past two years, with 
that of the last year, 1882, which is the one the Mayor 
spoke of in his message, and leave it to the public to 
decide as to the truth or falsity of the statements. Up 
to and at the beginning of the year 1883, the Board did 
not purchase one dollar’s worth of property, other than 
a wagon to be used in the transportation of small-pox 
patients, and expended $8,255.49, without one dollar 
being received in return. In 1883, when the complexion 
of the Board changed, an attempt was made to reform 
the method of doing business, namely, the looking after 
of back passages and the controlling of swill, as well as 
the owning of our own horses and teams. The senior 
member of the Board being more interested in the 
odorless apparatus, was willing to take the swill por- 
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tion under the control of the department, but said that 
he would not devote a great deal of time to that branch, 
but would prefer that Dr. Hoar take charge ot the 
building of the teams, while he assumed entire control 
of the finances. The work went on, and notwithstand- 
ing the opposition we met with on every side, the re- 
ceipts amounted to $1,018.74; which amount could 
have been more than doubled if perfect harmony existed 
in all branches of the government, and people did not 
have too many hobbies to ride. In 1884, when the 
Board of Health really changed its complexion and new 
men took the place of old material, the Board of Health 
of Lowell took its place among other cities, as it should, 
as a progressive Board in sanitary matters. First, the 
Board requested a stable to be re-built, so that they 
might be able to keep their own horses. This was 
complied with after a longtime, and the Board of 1884 
purchased for $750.00 three horses and teams, blankets 
and paraphernalia, for which they had been in the habit 
of paying $7.50 a day for the use of before; and we 
found we could support our horses for less than $3 a 
week a piece, including the pay of the man in charge of 
them. And in regard to the swill part of the Depart- 
ment, we have explained that in another part of our 
report. And granting that we have expended, as the 
inaugural says we have, $16,030.16 this year, while that of 
1882 was $8,255.49, would it not be well when compared 
to remember three facts: First, that in 1882 the Board 
of Health took but slight notice of back alleys, while in 
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1884 they assumed absolute control. And again, com- 
pare the facts that the Board of Health of ’82 owned no 
property, while that of. 1884 amounts to $4,348.00; and 
besides, we had to hire our horses from the Street 
Department until the latter part of the year, when our 
barn was completed, for which we paid out of our 
appropriation. And thirdly, that the city has increased 
in population since 1882, and that the outskirts of our 
city are better inhabited than they were at that time; 
all going to show that the comparisons of this year and 
1882, as made in the report, were not in compliance 
with the facts. Hoping that these statements will cause 
the public to examine and compare the work of 1884 
with that of any other year since the Board was estab- 
lished, we continue our report. 

It may be well to remark here that when the Cholera 
has invaded America in the past, Lowell has suffered 
more in proportion to her population than the other 
cities ; therefore it is incumbent upon every citizen to 
take such measures as will prevent the encouraging of 
this terrible scourge in Lowell. The Rules laid down 
by the Boston -Board of Health and published in our 
papers, are the best to follow. 

In concluding our report we deem it wise to say that 
Boards of Health are the custodians of public health ; 
that it is their duty not so much to cure disease as to 
prevent it. If any severe epidemic occurs in our midst 
through our neglect or inefficiency, much will be 
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demanded of us by an indignant people. The building 
of tenement property, the erection of workshops, the 
disposal of the dead, are as much under our charge as 
that of the disposition of offal, and believing it is 
incumbent on our local Board to cany out these ideas, 
we finish our report by saying that pure air, ventilation, 
cleanliness and healthy food are the best disinfectants.

City Physician and Superintendent of Burials. 
To the City Council: 

Gentlemen, — In accordance with the ordinance 
regulating the duties of City Physician and Super- 
intendent of Burials, I beg leave to present the 
following Report : — 

The mortality of the city for the year 1884, 
ending December 31, was 1,401 ; a decrease of 36 
from the year 1883. This gives a death-rate of 
20 per 1,000. 

The death-rate for the city is larger than it 
should be, — not because Lowell is unhealthy, but 
because a large number of deaths occur among 
the poorer classes without any medical attendance. 

Twenty-two deaths are reported during the year, 
where the cause of death is not given ; and I 
think one hundred a low estimate of the number 
of those who have died without medical attendance, 
— many calling for a physician’s certificate of death 
where the Physician had never seen the patient. 
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It seems to me that this state of things is worse 
than carelessness and negligence. It is a positive 
crime ; for many lives might be saved by timely 
and judicious treatment. Every physician will call 
to mind cases in which early medical advice might 
have saved a life. 

There certainly is no excuse for sitting quietly 
by while life is ebbing away, and never so much 
as calling upon some one acquainted with disease 
and its remedies to prescribe. Even the very 
poorest can do as much as to secure the services 
of a Ward Physician, who attends such cases free 
of charge. 

The number of deaths from consumption is fifty 
less than for 1883, — a fact, perhaps, accounted for 
by finding an increase in the number of deaths 
from other lung diseases, such as pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, and lung fever, or inflammation of the lungs. 
Typhoid fever shows a decrease of seven, as com- 
pared with 1883; scarlet fever, a decrease of six; 
diphtheria, an increase of fifteen ; heart disease, an 
increase of thirteen. In general, the health of the 
city has been remarkably good. There have been 
no violent outbreaks of epidemic diseases ; and were 
it not for the carelessness of a certain class hav- 
ing the care of children, our death-rate would show 
a much more favorable comparison; for it will be 
remembered that a larger percentage of the class 
referred to are found in our city than in most 
other cities of the Commonwealth. 
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The new buildings at the City Farm, with their 
improved arrangements for heating, are very com- 
fortable for the sick ; and this improvement should 
have a tendency to lessen the ^ death-rate in that 
department. 

The Superintendent, Matron, and their various 
assistants, appear to be doing all in their power 
to make the home for the sick and poor as agree- 
able and comfortable as is possible under the cir- 
cumstances. Still, there will be some grumbling. 
Even if some of these inmates were boarded at 
one of our best hotels, they would criticise the 
whole concern as a sham and fraud, and would 
be willing to testify, under oath, that they couldn’t 
get half enough to eat. 

The City Physician was told to-day that it was 
a disgrace to the city, that he should dare come 
to the City Farm without an eye-stone in his 
pocket; and a threat was made that he would be 
reported to the authorities. Still, a majority of the 
inmates seem satisfied that they have all done for 
them that they can reasonably expect.

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The total number of deaths is two more than 
for 1883 ; and when we consider that a great 
majority are broken-down and diseased when they 
go there, it is only a wonder that so many 
survive. 

Among these deaths are included the insane, 
many of whom are laboring under chronic dis- 
eases ; also, a large class of persons who have a 
syphilitic taint, either acquired or hereditary ; and 
also another large class, whose excesses in eating 
and drinking, etc., have completely demoralized the 
whole physical structure, and rendered them mere 
wrecks of humanity. About all that can be done 
for these classes is to relieve present troubles, and 
render them comfortable.

To the City Council : 

Gentlemen , — I herewith submit the Annual Re- 
port of Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the city 
of Lowell during the year 1884 ; in doing which, 
I offer no apology for so far departing from the 
custom of my predecessors as to omit two pages, 
or more, of valueless statistics relating to Marriages. 

BIRTHS. 

The number of children born alive during the 
year was 1,786, an increase of 105 over the num- 
ber recorded for 1883 ; and the excess of males is 
much greater than for the year preceding. In 
1883 there were 848 males and 833 females, while 
in 1884 there were 947 males and 839 females. 
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Ward One reported 141 males and 122 females, 

including one pair of twins and one illegitimate 
birth. 

Ward Two reported 124 males and 98 females, 
including three pairs of twins. This ward re- 
ported the birth of one colored child. 

Ward Three reported 233 males and 210 females, 
including six pairs of twins and seven illegitimate 
children. 

Ward Four reported 127' males and 120 females, 

and one illegitimate birth. 

Ward Five reported 204 males and 183 females. 

The returns for this ward include the birth of 
one colored child and two illegitimate children. 

Ward Six reported 118 males and 106 females, 
— three colored and three illegitimate children. 

Of the number given in as above, there were 
in Ward One nine born in previous years, but 
not recorded; in Ward Two there were two; in 
Ward Three there were seven; in Ward Four 

there were four; in Ward Five there were four; 
in Ward Six there were two; making a total of 
twenty-eight reported with births for 1884, and re- 
corded in 1885, which should have been credited 
to previous years. 

Ward One shows a loss of two ; Ward Two a 
gain of sixteen; Ward Three a gain of seventy-six; 
Ward Four a gain of twelve; Ward Five a gain 
of six; and Ward Six a loss of four, over the 
number reported for the year 1883. 
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MARRIAGES. 

The number of intentions of marriages recorded 
and issued in 1884 was 785, less by 108 than in 
the year 1883. 

The number of marriages solemnized in Lowell 
for the year 1884 was 735; though, owing to a 
lack of promptness on the part of one or more 
clergymen in returning certificates, the records in- 
clude a larger number (741). Marriages solemnized 
elsewhere, but returned and recorded here because 
one or both of the parties resided in Lowell, 39 ; 
making the total number of marriages recorded in 
Lowell for 1884, 774. This is less by 125 than 
the number recorded for the year next preceding. 

As an index to the make-up of our population, 
the following table, showing the nativities of the 
parties married in 1884, may possess some signifi-

1883.

Further details and information as to the causes 
of death may be found in the Report of the City 
Physician and Superintendent of Burials. 

In addition to the deaths reported, there were 
48 still-births during the year ; 20 more than were 
reported for 1883. Of these, 28 were males, and 20 
females. 

The estimated population of Lowell on the first 
of May, 1884, was 71,447. With these figures for 
a basis, the percentage of births was nearly 24.91 
to each 1,000 inhabitants, and the percentage of 
deaths 19.61 ; the excess of births over deaths 
being 385. 

Copies of the Record of Births, Marriages, and 
Deaths, for the year 1884, have been sent to the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, as required by 
law.

FORCE. 

The department consists of a Chief and four 
Assistant Engineers; one Fire-alarm Telegraph Oper- 
ator ; three Steam Fire Engine Companies, with 
horse hose carriages, one of twelve and the other 
of eleven men ; and one Steam Fire Engine in 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


reserve ; seven two-horse Hose Companies of nine 
men ; two hand Hose Companies of ten men ; two 
Hook and Ladder Companies, one of ten and the 
other of fifteen men ; and one Protective Company 
of seven men ; making a total of one hundred and 
thirty-eight men, of whom twenty-five are permanent 
and devote their whole time to the interest of the 
city ; the remaining one hundred and' thirteen men 
are subject to call only during an alarm of fire. 
The efficiency of the department has been increased 
by an addition of two more permanent men to the 
Protective Company. In addition to the duties per- 
taining to his office, the Chief has charge of all 
street lights. 

APPARATUS. 

The apparatus of the department is kept in the 
best possible condition, and comprises four Steam 
Fire Engines ; seven four-wheeled, two-horse Hose 
Carriages; two Hook and Ladder Trucks, and one 
Protective Wagon fully equipped; two Fire-alarm 
Wagons'; eight pungs on runners; two horses, har- 
nesses, wagon, and sleigh for the use of the Chief ; 
three traverse-runner sleighs ; eight exercise or fuel- 
wagons. In addition to the above we have a four- 
wheeled horse hose carriage, loaded with hose, and 
kept in No. 5s house; a two-wheeled horse hose 
carriage, kept in No. 7’s house; three four-wheeled 
hand hose carriages,, with five hundred feet of hose 
on reel, one stationed in Pawtucketville, one at 
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Ayer’s City, the other at the City Poor Farm. Dur- 
ing the past year a two-horse wagon has been 
purchased for Hose No. 4; also a Chemical Engine 
has been purchased, of the Perkins pattern, of the 
Chicago Extinguisher Company, at a cost of $2,500, 
which I expect will be delivered and put into ser- 
vice in April. A force required to run it will be 
three permanent men, who will make twenty-eight 
permanent men in the department. This new branch 
of the service I consider will be a great success. 
It is a double-tank engine, holding seventy-five gal- 
lons each,’ on four wheels, drawn by two ' horses, 
and will be stationed at the Race-street Engine- 
house. 


FIRE-ALARM. 

This important branch of the service has been 
ably performed by the operator, George B. Whitney. 
The work of this branch is continuous and exacting, 
and the greatest care has to be exercised to pro- 
tect the wires from interference with the telephone 
and other wires; but the lines have been kept in 
perfect working order during the year. The past 
year we have put in about ninety new poles, sixty- 
five of which are yet to be painted. A considerable 
number will have to be replaced this year ; also, 
we have taken down about two miles of old com- 
pound wire, and put up the best No. 9 galvanized- 
iron wire instead. There are some three miles of 
old wire yet to be renewed, which will probably

be renewed the coming year. There have been 
five signal boxes added the past year — 82, Chelms- 
ford and Grand Streets; 83, .Powell and Smith 
Streets; 84, Gates and Westford Streets; 92, Bridge 
Street; 131, East Merrimack and Howe Streets; 

making the whole number sixty-one. Connected 

with the service are eight bell strikers, ten large 
engine-house gongs, eight engineers 1 gongs, six 

small gongs, eleven electrical arrangements for 
opening stall doors, etc., eleven registers, one six- 
circuit non-interfering repeater, one cut-out and test- 
ing switch board, eight galvanometers, three hundred 
and fifteen cups of battery, fifty-five miles of wire, 
four hundred poles. 

We have spliced and put on cross-arms on the 
tops of one hundred and eighteen telephone poles, 
fourteen electric light, and one police pole. A 
recent City Ordinance hereafter obliges all tele- 
phone or telegraph companies to reserve the top 
cross-arm for fire-alarm wires. In the alteration of 
the different circuits the past two years, provision 
has been made for future wants in the line of 
more boxes, etc. 


TELEPHONE. 

There are connected with this system fifteen 
complete stations, thirteen extension bells, about 
eleven miles of wire, constructed, owned, and main- 
tained by the city, and under the charge of the 
Fire Alarm Superintendent. The hand telephones

and transmitters are rented from the telephone 
company. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

The number of horses belonging to the depart- 
ment is twenty-eight, and all are in good condition. 
Ten have been procured during the year. There 
are twelve pairs of double, and nine single har- 
nesses ; the double are Berry’s swinging harness. 
The Chief’s harness is the Worcester breastplate 
snap. The Berry swinging harness is now univer- 
sally used in this department, and gives satisfaction 
in every respect. 

HOSE. 

There are 15,250 feet of hose in the department — 
5,450 feet of leather, 1,800 feet of rubber, and 7,500 
feet of cotton, rubber lined. 

HYDRANTS. 

During the year seventeen new post hydrants 
have been added, and two old flush hydrants dis- 
continued, making the total number of hydrants seven 
hundred and sixty-one, for which this department is 
charged annually twenty dollars each. Hydrants have 
been placed in the following streets the past year : 
Bolt, Beacon, Butler, Concord, Frye, Hastings, Har- 
rison, Lawrence, Lilley Ave., River, Royal, Rogers, 
Shaw, Tanner, Talbot, and Washington. The amount 
paid by this department for water last year was 
$14,947.56. In view of the fact that the amount

paid for water is entirely out of proportion to the 
quantity consumed, I would suggest that the amount 
be raised by a special appropriation. While it would 
not reduce the appropriation for Water Works, it 
would show a large reduction in the expenses of 
this department. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This organization consists of one company of seven 
men, four of whom are permanent ; one wagon drawn 
by two horses, fully equipped with all the parapher- 
nalia requisite for the protection of property from 
damage by water, and are maintained by the city. 
This company has spread one hundred and eighty 
blankets the past year, used hand grenades eighteen 
times, and the extinguishers sixty-four times. Hours 
of service, seventy-nine. The promptness and effi- 
ciency of this department have been the means of 
saving much valuable property the past year. 

MOUSES. 

The houses are all in good condition, with the 
exception of the floor in the house of Hook and 
Ladder, No. 1, which is in a bad condition; a new 
floor should be laid this summer. During the past 
year the engine-house on Middle Street has been 
enlarged by the addition of another story. The bat- 
tery-room has been removed to the top story, 
where everything has been done to make it pleas- 
ant and convenient. The rear of this story is used 
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for a workshop. A sliding-pole has been placed in 
this house for use in both stories. The room for- 
merly occupied as the battery-room has been re- 
modeled into a hall and bath-room. 

The houses of Hose Companies 4 and 6 have 
been made to accommodate an extra horse. A 
sliding-pole has been placed in the house of Hose 
Company, No. 6. The Race-street school-house has 
been remodeled into an engine-house, and a chem- 
ical engine will occupy this house on its arrival in 
April. 

THE LOWELL FIREMEN’S FUND ASSOCIATION. 

This benevolent association was organized Dec. 17, 
1853, for the purpose of affording relief to such of 
its members as should receive injuries while in the 
discharge of their duties. The importance of this as- 
sociation to the department cannot be over-estimated. 
The income is derived by an annual assessment 
upon each member, by donations from citizens, and 
last year by a fair, to which citizens contributed liber- 
ally, for which I return thanks. The receipts from 
the fair were $7,134.45. Paid to injured men dur- 


ing the year, $1,344.49.

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FIRES AND LOSSES. 

Year by year the number of alarms of fire in- 

creases in our city, more alarms occurring the past 
year than ever before in any year ; although the loss 
has been very small, no doubt owing to the prompt- 
ness and efficiency of the department. 

The whole number of fires and alarms which oc- 
curred during the year ending March 31, 1885, was 
one hundred and fifteen, which is an increase of 
eight over last year ; eighty of which were given 

from signal boxes, twelve by telephone, and twenty- 

three still alarms, responded to by a portion of the 
department. 

The whole amount of loss by fire, as far as can 
be ascertained, was $21,648.50 ; the whole amount 
of insurance was $186,000 ; the amount of insurance 
paid was $18,248.50; whole amount of loss above 

insurance, $3,400. 

“It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to enquire for, 
and examine into, all places where shavings and other com- 
bustible materials may be collected and deposited, and to cause 
the same to be removed by the owner, tenants, or occupants, 
of any such places, at their expense, whenever, in the opinion 
of said Chief Engineer, such removal may be necessary to the 
security of the city against fire.” — Chap. 20, Sect. 8 , City 
Ordinance. 

During the year I have made a thorough investi- 
gation of several buildings where I have had rea- 
son to believe that such material had accumulated 
through the negligence of the occupants. In a great 
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many places I found very large amounts of paper, 
hay, straw, etc., from which a large number of fires 
in our principal stores have occurred during the past 
year. I would suggest that the owners or occu- 
pants would give this their personal attention, and 
provide some means to dispose of it, at least 
once a week. 

CASUALTIES. 

Few casualties have occurred during the past 
year, and none of a serious nature. At a fire at 
the Hamilton coal-shed, a number of the members 
of the department were overcome by coal-gas and 
were sick for a few days ; but fortunately no 
serious accident occurred during the year, for 
which we should be thankful, as there have been 
great calamities in many cities, loss of life, and 
the attendant disasters which result from fire. 

FUND FOR DISABLED FIREMEN. 

While we believe that no money consideration 
can compensate for pain and suffering consequent 
upon accidents which frequently occur at fires, it 
would be only common justice to provide some 
manner of assistance for injured firemen and their 
families during the time they may be incapacitated 
from earning a living. Under the present law the 
City Government cannot aid them. 

I would suggest that the insurance companies 
doing business in our city, who have been so 
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much benefited by the heroic and self-sacrificing 
efforts of our firemen, should contribute to a 
special fund for such a purpose. I sincerely hope 
to see this suggestion speedily carried out. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past year two horses have been 
attached to the hose carriages, formerly drawn by 
one horse, which is no doubt a decided improve- 
ment; the carriages reach the fire much quicker, 
and the horses are in better condition, the load 
being too heavy for one horse to run with a long 
distance. 

SUGGESTED IMPROVEMENTS. 

The manner in which the public manifests its 
pride in the Fire Department is very gratifying to 
me, as it must be to yourselves. The alacrity of 
tjhe men upon all occasions when their services 

have been required, is a subject of continued 
favorable comment, and I appreciate the unlimited 

confidence placed in the department. The daily 
reports of disastrous * fires as furnished by the pub- 
lic press, remind us all of the perils of the 

dreaded element and of our extreme good fortune 
in escaping the experience and consequences that 
have been felt with costly force all over the 

country. I appreciate fully the large expense in- 
curred during the past two years in improvements 
and enlargement of the department; but as we 
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look into the future, and consider not only the 
prevailing liabilities, but inevitable circumstances 
produced by the growth of our city, I believe the 
time has come when we should judge the strength 
of the department by the probabilities that con- 
front it. 


SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 

At the Convention held at Chicago last Septem- 
ber, a paper read by Chief McCool, of Pottsville, 
Pa., on the subject of Spontaneous Combustion, 
by C. E. Monroe, of United States Naval Acade- 
my at Annapolis, Md., which I thought would be 
of great value to members of the Fire Department; 
and I thought I would have it printed in my 
annual report : — 

“ Gentlemen , — When accepting yoiu* polite invitation to ad- 
dress you upon this topic, I was, I must confess, unfamiliar 
with the work which you had been doing in this direction, 
since I had not access to your Annual Proceedings. As a 
necessary preliminary to the performance of the duty you 
have called me to, I have revised the copies of your pro- 
ceedings, with which I have been supplied, and I have found 
that your committee, through its able chairman, Fire Inspector 
Hallo way, has treated the subject in so extended and ex- 
haustive a manner as to render any efforts of mine a work 
of supererogation, unless it be that you desire that the material 
thus industriously gathered should be discussed so that we 
may, if possible, discover the general underlying principles 
which govern the phenomena with which we have to deal. 

u But, at the outset, we are met by the fact that these phe- 
nomena are distinguished by a name which implies a com- 
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plete independence of law, and an entire disregard of principle ; 
for, as Harris defines it, spontaneity is a term used in phil- 
osophy to express self-origination. It is sometimes confounded 
with freedom. Freedom involves not only spontaneity, but 
also conformity to law or consistency. Then spontaneity may 
contradict each act by its successor, and thus its entire series 
may reduce to zero, thus preventing its realization by external 
acts. If, then, these cases of combustion, of which we speak, 
be spontaneous in their origin, we must content ourselves 
with simply narrating their occurrence, — describing the attend- 
ing circumstance, — for it is manifestly impossible for us to 
predict or prevent a spontaneous action. 

“ For myself, however, I am unwilling to consider for one 
moment that the spontaneous self-originating combustion of a 
particle or a mass of matter is possible. It is, to my mind, 
as absolutely impossible as that a man can lift himself over 
a fence by pulling on his own boot-straps. The term is 
simply a confession of ignorance, but at the same time an 
elegant, sonorous, and convenient phrase in which to conceal 
this ignorance. Let us, then, discard this meaningless phrase, 
and plainly state that we propose to deal with the obscure 
and little-known causes of a special class of frequently-occur- 
ring instances of ignition and combustion. 

“ In all cases of combustion, as the term is ordinarily used, 
we observe an evolution of heat, and we find that the com- 
bustion results from the combustible being heated up, under 
suitable conditions, to its point of ignition, and being main- 
tained at or above that point throughout the continuance of 
the combustion. This point of ignition depends upon the 
nature of the substance ; and the readiness with which it may 
be reached depends upon its original temperature, its state of 
aggregation, the nature and arrangement of the bodies with 
which it is in contact, and especially upon the source of heat. 
A simple experimental example is used to illustrate what is 
meant by the term, “point of ignition.” A piece of phos- 
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phorus, a piece of sulphur, and a bit of dry pine- wood are 
each placed on an iron plate; a lamp is then placed under 
the plate so that they are all subjected to the -same source 
of heat under precisely the same conditions. In a very short 
time the phosphorus bursts into flame; after a somewhat 

longer interval, the sulphur burns, but the wood ignites only 
after a very long time, and when the plate is heated up to 
a low, red heat. This is owing to the point of ignition, or 
kindling temperature of phosphorus, being below the boiling 
point of water; that of sulphur being 260 °, and that of wood 
at a low, red heat. 

“ Examples of the effect of the surroundings upon the main- 
tenance of the body at the point of ignition are found in 

the burning of metals in the blow-pipe flame when they are 
heated on a block *of lime or on a piece of charcoal ; but a 

most marked example is in the burning of a watch spring 
in an atmosphere of pure oxygen. Under these circumstances, 
when once the steel begins to burn, it generates sufficient 

heat to keep the unburnt steel in contact with it heated up 
to its point of ignition, and so the combustion continues un- 
til either the steel or the oxygen is consumed. If, however, 
we mix a portion of nitrogen with the oxygen, the tempera- 
ture of the steel soon falls below the point of ignition. 

a As in all these cases heat plays the principal function in 
producing the various phenomena, let us define what is 
meant by heat and consider how it may be produced. Tyn- 
dall has happily defined heat “as a mode of motion.” It is, 

in fact, one of the physical forces resembling light and elec- 
tricity, in the fact that it is manifested by the molecular 
motions that it produces, and that it travels with exceeding 
rapidity through the ethereal medium which pervades all 
matter and infinite space. Its effect on our senses is a mat- 
ter of every-day experience. Its action is evident in the 

conversion of solids to liquids, of liquids to gases; and we 

observe that with bodies such as iron, and mercury, their 
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volume is increased even before they have changed their state, 
and advantage is taken of this increase of volume, as in 
the case of the thermometer, to measure the degree of heat. 

“ The different sources of heat which may be recognized are 
as follows : — 

“ Mechanical Sources : — 

“ Friction, 

“ Percussion, 

“ Pressure. 

“Physical Sources: — 

“ Solar radiation, 

“ Terrestrial heat, 

“ Molecular actions, 

“ Change of state, 

“ Light, 

“ Electricity. 

“ Chemical Sources : — 

“ Molecular and atomic combustions, 

“ Molecular separations. 

“ MECHANICAL SOURCES. 

“Friction. — Except in the case of our ordinary fires and 
the enlivening rays of our sun, there is probably no source 
of heat that has been longer or better known than that of 
friction. Long ago, fires were kindled by rubbing two sticks 
together; our fathers lighted their fires by the friction or .per- 
cussion of a flint upon steel ; and we, to-day, ignite our 
matches through the heat generated by friction. Whenever 
mechanical contrivances are in motion, a considerable portion 
of the motion is converted into heat by friction. How great 
this may become is seen in the firing of carriage and car- 
boxes by the friction of the axles, the heat in fact becom- 
ing so great when the lubricant is exhausted that the axle 
may become fused. Ruinford found, when boring a brass can- 
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non, that the heat generated in two and one-half hours was 
sufficient to boil twenty-six and one-half pounds of water. 

Mayer raised water from twelve degrees to thirteen degrees 
by shaking. To illustrate experimentally the conversion of 
friction into beat, I have devised the following : — 

“ A Griscom Electrometer (such as is used for running sew- 
ing machines) is fastened to a table. The arbor being verti- 
cal, a perforated cork is cemented to the end, a test tube is 
inserted in the hole and held steadily in position by a clamp. 
Gun-cotton is then put in the tube, and the mouth of 

the tube closed with a cork. On setting the motor in opera- 
tion, the rapid evolution of the cork against the test tube 

produces heat enough to ignite the gun-cotton, which imme- 
diately explodes and blows the cork from the tube. 

“ As machinery is now widely used, as it is frequently driven 
at high speed, as the lubricant used upon the bearings soon 
becomes exhausted, and as the parts liable to heat are fre- 
quently in contact with inflammable material, we haye in this 
a constant and wide-spread source of ignition. 

“Percussion and Pressure. — Examples of the generation of 
heat, by the first, are found in percussion caps, and in the heat- 
ing of horse-shoe nails and bodies generally by hammering. 
An expert smith can readily hammer a horse-shoe nail to a 
cherry-red heat; while the impact of a solid shot, traveling 
at a high velocity against a sufficiently-resisting target, will 
develop sufficient heat to melt the shot. 

“In illustration of the development of heat through pressure, 
we have the cold punching of metals ; the increase of temper- 
ature in metallic pillars when weights are placed on them, 
and that produced in the compression of gases. The latter 
may be experimentally illustrated by taking a stout glass 
syringe, closed at one end, and placing in the syringe a 
piece of dry gun-cotton. On driving the piston in briskly, 
the gun-cotton flashes off before the piston can reach the bot- 
tom of the cylinder. In the gun-powder ram used for driving

piles, the powder is also ignited by the compression of the 
air in the mortar fixed to the head of the pile, 

“physical sources. 

“Solar Kadiation. — The sun is our principal source of heat, 
and some have sought to show that it is the original source 
of all the heat produced on the earth. The heat now 
emitted by the sun is estimated to be equal to that pro- 
duced by the combustion of 1,500 pounds of coal per hour 
on each square foot of its surface; but owing to the distance 
of the earth to the sun, and to the surface which we expose 
to solar radiation, we only can receive one-half three hundred 
and eighty-one millionth part of the heat emitted by the 
sun, and consequently the highest temperature at any point 
of exposure on the earth is comparatively low. Nevertheless, 
it has been found in some instances sufficient to determine 
ignition. Thus, we find in the American Journal of Arts 
and Sciences, 27, 179, 18B5, an account of the firing of a 
decayed hemlock log at Winchester, Conn. This happened in 
a clearing which had been cut for at least seven years. About 

two o’clock p. m., on the 5th of August, some men at work 

near by noticed smoke about the spot, and shortly after going 
to it, the log burst into flame, and it and the mulch about 
were gradually consumed. There was no evidence of fire 
about, and the sun was shining brightly at the time. Other 
examples are cited in the reports of your committee. 

“The effect of the sun’s heat can, of course, be much in- 
creased by the concentration of the rays ; as, for instance, by 

the use of a burning glass. This effect is produced sometimes 

in nature, and occasionally artificially. Thus, dew-drops and 
rain-drops hanging from the branches of trees are suggested 
as performing the service of lenses; while several authentic 
instances are on record when flasks or caraffes, containing 
water, have concentrated the sun’s rays so as to cause the 
ignition of wood or paper upon which they have fallen. I 
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should expect the same effect from the lenses used in some 
of the lanterns now in vogue. 

“The temperature which a body possesses after a given ex- 
posure to the sun will depend upon the nature of the body, 
its state of aggregation, its specific heat, its conductivity, and 
its color. Thus, a body like charcoal, when in a fine powder, 
would probably retain the highest temperature for the longest 
time after exposure to the sun, 

“ Molecular Actions. — Omitting all consideration of the 
heat due to the earth, we will next consider the heat gener- 
ated by the physical processes of imbibition, absorption, and 

capillary action. Pouillet found that whenever a liquid is 
poured on a finely divided solid, an increase in temperature is 
produced which varies with nature of the substance. With 
inorganic substances, such as metals, the oxides, and the 
earths, the increase is four-tenths of a degree, that is, pro- 
vided no chemical action ensues. With inorganic substances, 
such as sponge, flour, starch, roots, dried membranes, the increase 
varies from one to ten degrees. In this connection we may 
recall some instances of fire which have been reported. Thus, 
it is stated that a load of charcoal, delivered to a clergy- 
man in Leipsic, was stored in an outhouse. Soon after the 
door was left open, by accident, and the wind blew sprin- 
klings of snow upon the charcoal. The charcoal soon ignited, 
and the buildings about were consumed. It is stated, also, 

that where wood ashes have become accidentally wet, they 
have generated heat enough to ignite the boxes or bauds in 
which they were contained. It may be well, too, to recall 
here the fact, that in the cases of natural ignition taking 
place in forests, the vegetable matter humus upon the ground 
became moistened at the same time that the water drops 
spoken of above were deposited on the boughs. 

“The absorption of gases by finely divided solids also pro- 
duces heat. One of the best experimental examples of this 

is found in the Dobereiner lamp. This consists of a hydro- 
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gen generator, to the opening of which a mass of spongy 
metallic platinum is attached. When the hydrogen gas is 
turned on it impinges on the platinum and is absorbed by it 
and heated. At the same time the oxygen of the air is 
absorbed by the platinum, and the result is, the two gases 
are brought into sufficiently intimate contact and heated suf- 
ficiently high to unite chemically, and hence the hydrogen 
bursts into flame. 

“If the absorbent is itself a combustible, the heat gener- 
ated by the absorption of air may cause combustion. This 
is frequently the case with charcoal, and finely divided 
metals, such as lead and iron, burn readily when exposed to 
the air if freshly prepared. A striking example is seen in 
dissolving phosphorus in carbon disulphide, and wetting a 
piece of filter-paper with the solution. On .waving the filter- 
paper in the air, the disulphide evaporates, a wreath of 
snxoke curls up, and then the phosphorus bursts into flame. 

“Before leaving this subject we must dwell upon the fact 
that platinum and palladium notably, and some other metals 
in a measure, possess the power to condense gases on their 
surfaces, even when the metal is in the mass. Thus, if we 
take a coil of fine platinum wire and heat it in a gas 
burner, then turn the gas out and allow the platinum to 
cool down until it no longer glows, we shall find that on 
turning the unignited gas on again, the wire held in the 
current will begin to glow again, and will finally become so 
hot as to ignite the gas. 

“Change of State. — We have seen that heat causes the 
liquefaction of solids and the vaporization of liquids. Con- 
versely when gases condense to liquids and liquids solidify, 
heat is given out. Thus we frequently observe that the at- 
mosphere grows warmer when snow begins to fall. The in- 
crease in temperature in nature from these causes is not 
probably sufficient to ever cause ignition, but it may promote 
fermentation and induce a chemical change in some of the 
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very unstable bodies. Advantage is taken of this property of 
vapors in the methods of heating by steam, and in this we 
find, as your reports show, a not infrequent cause- of fire. 

“Light. — There are many chemical substances which are 
readily affected by the exposure to light. Thus, the salts of 
silver, as used in photography, are quickly decomposed in the 
presence of strong sunlight. So, also, nitric acid, and many 
substances formed by its action, are decomposed by exposure 
to sunlight; and, if they be substances, like nitro-glycerine and 
gun-cotton, which are slightly impure, they may ignite and 
explode. Quite recently, Guyard has shown that nitrogen iodide, 
a violently explosive substance, is decomposed by light, even 
when the heat rays are quite cut off. In some of his experi- 
ments the decomposition through the action of light was so 

rapid as to result in an explosion. 

“Electricity. — This force manifests itself either as frictional 
electricity or as dynamical electricity, according to its origin. 
The first is produced by the friction of unlike bodies, such as 
moving belts against wheels, escaping steam against the sides 
of tubes, air blown through pipes, and the like, and the gen- 
eration of the force is made manifest by the production of a 

spark, if a conductor be brought near. This is no doubt the 

source of some of the mysterious fires produced where machinery 
is in motion among combustible material; and instances are 
given in the books on explosives, where mines have been ex- 
ploded, primers fired by the electrieity generated by the air 
blasts used in ventilating the mines, or by that generated by a 
person in walking about a room where the atmosphere was 

very cold and dry. 

“Dynamical electricity is usually generated by chemical action, 
as in the galvanic batteries, by heating unlike metals, when in 
contact, as in the thermo-electric batteries, or by the revolu- 
tion of magnets, as in the dynamo machine. 

“This is the form of electricity employed iu electric light- 
ing, and the electricity is converted into heat either by trails- 
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mission through a continuous but highly resisting conductor, as 
in the fine platinum wire or carbon filament used in the in- 
candescent lamps, or by the breaking of the circuit, as in the 
arc lamps. 

“It is unnecessary, perhaps, to call attention to the fact, that 
with the introduction of these systems of lighting, we have 
encountered a fresh danger from fire, but it may be well to 
point ont that the danger is greatest with the arc lights, since 
the current employed has a greater electro-motive force. 

“ CHEMICAL SOURCES. 

“Every chemical change is attended by a thermal change. 
Until quite recently it was believed that heat was always 
emitted during the process of chemical union, and absorbed 
during the process of chemical separation ; but more extended 
research has shown that, the reverse is often true, and that 
in the case of bodies such as nitro-glycerine and the like, 
heat is evolved during their decomposition. 

“The simplest instances of chemical union, which are at- 
tended with evolution of heat, are those due to the active 
oxidation of carbon in the form of coal, or of compounds of 

carbon with hydrogen and other elements, in gas, wood, and 

animal and vegetable products generally; but the oxidation of 
many other of the commonly-occurring elements, such as phos- 
phorus, sulphur, iron, etc., also causes a development of heat. 
With most of these combustible substances, the oxidation is 
induced by raising the body, when exposed to the air, to its 
point of ignition by one of the methods described above; but 
in the case of phosphorus, it is simply sufficient to allow a 

mass to lie freely exposed to the air to induce ignition at 

the ordinary temperature; for, on exposure, slow oxidation 
begins at once, and heat enough is evolved by this to raise 
the mass to its point of ignition, when rapid oxidation, or, in 
common terms, combustion ensues. Great heat may be gen- 
erated by the slow oxidation of metals, such as iron, if a 
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little water be present; and with such as sodium, the oxida- 
tion in the presence of water is attended with the evolution 
of hydrogen, which is heated up sufficiently by the reaction 
to burst into flame. 

“The oxidation of the drying oils is another source of heat; 
and, as you have shown beyond peradventure, a very common 
cause of fires. As the oxidation is promoted by increasing the 
surface exposed to the air, it is but natural that it should 
be most rapid, and the temperature highest, when they are 
held by cotton, flax, wool, and the like, or by fine powders, 
like lampblack and sawdust. These bodies also favor the 
combustion, from the fact that they are poor conductors of 
heat, and so localize it that eventually a very considerable 
temperature is reached. 

“In coal we have another instance of a body which con- 
tains substances which undergo slow oxidation when exposed 
to a limited supply of air, and generate heat enough to cause 
the ignition of the remainder. The conditions which attend 
this natural combustion of coal are yet so uncertain as to 
demand further investigation and study. 

“The somewhat complex changes attending fermentation also 
give rise to the development of heat; and, as your reports 
state, they have sometimes generated heat sufficient to burn 
the hay or grain in which the process has taken place. 

“ Oxidation may be induced by other bodies than free oxy- 
gen as found in the air. Nitric acid, the chlorine acids, and 
other bodies rich in oxygen, attack organic matter and set 
fire to it. Thus, fires have been caused by the breaking of 
carboys of nitric acid during transportation and storage. The 
salts of these acids also readily yield their oxygen, and it is 
owing to this property that they are used in explosive mix- 
tures. When the chlorates, for instance, become mixed with 
charcoal, sulphur, sulphide of antimony, and the like, they will 
take fire and explode on the least friction or blow. Ordinary 
bleaching powder, or chloride of lime, has been known to be- 
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come so hot, on exposure to the air, as to set lire to the 
casks in which it is packed. 

“Hydration is another source of heat. Thus, in the case of 
lime, we* find that vessels transporting it, and storehouses con- 
taining it, are set fire to by the heat due to water coming- 
in contact with the lime. Sulphuric acid is another body com- 
monly met with which unites readily with water, and gener- 
ates a very great heat. It may be well here to call attention 
to the fact, that it is proposed to transport this, when absorbed 
in infandrial silica. The transporters should be warned of the 
danger arising from the contact of these packages with water. 
Calcium phosphide is another body coming into use which, is 
acted upon by water. The result is the production of hydro- 
gen-phosphide gas. This gas bursts into flame naturally when 
it comes in contact with the air. 

“These cases might readily be extended, but that enough 

have been given to illustrate the subject. We might, too 

dwell upon the heat-producing effect of chlorination, sulphuri- 

zation, and the like, but for the fact that they are usually 
produced intentionally, and under circnmstances such that the 
reactions may easily be controlled. 

“ When combustion is once started in a combustible, the 
action is the more rapid, the more finely divided the sub- 
stance is, and the more intimate its mixture with the supporter 
of combustion. Thus, if we heat a lump of charcoal, and 
place it in a jar of oxygen, it simply glows ; if, however, we 
powder the charcoal before heating, and throw this powder in 
the oxygen, we have a most brilliant combustion. In gas we 
have a body which is finely divided, or quite attenuated, and 
which burns freely. If we mix this with supporter of com- 
bustion before ignition, the rapidity of the combustion is so 
much increased that we have an explosive reaction. This is 

true as well of those commonly occurring volatile liquids like 
benzoline, all of the lighter petroleum products, and other; 
and too great care cannot be paid to their safety during 
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transportation, storage, and use. The dust of flour, starch, 
coal, and other organic substances, also gives rise to easily 
ignited and explosive mixtures, when suspended in the air. 

“ On inspecting now the cases of spontaneous combustion 
cited and described in your reports, it will be found that they 
have all originated by a combustible substance being submitted 
to one or more of the sources of heat detailed above; and 
that while in many instances the explanation of the action 
is difficult (because some of the attending circumstances are 
omitted from the descriptions), yet the origin and operation 
of the combustion has been in accordance with, and in obedi- 
ence to, the fixed laws of nature, and they are consequently 
susceptible of control. 

“ Hence, in conclusion, I cannot too urgently and heartily en- 
dorse the recommendation of your committee that you should 
carefully collect all possible information concerning such fires 
of obscure origin as come under your notice, and that you 
should make a detailed report on them to your Association. 
Such action on your part would enhance the value of your 
Proceedings and increase the reputation of your Association ; 
and if, in addition, this material, which you have collected, 
should be submitted to analysis and experimental verification, 
you would become possessed of information which would enable 
you to prevent, very largely, the fires which occasion the loss 
of so many of the brave men under your command and of 
so much valuable property entrusted to your charge.” 

“Topic No. 4 . — Spontaneous Combustion (Continued). 

u To the National Association of Fire Engineers: — 

“Gentlemen, — At the Annual Convention of the Association 
in the city of New Orleans, Oct. 24, 25, 26, and 27, 1883, 
the following resolutions, recommended in the report of the 
Committee on Spontaneous Combustion Continued, Topic No, 
15, were adopted : — 
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Resolved, That a committee of one or more be appointed 
by the Association, to be known as the Standing Committee 
on Spontaneous Combustion. The duties of said committee shall 
be to receive all reports from any and all sources, to collect 
all information possible on Spontaneous Combustion, and report 
the same at each Annual Meeting of the Association. 

“‘ Resolved, That each Chief of department, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of fire patrol or salvage corps, be and is hereby 
requested and urged to report minutely, all cases of Spontane- 
ous Combustion which may occur in their districts, to the chair- 
man of the Standing Committee on Spontaneous Combustion.’ 

“Your Committee, with regret, feels it a duty to report to 

the Convention, that the Committee have not received one 

single report in response to the second resolution. 

“Your Committee regret to say, that the above resolution 
has not been carried out in a proper spirit. If the members 

of the Association had carefully collected all the information 
which was available concerning such fires as occurred in their 
districts, and reported them to the Committee, it would have 
enhanced the value of this report, and shown the public that 
the members of the Association were alive to any matter of 
interest which came within their province. Your Committee, 
in making up this report, is restricted to local cases, which 
have come under the Committee’s own personal observation. 

“Your Committee has seen with pleasure that scientists 

and professors of chemistry of acknowledged ability have con- 
tributed, or will contribute, papers on Spontaneous Combustion, 
or may call it by some other name. The phenomenon is 
known to the general public by that form of expression, and 
though you may call it by any other name, the results re- 
main the same. I propose to so leave it where I find it. 

“ The following cases have occurred in the city of Balti- 
more since our last report : — 

“Oct. 3, 1883, 6.29 p. m. — Three-story brick building, Yo. 
2 Patterson Street, occupied by Theodore Horn, furniture 
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manufacturer. Fire originated on second floor, near hatch- 
way, from combustion of oily rags used that day. Loss, 
$474 86. Combustion occurred about five hours after the rags 
were used. 

“Hov, 16th, 5.30 p. m. — Five-story brick buildings, Nos. 22, 
24, and 26 Concord Street, owned and occupied by Charles 

Hollander & Sons, furniture manufacturers. Fire was dis- 
covered on the fifth floor, in oiling, varnish, and paint room ; 
fire originated from greasy rags; the evidence was conclu- 
sive. Insured for $36,500. Loss, $5,937. 

“ The above premises were on fire from the same cause in 
two places on July 31st, 9.35 p. m., 1883. 

“Nov. 23d, 5.30 p. m. — -F ire was discovered in the second 

story of the wholesale paint and oil store, Nos. 82 and 84 

Pratt Street, occupied by Bolton Brothers. Cause, spontaneous 
combustion. 

“Dec. 15th, 5.35 p. m. — Fire was discovered on the second 

floor, under the stairway, of the four-story brick buildings, 
Nos. 227 and 229 West Pratt Street, occupied by the Eand 
Furniture Manufacturing Company. Cause, spontaneous com- 
bustion. Fire originated in the oiling and finishing room. In- 
surance, $13,250. Loss, $2,811.14. 

“Jan. 16th, 1884, 10.25 p. m. — Four-story brick building, No. 
— West Baltimore Street. Third and fourth floors occupied 
by John Y. Slater, printer. Fire originated among a lot of 
varnished labels in the third floor. Loss, $1,000. 

“Jan. 27th, 6.53 a. m. — Four-story brick building, Grant 
Street, near Lombard, occupied by the Gandy Cotton Belting 
Company. The belting is prepared with a solution of linseed 
oil and paint. Insurance, $70,000. Loss, $27,543.37. 

“Jan. 31st, 3.10 a. m. — Four-story brick building, corner Grand 
and Mercer Streets. Fire originated on third floor, from saw- 
dust in a box. The saw-dust had been used to cleanse a large 
lot of brass cuttings which had been passed through an oil 
mixture. Loss, $408. 
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u March 16th, 4.15 p. m. — Four-story brick building, No — 
West Pratt Street, third and fourth doors occupied by R. H. 
Manko, shoe factory. Fire originated in a pile of leather cut- 
tings and shoe dnishings, from cement used in channeling boots 
and shoes. The cement used is very combustible, and easily 
ignites at a low temperature. A great deal of care is gen- 
erally used by shoe manufacturers in keeping it on their 
premises. They are all aware of its affinity towards spontane- 
ous combustion. Loss, $881.59. 

“March 23d, 10.10 a. m. — Sunday morning. Flamingo Fer- 
tilizing Works, setting fire to Chappell’s Fertilizing Works, ad- 
joining. Fire originated in a pile of dried fish on second 
story over engine-room. There was about — tons of fish in 
the pile, they became heated at the bottom. In all fertilizing 
works where dried fish are used, they keep an iron bar to 
run down in the pile, to see if the fish are heating, and when 
found hot they are turned over immediately so as to cool. 
From the evidence there had been no attention paid to this 
pile of fish. I investigated the case, and the evidence was 
plain and conclusive as to the location of the fire and the 
cause. Loss on Flamingo Fertilizing Works was $18,090, on 
Chappell’s, $97,257.98. Total, $115,847.98. 

“June 17th, 6.15 p. m. — Three-story brick stable, Nos. 78 
and 80 North Calvert Street, owned and occupied by Joseph 
Renshaw. Fire originated in a lot of baled hay in loft, third 
floor ; no insurance. Loss, $2,500. 

“June 19th, 6.50 p. m. — Fire was discovered in a large 
pile of baled hay, in the two-story brick warehouse, No. 66 
North Street, occupied by Hopps & Hatter, commission mer- 
chants. This building was 200 feet deep, and full of merchan- 
dise ; barley, malt, oats, flour, mill-feed, corn, etc. Insurance, 
$13,000; loss, $29,375; loss over insurance, $16,375. 

“ In investigating the origin of the Renshaw and IIopps & 
Hatter fires, the evidence elicited was positive as to the fires 
starting in the baled hay, on both premises. The Hopps &

Hatter fire occurred two days after the Renshaw fire. The 
warehouse occupied by Hopps & Hatter is situated in the 
second block from Renshaw. I was within one block of Hopps 
& Hatter’s warehouse when the alarm was given. I was within 
two blocks of Rensh aw’ s building, and saw the smoke before 
the alarm was struck. I was early on the premises. I was 
told by a merchant whose place of business was two doors 

from Hopps & Hatter’s, that he had purchased some of the 
baled hay from them two days before, opened it, and found 
he could not use it, it was so very hot. He said he could 
not hold his hand upon it after the bale was opened. 

“ July 23d, 8 p, m. — Burning of a bale of hay in loft of 
brick stable, rear of No. 268 German Street ; no other cause 
could be assigned for this fire. The evidence was positive 
that there had been no one in the loft that day ; no way 
for as park to get in the room, and the fire burned out from 
the centre of the bale. 

“July 2d. — Fire in cellar of two-story brick dwelling, No. 
86 Green Street, in a pile of waste paper, rags, and rubbish. 

“July 22d, 3.15 p. m. — Zell’s Phosphate Works, Fort Av- 
enue ; very expensive works. Fire originated in a pile of 1,000 
nitre bags which was in a shed in contact with sulphur; 
the fire burned very rapidly. Insurance, $85,250. Loss claimed 
to be over $125,000. 

“Gentlemen in the phosphate business say, as soon as nitre 
bags are empty, they should be burnt; should not be allowed 
to lie together and heat. 

“ Aug. 6th, 7.29 p. m. — Fire was discovered on the fifth 
floor of the five-story brick warehouse, No. 14 Hanover Street, 
occupied as a dry goods and notion store. All the employes 
had left the premises some time, with the exception of one 
young man who was engaged upon the first floor. He says he 
smelled smoke and started to look for it. He ascended to 

each floor, and when he arrived at the fifth floor, he dis- 
covered the fire in a pile of comforts. He said the fire was 
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coming out of the bale, and there was no question where it 
started. These comforts are made of all kinds of material 
for lining ; they are sold at a very low figure, and all kinds 
of shoddy are used. 

“In conversation with one of our most intelligent merchants 
he told me he had visited one of these factories and saw the 
material used for lining. He saw cotton which had been used 
for wiping off oiled machinery washed and used. He said he 
would not allow such goods to come on his premises. Insur- 
ance, $105,000 on stock. Loss, $3,700. 

“ A short time since I was told by a lady of a case of 
spontaneous combustion which occurred in her dwelling. She 
had used two pieces of oiled rags to rub some furniture ; she 
was called off for some reason, laid the rags down, was gone 
about two hours, when she returned found the rags smoking 
and ready to burst into flame. A number of fires occur in 
dwellings from this cause. 

“ On the morning of Aug. 23, 1884, about 3.30 a. m., fire 
was discovered in a wooden box sitting on a porch of the 
fourth story of the planing mill and sash factory of Baily & 
Brother, No. 469 West Pratt Street. The fourth floor is oc- 
cupied by Buck & Brother, manufacturers of hard-wood office 
furniture. The police officer on the beat, about 3.30 o’clock 
a. m., discovered the fire. The premises being very combustible, 
he went immediately to the nearest fire-alarm box and sent 
in the alarm, the station being about one hundred yards from 
the building. After sending in the alarm, he went back and 
forced the door open and ascended to the fourth floor porch, 
and brought the box to the street, where the fire was put 
out. On examining the contents of the box, it was discovered 
that the fire originated among a lot of oiled rags which had 
been used the day previous for oiliug and polishing hard-wood 
furniture. The rags were placed in the box and carried out- 
side of the building on the porch, and, by the carelessness or 
thoughtlessness of the boy, left there. The owner’s instruc- 
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tions are to remove all rags used during the day to the 
boiler room and have them burnt, which was not done in this 
case. By the timely discovery by the officer a large and de- 
structive conflagration was prevented. 

“While investigating the above fire and its cause, Mr. Buck 
told me of the following incident, which occurred with a 
young man in his employ, about eighteen months since. Mr. 
Buck thoroughly believes in spontaneous combustion, and uses 
every effort to prevent any occurrence of it on his premises. 

“Was it a ghost, or spontaneous combustion? 

“Mr. Buck says, about eighteen months ago he had a very 
large order for church work; and not having sufficient room 
in his factory, he occupied a warehouse opposite and did the 
oiling and polishing. There was a stove in the polishing-room, 
and all the oiled rags used were put in the stove every night, 
and, when full, were burnt. He had a young man in his em- 
ploy who had charge of this room, and was employed oiling 
and rubbing the work. There had been no fire on the prem- 
ises for some time. One morning, about noon, the young man 
rushed across the street and into the office, and seemed to be 
very much frightened, and told Mr. Buck, in a very excited 
mauner, that he was looking toward the stove, — no one else 
in the room, — and all at once the rags burst into flame. lie 
declared he had not been near the stove, nor had there been 
any one else in the room that day. He could not account 
for the fire starting in the stove, and no one being near it, 
only in this way: that the building was haunted, and ghosts 
must have set the rags on fire! Mr. Buck tried to explaiu 
the cause to him, but he declared it was ghosts, and they 
could not induce him to enter the building again. So the 
theory of spontaneous combustion is explained. 

“April 25th, 12.37 p, m. — A box freight car, which was 
loaded in New York on Thursday, April 24th, arrived in 
Baltimore at President Street Station, of the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington & Baltimore Railroad. Smoke was seen issuing 
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from the car; the doors were opened, and the car run out 
of the depot building. An investigation showed that the fire 
was in a box of transparent signs. The box was three feet 
long, two feet deep, and two feet wide, with these signs packed 
in paper boxes. The fire started in centre of box. Loss, $150. 

“As I have cited two cases of spontaneous combustion in 
baled hay, in which the losses were over $31,800, I insert the 
following from The American Exchange and Review , which 
throws some light on spontaneous combustion in hay: — 

“‘Smoldering fires in damp hay have also caused destruction 
imputed to incendiarism. It is not difficult to understand how 
such heating and smoldering occur, for meadow hay contains 
14.3 parts of water, 79.5 parts combustible matter, gluten 8, 
starch, sugar, and gum 40, fat 2, wood fibre 30, and 6.2 parts 
ash; giving an excess of oxygen through excessive and con- 
tinued dampness, always increased by compression, and the 
oxy carbo-hydrates, starch, sugar, and gum, soon, by absorption 
of oxygen, commence to ferment, and spontaneous combustion 
is imminent. Slow drying and sufficient exposure to air form 
the treatment which renders hay not only safe from fire, but 
preserves to it a much larger proportion of nutritive parts, 
which rapid drying wastes, or which fermentation changes and 
ruins. 5 

“I insert the following articles from the Scientific American , 
as bearing on the liability of spontaneous combustion of hay: — 

“‘burning of barns. 

“‘It is noticeable that a larger number of the burnings of 
barns is mentioned by the periodical press in the summer than 
at any other time. Some of the fires are undoubtedly caused 
by lightning, — the moist vapor from the uncured hay making 
a favorable conductor for the electric fluid. But there are 
barn fires which cannot be attributed to lightning, to lighting 
of matches, to light from lanterns, nor to the invasions of 
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careless tramps. It may be that the spontaneous combustion 
of hay is as possible as the spontaneous firing of cotton waste. 
All fibrous material, when moist, and compressed, -and defended 
from the cooling influences of the outward air, is subjected to 
a heating similar to that of fermentation; and in some instances 
the degree of heat is sufficient to cause actual, visible com- 
bustion. In the case of recently “cured” hay, this danger is 
as great as, in similar circumstances, other materials may be. 
Frequently the grass is cut in the early morning, while wet 
with dew; is turned twice during the day, and gathered and 
packed in the “mow” or the “bay” before night fall, with per- 
ils a sparse sprinkling of salt. Such a compressed mass of 
fibrous, moist matter will heat. How far the heat will go 
towards' generating a combustion may be inferred from a fool- 
ish trick which the writer witnessed several years ago. 

“ 4 A large meadow of hay had been cut, cured, and cocked, 
previous to removal. A shower threatening, the cocks were 
covered with caps of canvas and left for the night. While 
getting the hay in, the next day, one of the workmen dropped 
an unlighted match from his pocket into a cock of hay, and 
in a few minutes it was ablaze. It afterward was ascertained 
that he had spoken of the warmth of the hay as he lifted it 
on his fork, when a companion remarked that it might be hot 
enough to light a match, on which he put a match into a 
rick, and before they had passed on five minutes the rick was 
on fire.’ 

“ Everybody conversant with farm life, where hay is a per- 
manent and important crop, knows that for weeks after get- 
ting in the hay the barn is warm when the doors are opened 
in the morning. There is an amount of heat that is absolutely 
unpleasant when the thermometer outside registers 60 degrees, 
but which is quite welcome with the outside temperature at 
40 degrees. This barn heat is undoubtedly from the moist hay, 
compact and enclosed. The cure for the possible danger of 
possible spontaneous barn burning would seem to be the thor. 
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ough curing, — drying of the hay before it is housed. We dry 
all our herbs, and some of our vegetables, without injuring 
their peculiar and individual qualities. There is no reason 
why hay or other fodder material stored in large masses should 
not be rendered equally innoxious to the influences of heat by 
thorough drying. 

“ Having noticed the following article, I wrote to the Chief 
of Toronto, asking for information so as to trace up the ma- 
terial used in the construction and manufacture of the coats, 
but I have up to this time received no answer : — 

“‘An investigation of the cause of the recent fire in a ware- 
house at Toronto has brought to light that the source of the 
fire was clearly traceable to spontaneous combustion in a pile 
of a certain kind of India rubber coats, made in the United 
States. It is said that an incipient fire originated recently in 
the Custom House, and another in the Express Oflicc, among 
a quantity of the same class of goods.’ 

“ The above cases may have occurred from the cement used 
in putting the coats together. 

“We quote the following interesting case from the Western 
Fireman : — 

“‘Unquestionably there have been fires which were the re- 
sult of spontaneous combustion. It is well known that when 
certain substances come in contact with each other they gener- 
ate artificial heat, and when this heat is confined within a 
limited space will ignite into flame and set fire to the sur- 
roundings. This is particularly the case with vegetable oils 
when they come in contact with cotton or wool fibres. Curi- 
ous cases of this character have recently come to our notice. 
Dr. B. M. Huntington, of Boone, read a report before the 
recent meeting of the State Homoeopathic Medical Society, at 
Des Moines, Iowa, of two cases of Spontaneous Combustion 
from linseed oil and lime-water dressing used in cases of 
burns. One was a little girl badly burned by her clothes 
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taking fire. Her clothing was removed, linseed oil and lime- 
water applied, eovered with cotton batting, and kept in plaee 
by eotton eloth wrappings. Six hours after, in _the dead of 
night, the ehikl screamed with pain, and in removing the bed 
covering, the wrappings over the burns were on fire. The 
question in the case is, whether the ignition was caused by 
the oil and lime-water, or the oil and eotton wrappings. 
The latter probably.’ 

“ In our former reports, cases of spontaneous eombustion in 
coal, on board of steam and sailing vessels — and eiting cases. 

“The following case occurred on board of the British steam- 
ship Colombo , Captain Coates, which arrived in Baltimore on 
Saturday, Aug. 30th, from Shields, England, with fire in her 
coal-bunkers. The fire had been burning two w^eeks. It was 
first discovered when the vessel was out two days, when she 
was in the Pentland Firth. Every effort was made to sub- 
due the fire, but without success. Up to one o’eloek Sunday 
afternoon the erew kept the fire down by the aid of the 
donkey-pump, whieh broke down about that time. No. 5 
Engine Company w r as sent down and threw a steady stream 
of water into the starboard eoal-bunker. The weight of the 
water gave the vessel a list to starboard, and at one time 
there was danger of the moorings parting. They were slack- 
ened, but the vessel careened more, and the flood of water 
had to be stopped. Work was then begun to remove the 
coal, and w r hile the erew were so engaged, there were several 
explosions, 

“We refer to the Boston and Cincinnati reports for more 
full and detailed statements as regards spontaneous eombustion 
of eoal in vessels. 

“ The following interesting ease is taken from the Lowell 
(Mass.) Courier : — 

“ £ A curious incident happened in the yard of the Merrimaek 
Manufacturing Company. It was a case of spontaneous eombus- 
tion. No damage was done, and the occurrence would not be 
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especially noteworthy but for the peculiar circumstances under 
which it took place. An old log-roller used on a washing- 
machine, in the dye-house, had been condemned because it was 
worn from age. The iron rod running through the center of 
the log, by means of which the roller revolved upon its bear- 
ings, was surrounded by sulphur, to prevent the wood from 
rotting quickly by the ready contact with water which the 
iron rod would allow, and also to make the parts of the roller 
hold firmly together. When the roller was condemned it was 
taken out into the yard and split open, to separate the wood 
from the iron. The parts were not removed, but were left 
in the sun. Some chips among the refuse were discovered 
burning about two hours afterward. 

“ 4 It created no little surprise at first, that wood should 
take fire by simply being exposed to the sun. An explanation 
was subsequently arrived at. In splitting the log, pieces of 
sulphur were also broken from the rod. A chemical action, 
made easy by the long and intimate connection of the sul- 
phur with the iron rod (the latter had rusted considerably), 
had been partially completed and needed only the burning 
rays of the sun to produce perfect combustion. The contact 
of the sulphur with the oxidizing iron formed sulphide of 
iron, afterward changing to sulphate, which is very sensitive 
to igniting agents.’ 

44 The losses in Baltimore caused by spontaneous combustion 
from Oct, 3, 1883, to Sept. 2, 1884, were two hundred and 
ninety-five thousand one hundred and thirty dollars and forty- 
four cents ($295,130.44). 

u The above loss was from gross, and I may say, criminal 
carelessness. Not one fire which helps to swell the above large- 
amount, but could have been prevented by the least care and 
intelligence. 

44 There is another species of combustion, which occurs very 
often and is a source of considerable pecuniary loss to the 
insurance companies; this species of combustion could be pre- 
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vented by the underwriters using a little care and discretion, 
and holding their agents and solicitors in check, not allowing 
the solicitor to urge upon the assured to cover—a stock of 
five hundred dollars with policies amounting to three thousand 
dollars; this species of combustion leads to crime, perjury, 
murder, theft, and destruction of property. This species of 
combustion shall be known as 

“ FRICTION COMBUSTION. 

“ A case of friction combustion occurred in Baltimore about 
two weeks since, Policies of twenty-eight hundred dollars, rub- 
bing on a stock of three hundred and fifty dollars, generated 
so much heat, caused the stock to ignite — not by spontaneous 
combustion, but by friction combustion. 

“In our reports on spontaneous combustion we have cited 
numerous cases which have occurred, to explain and illustrate 
the topic, and it will not be out of place to cite a case of 
friction combustion, which your committee has investigated, and 
occurred in Baltimore, Feb. 9, 1868. 

“A brief sketch of the case I, as Fire Inspector of Balti- 
more, respectfully submit for your consideration: A fire oc- 
curred Sunday night, Feb. 9, 1868, about eleven o’clock, in a 
three-story brick building on the north-west corner of Ann 
and Lancaster Streets, owned by Samuel Thompson, and occu- 
pied by Augustus Karutz as a grocery store, lager beer saloon, 
and dwelling house; Karutz occupied the first floor and a por- 
tion of the second, together with his brother-in-law’s family, 
George W. Jackson. The third floor and upper part of the 
house was occupied by three families (no relations of Karutz), 
numbering some twenty persons, — men, women, and children. 
If the fire had not been discovered at the time it was, and 
had made more headway, it would have resulted in a frightful 
loss of life, or a number of the inmates being seriously in- 
jured, as all the persons in the house were asleep at the 
time. 
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“On the morning of Feb. 10th, about five o’clock, I received 
a message to come down immediately to the Eastern District 
Police Station. On my arrival they informed me that they 
had a bad case of arson, and the party was in the station- 
house. I inquired into the particulars, and had the person ac- 
cused, ‘Augustus Ivarutz,’ committed to jail, to await the action 
of the Grand Jury. I then proceeded to the place where the 
attempt had been made. I entered the house by the Lan- 
caster Street door, opening into a passage which is the only 
outlet from the upper part of the house; on the passage are 
two doors nearly opposite — one on the east leading into the 
bar-room and store, the other into Ivarutz’s kitchen or sitting- 
room. I entered the bar-room door and found police-officers 
in charge of the place. The bar-room is about fifteen feet 
square, the store about the same, fronting on Ann Street. I 
asked the officers if anything had been disturbed; they said 
there had not. There was no alarm — the department had not 
been called. I at once took possession and commenced an ex- 
amination of the premises. I found placed over the glass sash, in 
the door leading from the passage into the bar-room and store, a 
bag and an old coat; on the north-west side of the bar-room was 
the counter, about twelve feet long and joining the short 
counter in the store, which was about three feet long, and 
about fifteen inches lower than the bar-room counter ; on the 
end of the bar counter, lying on its side, with its mouth 
over the short counter, was a two-gallon demijohn about half 
full of coal oil, with a cloth or rag placed in the mouth , so 
as the coal oil could drip out on the short counter. The 
top of the short counter was saturated with coal oil and 
covered with boxes of matches, and on the end, a half gross 
of matches saturated with coal oil. From the short counter 
on the left was a shelf which extended around to the chim- 
ney-jamb, and the same height as the counter; on this shelf 
was placed a pan of lard, a large cake of tallow, a number 
of boxes, and a half gross of matches, all of which had been 
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saturated with coal oil, also a number of empty boxes, and 
on the end of this shelf, and adjoining the chimney-jamb, was 
a five-gallon tin can, about half full of coal oil. -The top of 
this can was taken off and thrown upon the floor ; nearly 
under this can was placed a half barrel; on this a short 
ladder, and on top of the ladder a large woolen rag or 
cloth, wadded up and soaked in coal oil ; over and around 
this cloth a large quantity of pitch-pine kindling wood, placed 
in such a manner as to catch the drippings from the spiggot 
of the coal oil can, which was turned to let the oil drip 
out. About the center of this cloth was a mould tallow 
candle, eight to the pound; this candle had been lit and 
burned about one-half inch and went out. On the shelf 
directly over the coal oil can was a number of boxes, two 
of them about half full of caudles, and hanging down from 
these candle-boxes was an old pair of cashmere pants, the 
legs resting on the pile of wood and rags under the can of 
coal oil, and as soon as the candle would have burned down 
arid ignited the pitch pine and woolen cloth, the pantaloons 
would have caught and the fire extended to the upper shelves, 
and around to the demijohn of coal oil, and an explosion 
would have taken place and spread the fire over the premises, 
and cut off the only means of escape for the large number 
of persons in the upper part of the building. It certainly was 
an interposition of Divine Providence which caused the candle 
to go out. In the center of the store and about eight feet from 
the floor were placed three barrels, one with corn brooms, 
one half full of salt, and the other half full of flour; these 
barrels had been arranged in the same manner with rags satu- 
rated with coal oil, pitch-pine wood with a candle to burn 
three or four hours and then ignite the combustible material. 
This candle was lit the same time as the other, and burned 
down and ignited the rags, etc., around it, but it was dis- 
covered and put out before it had done much damage. About 
two feet from the barrels and on the south side of the store 
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were three stand-barrels, and on the top of the center one was 
a large yellow dish, in it a newspaper saturated with coal oil, a 
number of pieces of candles about three inches long* a quantity 
of pitch-pine wood, some of it arranged to extend over the 
barrels in the center of the store, so as to carry the fire 
from them. There was a large quantity of pitch-pine wood 
placed around the store in various places; after calling the 
attention of the persons present to the wilful and premedi- 
tated attempt to burn the premises, I sent the demijohm and 
can of oil to the station-house, the wood^ rags, matches, and 
pantaloons to my office, also the covering which had been 
placed over the glass door leading to the passage. 

“ I then waited to know why this arrangement was made 
to burn the place and for what object. I asked if the 
property was insured, and in what office. I was told in the 
‘German’ or ‘Germania,’ but for what amount I was unable 
to learn until I came up and inquired. I found that Karutz 
was insured in the ‘Germania,’ of New York, Arnold Rum- 
mer, agent, for nineteen hundred dollars ; one thousand on 
stock, groceries, liquors, and segars ; five hundred on furniture 
and wearing apparel, and four hundred on fixtures. From the 
appearance of the stock, I was satisfied it was not worth 
over two hundred dollars. The question was who did it ; and 
how to connect Karutz with it, as he was the party most 
interested? I immediately summoned a number of witnesses 
and commenced a thorough examination of the case. 

“I kept possession of the premises three days, until I .got 
through with the investigation, which brought out the follow- 
ing facts : From the evidence of the police ofticers and citizens 
who discovered the fire, the premises were secnrely fastened, 
as they had great trouble in breaking open the front door on 
Ann Street, leading into the store. After they put the fire 
out, they thought it might have extended up stairs, and 
went around to the door on Lancaster Street, but could not 
open it. They forced the window open, went up stairs and 
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found all the persons in the house fast asleep, but could not 
find any of Karutz’s and Jackson’s family about the place ; 
they found that Karutz had gone with his and. Jackson’s 
family to his brother-in Jaw’s on Caroline Street, to a party; 
he was sent for, and immediately on his arrival was accused 
by Officer Latham with setting his premises on fire, and taken 
to the station-house. 

“From the evidence of Karutz’s wife, his son, and Jack- 
son’s family, Karutz was the last one to leave home, and 
they proved lie came to the party about half-past six o’clock, 
leaving about four hours and a half from the time he left 

home until the fire was discovered. I went to the store and 
again carefully examined the premises, and found upon com- 
paring the candles in the box and the one that had been 
lit and went out, they were the same; I took some of them 
to the office and burned one, timing it carefully; I found it 
burned four hours and fifty minutes, which would give Karutz 
time to light the candles, go to his brother-in-law’s, and re- 

main about four hours before the fire would be discovered. 
I was satisfied I was on the right track. I then deemed it 
advisable to take an account of the stock contained in the 

store, and ascertain its actual value. After allowing the full 

retail prices for the stock and fixtures, I found it was only 
worth about two hundred and five dollars. Mr. Charles 

WebeT, President of the German Fire Insurance Company, 
testifies that Karutz made application to their office for a 

risk of two thousand dollars on his stock and fixtures. He 

went down and examined the stock and told him (Karutz) 
that his stock was not worth over two hundred dollars, and 
he would not insure him. 

“Jackson, brother-in-law of Karutz, testified that in January, 
1867 , lie sold the stock and fixtures to Karutz for three hun- 
dred dollars, and the stock had not been increased. From 

the evidence of Mr. Charles Weber, Mr. Jackson, and the 
account of stock taken by me, it shows conclusively that 
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Karutz wilfully and maliciously premeditated the act as far 
back as last June. 

“ The case of Augustus Karutz, charged with c arson or 
attempt at arson,’ was heard in the Criminal Court of 
Baltimore City on the 17th instant; Karutz was found guilty 
and sentenced to three years in the Baltimore City Jail. 

“The above case shows plainly what over-insurance leads to; 
the remedy is within the control of the underwriter.

CONCLUSION. 

I respectfully renew the recommendation of my 
predecessor, that an ordinance should be passed, 
regulating the sale of kerosene, or so-called non- 
explosive fluids ; also our building laws are very 
imperfect, and in fact we have none. We have a 
small fire-district; but citizens wishing to make 
additions or enlargements of their buildings apply 
to the Board of Aldermen for a license, which is 
usually granted ; and new buildings which are being 
built in the district are not looked after by any one, 
and consequently are not built strictly after the ordi- 
nance ; and outside of the district persons erect large 
four- and five-story wooden buildings for stores and 
tenements, without a fire-wall dr fire-escape, and in 
many cases with only one very narrow stairway to 
the upper stories, which are nothing more than a 
death-trap for those who occupy them. Another 
trouble arises from the bad construction of some 
of our chimneys, and in parts of the city a hole 
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cut through the roof or side of a building, with a 
stove-pipe stuck through for a chimney; not only 
endangering their own, but the adjoining property 
to destruction. The infrequency of fire the past 
year ought not to make us unmindful of our duty, 
looking to the safer protection of the future of our 
city. There should be stringent building laws made, 
both in regard to the nature and construction of 
buildings, and for an Inspector of Buildings, whose 
duty it should be to examine and approve the plans 
of all buildings, and to see that the conditions pre- 
scribed by the laws are complied with as regards 
the public safety ; and who should have power to 
remove dangerous buildings and structures. 

In conclusion of this, my second annual report 
to your honorable body, I desire to express to you 
my \yarm appreciation and sincere thanks for your 
various actions, by which the department has se- 
cured greater efficiency and skill to cope with fires. 
Our relations have been most cordial during the 
year just closed, and for all this, and your support 
of such measures as I have thought fit to suggest 
for the improvement of the department, I am under 
obligations to you. I also wish to tender the 
Superintendent of Fire Alarms my respects for the 
continued improvement he has made in our system 
of receiving' alarms, and for his endeavors to sec- 
ond all steps tending toward a higher degree of 
efficiency. My present assistants are capable men, 
whom I have always found at the post of duty; 
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and I am under obligations to them for their cheer- 
ful and well-directed efforts to secure first-class 
work. The members of the Fire Department are 
intelligent, industrious men, who have not flinched 
in the hour of danger, and who. have made constant 
efforts to improve in their methods of work. I 
can sincerely praise them for the record made in 
1884. My thanks are also due to the Committee on 
Fire Department, for their hearty co-operation to all 
matters tending to the improvement of the depart- 
ment; to the Marshal and other members of the 
Police Force, for their valuable assistance at fires 
and on other occasions ; to the City Clerk, Auditor, 
Treasurer, Superintendents of Streets and Water 
Works, and all other officials with whom I have 
had pleasant intercourse.

GENERAL RUNNING ORDERS. 


The companies will respond to alarms of fire given from 

boxes as indicated on the running card. 

The Chief, First Assistant, and Protective Company will 
answer alarms from all boxes. 

When an alarm of fire is given, all companies not respond- 
ing will remain at their houses thirty minutes, unless dis- 
missed by telegraph signals, viz: One blow on the engine- 

house gongs and alarm bells will be understood as proclaiming 
the fire extinguished, and the companies not attending be dis- 
missed; two strokes will constitute a general alarm, and all 
companies will report immediately, after waiting thirty sec- 
onds, to be sure that it is not an alarm from another box. 
After a first alarm is given, and before the recall signal is 
struck, should an alarm be given from another box, all un- 
employed companies will respond after waiting twenty seconds,

INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY-HOLDERS. 


Alarms are to be given from the box nearest to the loca- 
tion of the fire. 

Upon the discovery or positive information of a fire, you 
will unlock the box, pull down the slide or hook once only , 

and let go. If you hear no sound from the bell in the box, 

pull again. If you fail a second time, go to the next nearest 
box and do the same. Also, be particular to remain at the 
box until the arrival of an engineer, who will release the 

key. 

Each box contains a small bell, which, if heard before you 
pull the hook, indicates that the alarm has been previously 

given from another box. In such cases, do not pull the hook 
until you are sure the alarm has been completed. 

Never signal for a fire seen at a distance; never touch the 
hook except to give an alarm of fire; give an alarm from 
no cause other than an actual fire. 

Second alarms for the same fire will be given only by one 
of the engineers. 

Never let. the key go out of your possession unless called 
for by the Chief Engineer. If you change your residence, or 
place of business, where the key is kept, return the key to 
the same officer. 

Keys to the boxes are in possession of responsible persons 
in the vicinity of the signal boxes; also in the hands of the 
police. 

Citizens are requested to inform themselves where the keys 
to the signal boxes are kept.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


Office of LOWELL WATER BOARD, 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 12, 1885. 

To the City Council of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen — The Lowell Water Board in compli- 
ance with the Ordinances of the City of Lowell herewith 
present the Twelfth Annual Report of the Board: 

The past year has been one of continued prosper- 
ity, and we are gratified to be able to report, notwith- 
standing the depression in business affairs and the conse- 
quent reduction in -our sources of revenue, a substantial 
increase of the net charges for water during the year, of 
$5000 in round numbers. The Works are in excellent 
condition, and in all departments have been well and 
carefully attended to by those in charge. For the de- 
tails of work performed during the year we would refer 
to the Reports of the Superintendent and Engineer ac- 
companying this Report, wherein may be found many 
interesting items in connection therewith. No new 
questions have arisen during the year regarding the ad- 
ministration of the W orks, which would necessitate an al- 
lusion thereto in this Report, everything pertaining 
thereto having continued in a quiet and successful man- 
ner, and the work of the several departments having been 
performed with a faithful and conscientious regard to 
the city’s interest. 
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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


The first meeting of the Board for the year 1884 was 
held on the evening of January 15th, the board being 
composed of the following members : Albert A. Haggett, 
President; and Charles C. Hutchinson from the citizens; 
Alderman Geo. W. Fifield, Councilmen John J. Hogan 
and Edward B. Peirce from the City Council. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The annual organization of the Board, under the 
provision of the City Ordinance occurred on May 5th, it 
being composed of the before mentioned persons, with 
the exception of Charles C. Hutchinson, succeeded by 
Col. C. A. R. Dimon who had been elected by the City 
Council for the two years ensuing. 

Albert A. Haggett and Horace H. Knapp were 
respectively re-elected President and Clerk of the Board. 

CONTRACTS. 

February 2nd a contract was made with the War- 
ren Foundry & Machine Co. of New York, the lowest bid- 
der for 329 tons of cast iron-pipe and 25 tons of special 
castings for use on extensions of the works, at $35.70 
per ton of 2240 lbs. for the pipe, and 3 cents per lb. for 
special castings delivered on the cars in this city. 

February 7th proposals were received and opened 
from dealers in this city for 1 200 tons of Powelton mine 
coal to be delivervd and stored in the coal house at the 
pumping station, and the contract was awarded to the 
lowest bidder, Whithed & Co., at $4.94 per ton of 2240 
lbs. 

STATISTICS. 

The total amount of water pumped into the reservoir 
for the year was 1,105,277,600 U. S. gallons, against 
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1,042,490,500 U. S. gallons in 1883, and the daily aver- 
age pumped was 3,157,936 gallons, against 3,021,655 gal- 
lons in 1883, an increase for the year of 62,787,100 gal- 
lons and of 136,281 gallons in the daily average. 

The quantity of coal consumed during the year for 
all purposes, excepting for the High Service supply, 
was 1 ,o^2a ISS tons against tons in 1883. For 

the High Service supply the consumption during the 
year was 302000 tons against 2 j£a£<s tons in 1883. 

There have been 529x00 gallons of water raised 
165x0 feet high for each pound of coal consumed during 
the year. 

The total number of water takers is 14,125 against 
13,800 in 1883 a gain of 325 for the year. There are 
now laid 77x00 miles of street mains, the increase for the 
year having been 3 t 3 o 6 o miles. The total net charges for 
water rates for the year after deducting all abatements, 
and the charges for service pipes, have been $145,999.93 
against $141,316.82 for the year 1883, an increase for 
the year of $4,683.1 1.

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We desire to place upon record our thanks to the 
City Council of 1SS4 for its kind co-operation in furnish- 
ing the needed financial appropriation which enabled the 
Board to faithfully carry to completion the necessary 
work of the year just closed, and for our successors we 
would bespeak from the City Council of 1885 the same 
co-operation, that this necessary department of our pub- 
lic works may still continue, as in the past, to dispense 
its great blessings to our citizens. 

The appropriation for the year 1884 by the City 
Council was $10,000 less than the amount appropriated 
in 1883, and for the ensuing year we think a still further 
reduction may be made without detriment to a proper 
and successful administration of the department, as the 
anticipated calls for extensions of street mains will un- 
doubtedly be much less than during the past year, they 
having been completed in all directions within the city 
limits, further extensions being dependent upon the lay- 
ing out of new streets, upon at present, undeveloped ter- 
ritory. 

’Tis gratifying to note, that were it not for the large 
amount of interest upon the Water Debt ($111,850), 
which we are annually called upon to provide for, — it 
being on an average, at the rate of 6 percent, per annum 
upon the entire Debt, the Works would, at the present 
time, be not only self-sustaining, but would be the source 
of a large income annually which could be applied for 
the reduction of the Debt itself. 

The receipts during the past year have been $42,- 
5S7.55 in excess of the annual interest on the Water 
Loan, notwithstanding the high rate of interest paid. 
Were it possible to refund the Loan, and place it at as 
low a rate as the present status of Municipal Loans of 
the character of ours would permit at the present time, 
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say 4 per cent, per annum, we should be able to show a 
surplus of over $19,000 for the past year, in excess of all 
running expenses, and the annual interest on the Water 
Debt. 

The time is near at hand however for so desirable 
a change, for in 1890 or five years from next November, 
we may confidently look to the “day of redemption,” if 
not of all the bonds, most certainly from the high rate of 
interest thereon, and the refunding of the Debt upon 
such a lower rate of interest, as will most certainly ren- 
der the Works self-sustaining besides providing an- 
nually for a large contribution to the Sinking Fund for 
the extinguishment of the Water Debt. For this very 
favorable outlook we are indebted to the careful and pru- 
dent management which has heretofore characterized 
the affairs of this important branch of our municipality, 
and we earnestly hope that the same conscientious dis- 
charge of affairs will obtain in the future. 

In closing this report we desire to place upon record 
our testimony to the faithful and efficient service which 
has been rendered during the past year by the Super- 
intendent of the Works, the Engineer at the Pumping- 
Station, and the Clerk of the Board, and in fact to all 
employed in the Service of the Water Works. To the 
Inspectors, upon whose fidelity largely depends the rev- 
enue of the Works, we would give a cheerful commenda- 
tion for honest and careful performance of their many, 
and oftentimes unappreciated duties. To one and all 
we extend our thanks for faithful performance of the 
work in their several spheres of action, and trust that the 
city may long have the benefit of their appreciated ser- 
vice. During the year Mr. Charles H. Harvey an In- 
spector of Meters, and a former member of the Board in 
the year 1878, resigned his position to enter into a more 
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lucrative position, and the vacancy was filled by the 
appointment of Mr. T. E. Lennon. 

On Thursday and Friday, June 19th and 20th, of 
the past year the New England Water Works Associa- 
tion held its third annual meeting in this city, at the 
invitation of Superintendent Holden. The meeting 
was attended by a large number of the members of the 
Association, and was, we trust, productive of much that 
will pleasantly remind the members of the hospitality 
which is proverbial in our busy and industrious city. We 
desire to extend our thanks to the City Council of 1884 
for the kindly assistance rendered to the Board in their 
efforts to make the visit of the Association a pleasant 
and agreeable one. That it was successful we have 
reason to know, by the repeated expressions of com- 
mendation given to the members of the committee in 
charge of the reception and entertainment of the Asso- 
ciation, by the members thereof.

Office of CITY ENGINEER, 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. i, 1884. 

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen : — The undersigned respectfully submits the 
Twelfth Annual Report of the work done by the pumping en- 
gines at the Pumping Station. 

The calculations of the duty of the engines were made from 
the records kept by Mr. James P. Roberts, the engineer in 
charge. 

All the coal used at the station has been charged to pumping, 
and no deduction of any kind has been made. 

The average cost of pumping one million gallons from the low- 
service reservoir to the high-service reservoir is ten dollars, 
which, added to the cost of raising the same quantity into the 
low-service reservoir, makes the total cost of raising one million 
gallons into the high-service reservoir eighteen dollars and forty- 
seven cents. 

During the year the Morris engine has run forty-five and the 
Worthington engine five nights. January 8th the Morris engine 
pumped 5,979,480 gallons, and June 25th the Worthington 
engine 5,785, 1 10 gallons, which is the largest quantity pumped 
during any run of twenty-four hours.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE, City Hall, 

Lowell, January i, 1SS5. 

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen — In accordance with the requirements of the 
City ordinance, I respectfully submit herewith the twelfth annual 
report of the Superintendent of the Lowell Water Works for the 
year ending December 31st, 1884. 

The total amount of water pumped into the reservoir during 
the year was 1, 105,277,600 gallons, an increase of 62,787, 100 
gallons over the amount pumped in 1883. Giving an average 
daily consumption of about 43 gallons of water per each inhab- 
itant. This includes all the water that is used for manufactur- 
ering purposes as well as for domestic use, also for street drink- 
ing fountains, extinguishing fires, sprinkling streets, etc. The 
total quantity of water sold by meter measurement amounts to 
281,946,400 gallons, an increase over last year of 21,721,400 gal- 
lons. The works and everything connected with them are in 
good condition, and taking into consideration that over 12 years 
have elapsed since the pumps were first started, the repairs so 
far have not been unusually large. 

The filter gallery has been drawn down twice this year, June 
6th and October 18th. Also at the same times, the conduit was 
blown off at the Beaver Brook standpipe, and the pump wells 
thoroughly cleaned. August 19th and 20th all the mains 
throughout the city were given a thorough blowing out, and 
since then no complaints in regard to the quality of the water 
have been made. 
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PUMPING STATION. 

At the pumping station the Morris engine has pumped 
931,831,360 gallons, and the Worthington has pumped 173,446,- 
240 gallons of water. On the Morris engine the valve seats to 
the low pressure cylinder had corroded so much that two of the 
seats had to be rebored and two new valves fitted to them. At 
the same time the six valve stems were replaced by new ones. 

An examination of the Worthington engine Nov. 8th found 
both of the low pressure pistons cracked, probably owing to 
castings being too light and not properly strengthened. The 
pistons were immediately shipped to H. R. Worthington, New 
York, with the request that stronger castings be used with thicker 
ribs, and returned as soon as possible. The new pistons which 
were returned are each 275 pounds heavier than the old ones, 
and are so well strengthened now that no more trouble need ever 
be feared from them. 

Seven new stays have been put into each of the three old 
boilers, which have been in use ever since the works were first 
started, and the middle boiler has had a set of new wrought iron 
tubes throughout, in place of the composition tubes, which were 
badly corroded, especially at the ends. 

A 6-ton Fairbanks platform scales has been set at the entrance 
to the coal shed, and all the coal now purchased is weighed on 
its delivery to the works. 

The cornices, doors, window frames and all the iron fence has 
been repainted. Also all the machinery has been repainted and 
varnished. 

New ventilators have been placed upon the roof of the boiler 
house and engine room, the old copper roofing removed and the 
roof now covered with 6-ply mopped roofing and graveled 

HIGH SERVICE. 

During the year 19,173,350 gallons of water were pumped into 
the high service reservoir, an increase of 435,568 gallons over 
last year. Six-inch mains have been extended in Belmont avenue, 
Mansur and Talbot streets. Three new services in Belvidere 
and 5 in Centralville have been added, making a total of 114 
houses, 6 stables, 2 fountains and 30 fire hydrants now supplied 
with water from the high service system. 
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EXTENSIONS. 

17,731 1-2 feet of cast iron pipe for mains have been laid this 
year, an increase of 576 1-2 feet more than were laid last year. 
This is the largest amount, with the exception of the year r 88 1 , 
when the high service works were constructed, that has been 
laid in any year since 1876, and is owing to the large number of 
streets which have been lately laid out on the Hildreth estate and 
the Rogers farm. 

The 24-inch reserve line across the 'Merrimack river at Hunt's 
Falls has been extended, and connections made on both sides of 
the river with the 12-inch high service line, so that in case of 
accident to the 12-inch line, the water can be turned on to the 
reserve line without delay. 

A 20-inch blow-off has also been connected to the reserve line 
on the Centralville side of the river. 

LEAKS. 

There has been 1 leak in joint of main pipe on Mammoth 
street, 1 main pipe cracked on Walker street, 1 hydrant blew off 
on French street, and 1 leak in the cement lined pipe on Middle- 
sex street. 

Thirteen service pipes have broken off, principally occasioned 
by the settling of sewer trenches. 

HYDRANTS. 

There have been 17 post hydrants set on extensions. The 
flush hydrant on Taylor street, corner of Merrill street, has been 
removed, and a post hydrant set on the opposite corner. New 
valves and other repairs have been made on 15 flush hydrants 
and 12 post hydrants. The hydrant on Meadowcroft street has 
been taken up and reset on Bolt street. 

A 4-inch fire service has been put into Wm. Walker & Son’s 
mill on Lawrence street, a 4-inch pipe has been laid into the 
premises of Woods, Sherwood & Co., on Bridge street, and a 4- 
inch fire service laid into Huntington Hall on Shattuck street. 

METERS. 

There are now 1,348 meters in use, an increase of 102 over last 
year. 
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The following amount of work has been done on meters: 
Meters set during the year, 1 14 ; meters taken out and others 
set for various causes, 1 1 3 ; Desper meters taken out, repaired

During the year the water has been shut off from the premises 
of 39 water takers for non-payment of water rates, and the num- 
ber let on upon payment of the rates is 33. The whole 
number of services remaining shut off for non-payment is 6.

ITEMS OF OTHER WORK DONE. 

During the past year every service box, street gate and 
hydrant has been inspected and put in good order. Large 
pipe drinking fountains have been set in place of old ones on 
Cabot street near Merrimack street, Middlesex street near 
Gorham street, Broadway near School street, Fletcher street, 
corner of Willie street, and Merrimack street near Bridge street. 
A new drinking fountain has been set on Gorham street oppo- 
site Moore street, and a self-closing fountain on Fletcher street 
near Dutton street. The gate houses at the filter gallery and 
reservoir have been repainted and whitewashed, and the reser- 
voir grounds kept in good order. Thirty-one stop gates have 
been repaired and the stuffing boxes packed.

Patrick Kelly, Levi H. Witham, and Charles J. 
Morse tendered their resignations as Police-Officers, 
and were accepted by the Board of Aldermen. 

SUSPENSIONS. 

Two Regular officers were, by the Committee on 
Police, suspended for two months without pay, for 
drunkenness and conduct unbecoming officers; and 
one Regular officer was fined one week’s pay for 
violating Section Two, Rule Six, General Regulations 
governing the Police Department. 

APPOINTMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

James Boyle, Peter Cawley, Cornelius E. Clark, 
John Creahin, Daniel D. Driscoll, Edward Fox, 
Cornelius Howard, George W. Marshall, and Tim- 
othy Sullivan, were appointed Supernumerary Offi- 
cers. Supernumerary Officers John A. Walsh, John 
C. Furlong, John J. Flaherty, Cyrus W. Beals, Josiah 
S. Blood, James Boyle, Peter Cawley, John Creahin, 
and Albert F. Elliott, were promoted to the Regular 
force. 

Three vacancies now exist in the Regular force. 


DEATHS. 

Two deaths occurred during the year. Edward 
G. Dyer, who entered the service May 23, 1883, 
died at his residence Dec. 9, 1883, after an illness 
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of several weeks of pneumonia. Also, Chester P. 
Lewis, who entered the service Oct. 25, 1881, died 
at Danvers, of insanity. They were capable and 
efficient officers, and were beloved and respected 
by their associates. 

The city has been unusually free from crimes of 
the higher grade. Of the crimes reported, in nearly 
every instance the guilty parties have been ar- 
rested and punished. 

ADDITIONAL BEATS. 

Seven additional beats were made in April last, 
— two day and five night, — making the number 
of day patrol twelve, and the night patrol thirty- 
nine. 

The officers have been prompt to render every 
assistance to the Fire Department to protect life 
and property. The best of good-will exists between 
the two departments. 

A system of Police Telegraph is about tb be 
introduced, with a view to the better discipline of 
the department. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Deputy Marshal’s office has been painted 
and grained, and furnished with a new" roller desk, 
new carpet, and chairs, rendering the office more 
cheerful and comfortable. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

I have made a strong effort to establish -a system 
of discipline throughout the entire force ; and while 
the department is not as perfect in all grades as 
might be, yet, on the whole, the majority have 
striven to perform their duties in an honorable and 
satisfactory manner. 

IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED, 

The present space given to the Station House 
has become inadequate, from the fact that with the 
number of additional men appointed, the needed ac- 
commodation in the matter of cupboards, etc., cannot 
be furnished, and the result is a great deal of in- 
convenience. I would suggest as one, and probably 
the only, means of overcoming the difficulty, that 
the city secure the entire floor of the building for 
Police purposes. 

In concluding this Report, I take the liberty to 
say that I have endeavored to perform my duties 
faithfully and impartially, without fear or favor, to 
all ; endeavoring by that means to give satisfaction 
to the public. 

I desire to tender my thanks to His Honor, the 
Mayor, and Committee on Police, for their many 
suggestions and advice. Also, to the Deputy Mar- 
shals and to the force generally, for their prompt 
and great assistance in aiding me to perform my 
duties. 
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My thanks are also due to His Honor 
Nathan Crosby, and Samuel P. Hadley, Judge and 
Clerk of the Police Court respectively, for valuable 
counsel and advice.

As in the year preceding, an attempt has been made by 
the City Council to end what here threatens to prove an 
expensive litigation for the City. A committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the merits of the matter, and after 
a report had been by said committee submitted to the 
Council, a resolution was passed through both branches, 
and received the approval of the Mayor, authorizing the 
payment to the petitioners of $4,330.00, in full settlement 
of their damages. It is doubtful, however, if this award 
is accepted by them, and it now appears probable that a 
jury trial must be had before the matter can be ended. 

Maria T. Stevens v. City of Lowell. 

Julia A. Butterfield v City of Lowell. 

These two are the sole survivors of the somew T hat famous 
“ Chelmsford Street ” cases, so called. 

The City Council of last year passed a resolution award- 
ing to each petitioner compensation at the rate of twenty- 
five cents per square foot for the land taken in the widen- 
ing of the street, the actual number of feet so taken being 
computed by the City Engineer. It is probable that the 
awards will be accepted, and such settlement is regarded 
as favorable to the City, the aggregate sum to be paid 
on the aforesaid basis being some eight hundred dollars. 

Herbert E. Webster, Adin’r, v . City of Lowell. 

This case came up for trial at the September term of the 
Court, and upon motion of the defendant the Court ruled 
that the action was improperly brought, and ordered the 
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petition to be dismissed. An appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, where the case is still pending. 1 

Shaw Stocking Company v . City of Lowell. 

In this case a definite proposition was submitted by the 
petitioners for a settlement, giving to the City the option 
of paying $5,000.00, or allowing the petitioners to use, free 
of charge, a certain quantity of city water, being con- 
siderable less than the minimum flow of the stream which 
it is claimed was diverted by the construction of the sew- 
ers, to the petitioners’ damage. In view of the uncertainty 
attendant upon the amount of damages involved in cases 
of this kind, it is my opinion that the City should accept 
this last-named proposition. The matter, however, is still open.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


Office of Supt. of Institutions at City Farm, 
Lowell, Dec. 31, 1884. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen , — In compliance with the rules of your 

Board, I most respectfully submit my annual 

report. 

Of the inmates in the different institutions, I 
can speak favorably. Their conduct has been as 
good as could be expected. 

We have made some necessary repairs during 
the year. There has been steam put in the old 

building, thus giving us a better supply of heat. 
The boilers have been reset, and the pipes changed, 
and covered with “ Asbestos covering,” so that we 

are now heating with about one-quarter less coal 
than last year, and with better results. The oven 
and bakery have been enlarged ; changes have been 
made in the boiler-room. A new fence has been 
built from the barn to the street, and from that 
point to the Coburn line, making some fourteen 
hundred feet. We have laid some fifteen hundred 
feet of drain, the past year. I have well under 
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way a catch-basin, for the sewerage from the insti- 
tution, which will be finished, the coming year. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

The number of inmates in the Almshouse Jan. 
1, 1884, was 253, — 128 males and 125 females. 
During the year there were admitted 403, — 220 
males and 183 females, — making the whole number 
for the year to be 656, — 348 males and 308 
females. Of this number there were discharged 
340, — 175 males and 165 females; leaving the 
number of inmates remaining Dec. 31, 1884, to be 
316, — 162 males and 154 females. The average 
number supported for the year was 270. There 
were, during the year, fifteen births in the Alms- 
house, — 8 males and 7 females. Of those dis- 
charged in the Almshouse, 51 died, — 24 males and 
27 females, — of the following diseases: — 

Consumption, 15; general debility, 10; erysiplas, 
1 ; old age, 7 ; paralysis, 5 ; abscess, 2 ; heart-disease, 
3 ; croup, 4 ; cancer, 1 ; dropsy, 1 ; still born, 2. 

INSANE. 

The number of insane in the Almshouse Jan. 1, 
1884, was 74, — 24 males and 50 females. During 
the year there were admitted 43, — 13 males and 30 
females ; making the whole number for the year 
to be 117, — 37 males and 80 females. Of this 
number there were discharged during the year 41, 
leaving the number remaining Dec. 31, 1884, to be 
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76, — 25 males and 51 females. Of the number of 
insane discharged, there were 10 that died. 

The above statistics of the insane are^ also in- 
cluded in those of the Almshouse; the number of 
deaths in the Almshouse (51) covers all the insti- 
tutions. The whole number in the various institu- 
tions during the year being 920. I hope the satis- 
faction to remark on the good health enjoyed by 
the inmates of the institutions. No epidemic or 
unusual sickness has prevailed. Doctor Eaton has 
continued his prompt and careful attention during 
the year. 


WORK-HOUSE. 

This institution, in connection with the Almshouse, 
receives persons sent to it by the police court. 
The number of inmates Jan. 1, 1884, was 42, — 
10 males and 32 females. The number committed 
during the year was 107, — 49 males and 58 
females. Of this number there were discharged 
during the year 93, making the whole number to 
be 149, — 59 males and 90 females ; leaving the 
number Dec. 31, 1884, to be 56, — 24 males and 
32 females. The average number supported for the 
year was 42. The number pardoned during the 
year was 7. 

The number of commitments was as follows : 20 
for drunkenness ; 12 for second offence ; 36 for 

third offence; 22 common drunkards; 10 for lar- 
ceny ; 3 for being vagrants ; 2 for vagabonds ; 2 
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stubborn children. The longest sentence was for 
one year ; the shortest for ten days. The oldest 
person committed was 74 years ; the youngest, 16 
years. Of those committed, 49 were born in Ire- 
land, 36 in America, 10 in England, 5 in Scotland, 
2 in St. Johns, 3 in Canada, 1 in Nova Scotia, 1 
in Halifax. This report will show that we have 
increased in numbers in the different departments, 
the past year, and that we have very little unoccupied 
room in our new buildings at the present time. 

EXPENDITURES. 

The average number supported in the Almshouse 
being 270; in the work-house, 42; in the house 
of employment for juvenile offenders, 48 ; the whole 
average number supported in all the institutions to 
be 360. The amount of bills paid for all expenses 
at the institutions at City Farm, was forty-four 
thousand five hundred and eighty-eight dollars and 
forty-seven cents ($44,588.47). 

From this amount I deduct the following items :

$1,546, the amount received from sales from the 
Farm; $3,437.33, the amount for board of sundry 
persons in the institutions ; $2,645, coal and pro- 
visions on hand ; which leaves the actual cost of the 
support of the city’s poor to be twenty-five thou-

sand and eighty-three dollars and fifty-four cents 
($25,083.54), a yearly cost of $69.68, or a weekly 
cost of $1.34.

We have seated no chairs this year. We were 
obliged to take the room in which the chair-seat- 
ing was done for a school-room, and now, even 
with that, we are crowded. 

Our school-rooms will accommodate, without crowd- 
ing and without danger to the health of the pupils, 
only about ninety. We, as you have seen, have 
one hundred and ten in them. Of this matter the 
Superintendent, in his report, will speak more at 
length. 
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Our school-rooms are also defective in having no 
blackboards of any account. 

The school-room in which we have held divine 
service during the year is not large enough to 
accommodate all those that wish to attend. We 
have had, therefore, two services each Sunday 
forenoon, — one at nine o’clock for the children, 
followed by Sunday-school, and another at ten o’clock 
for the adult inmates ; in the afternoon we have 
held another session of Sunday-school at three 
o’clock. Fathers Joyce and Gigeault have celebrated 
Mass a number of times during the year, for the 
benefit of the inmates. 

We wish to thank the Board of Directors of 
the City Library and Reading Room, for the many 
books and papers that they have given us during 
the year. 

The health of the children has been remarkably 
good. Their behavior, as a rule, is excellent. 

During the year eighteen boys have been par- 
doned, and while I have not much fault to find 
with pardoning those who show a disposition to 
reform, I do find considerable fault when boys are 
pardoned who do not deserve it. This has happened 
in one or two cases this year, and I would like . to 
see something done to prevent it in the future. 
The practice, if it should grow into one, would be 
most injurious to the school. Out-of-town authori- 
ties, who send boys here, should be made to un- 
derstand that no pardons should be granted with- 
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out first consulting either the Superintendent or 
Teacher as to the character and conduct of the 
boy or boys for whom the pardon or pardons were 
wanted. 

The summer school vacation was spent by the 
boys in working on the farm. They worked on 
an average six hours a day. 

In concluding this report, I desire to return my 
thanks to the Board of Overseers and to the 
School Committee, for the kind and courteous treat- 
ment always accorded me; to the Superintendent 
and the Matron, for much good counsel and advice ; 
and to my assistant, Mr. Sexton, for the hearty 
manner in which he has always co-operated with me.

Gentlemen , — The Board of Physicians of the Free 
Dispensary present to you their report for 1884. 

The following physicians, elected by the Board of 
Overseers of the Poor, to attend to the patients in 
the Free Dispensary, met on the first Monday of 
February, 1SS4, for organization as a Board of Dis- 
pensary Physicians: Doctors Allen, Colton, Eaton, 
Huntress, McOwen, Patterson, Perkins, Ricker, Smith, 
Spalding, Sullivan, and Viles. 

Officers were chosen as follows : Chairman, Doctor 
Allen ; Vice Chairman, Doctor Colton ; Secretary. 
Doctor Huntress; Executive Committee, The Chair- 
man, Doctors Colton, Eaton, McOwen, and Viles. 

This Board served throughout the year without 
change. 

The whole number of patients treated at the Dis- 
pensary during the year was 1,054.

Gentlemen , — In submitting the report of 1S84 
from this office, you will see that the expenses for 
outside aid have been large, and the cause is plain 
to be seen. The pauper laws of Massachusetts 
compel cities and towns to aid all of their destitute 
poor that call for aid. at the Almshouse, or by 
outside relief. I have found it much less expense 
to the city to aid them at their homes, in most 
all cases. It has been a matter of much regret to 
find so many destitute families as I have found, 
the last year, and there is no other course for 
cities and towns than to aid the destitute and 
starving poor.
